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SECRETARY'S REPORT. 



To Bia EcoeUenoj/ George T. Werta: 

GovKBNOB — I have the honor, in behalf of Uie Board of Health 
«f the State of New Jersey, to present to you ite nineteenth annual 
report, and also the Beventeenth report of the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics. 

The Btatistical year, ending June 30tfa, 1895, was one of unusual 
healthinees throughout the State. 

There were few outbreaks of prerentable disease, and no wide- 
«pread epidemic occurred. 

The total number of deaths from the chief communicable diseases 
was lees than daring either of the two previous years. 

The aot of the L^islature approved March 22d, 1896, has estab- 
lished new and greatly improved relations between the local sanitary 
districts ooncerning the suppression of outbreaks of infectious diseases. 
Previous to the enactment of this statute there was no general require- 
ment that the dangerous communicable diseases should be reported, 
and in many districts in the State the spread of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and other epidemic diseases was unrestnuned. Under the new 
law every physician is required to report every case of cholera, yellow 
fever, typhus fever, leprosy, plague, trichinosis, sma!l-poz, varioloid 
and typhoid fever to the local board of health within twelve hours 
afler he has first professionally attended any person enfiering from 
snob disease, and at least as often as onoe in each week the Clerk of 
«ach local board transmits a report to the State Board of Health, 
In this manner every outbreak is made known to the local and State 
health officers, and opportunity is thus afforded for the early applica- 
tion of suitable measures for the restriction of these diseases, viz., 
isolatioD of patieuta and attendants, and cleansing of infected articles 
and premises. The following system has been adopted by the State 
Board of Health in its operations under this law : All reported cases

of preventable disease are recorded in a permanent record-boob, and 
they are also shown by pin t^ on a large wall-map. Circalam- 
drawing attention to the methods for preventing the spread of the 
infectioDS diseases are sent to the local boards of health for distriba- 
lion to the families affected by the outbreak, and in cases where the- 
disease is not held in check, an officer of the State Board immediately 
visits the locality and joins with the local board in vigoroos efforts to 
prevent the furtlier spread of the disease. In oasefl where the diBoase 
seems liable to spread into an adjoining sanitary district, the State 
Board gives warning and is thus able to place threatened oommunitiee 
in a position to protect themselves against invasion by the epidemic 
If the benefits to be derived from complianoe with the provisions 
of this enactment can bejadged by the history of the past six ntonths^ 
we may In the future anticipate a marked decrease in the nomber of 
deaths from preventable diseases, for none of the epidemics which 
have occurred during that period have reached serious proportions. 

LABOBATOBT OF HYGIKNX. 

The prepress made in applying bacteriological methods for thft 
diagnoeis of tuberculosis and diph^eria, the two mmt fatal diseases in 
New Jersey, led the board, in Janoary, 1896, to endeaver to aecure 
the establishment of a central laboratory where facilities would be 
afforded for the early detection of these affections, and make it avail- 
able for the benefit of all of the sanitary districts in the State. A 
committee of this board was appointed to prepare and present to the 
Legislature a bill providing for the construction, equipment and 
maintenance of a laboratory of hygiene. This was done, bat the 
appropriation was not granted. The manifest sdvant^e to the State 
which would attend the establishment of this service, and the ni^enoy 
of the matter, caused several public- spirited citizens to authorize the 
erection and furnishing of a laboratory. 

The work was speedily proceeded with, and we are now able to- 
report that the building is finished and ready for occupancy, and that 
the work for which it is intended will b^in within a few weeks. 

It is estimated that the cost of the building and equipment wag 
$2,600, and that the annual cost will be about $2,800, as follows : 
one baeteriol(^ist, $2,000; one assistant in laboratory, |500; labora- 
tory material, $300, 
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The bnilding Is eitaated on landa owned hy the College of New 
Jersey, in the borongb of Princeton. This central location will 
permit quick commnnioatioD with all parts of the State. 

The board has endeavored to obtain from the United States postal 
authorities a modification of the order which is now in force prohibit- 
ing the transportation through the mtuls of specimens for bacterio- 
It^ical examination. (See Circalar 85, printed in this R^wrt.} 

DlSTRlCrr BANITAItY INSPECTION. 

A review of the work already accomplished hy thb hoard, and an 
examination of the relations now existii^ between the State Board 
«nd local boards, leads to the belief that very valuable service can be 
rendered to the citizens of the State by still farther extending sys- 
tematie co-operation with local boBrds, 

At a meeUng of the State Board of Health held October 25th, 1895, 
« committee was appointed to present to the Governor and Legislature 
a statement of the advantages which would attend the service of four 
advisory sanitary inspectors, one to be assigned to each of the sanitary 
divisions of the State. Outside of the boundaries of municipalities 
and of the more thickly populated townships, local sanitary adminis- 
tration is, under the laws now in force, making little progress. The 
reasons for this bust seem to lie, to some extent, in the frequent 
changes made in the membership of township boards, and also to be 
due to insttffident remunraation for the services of the local health 
officers. But even if these causes were removed there still exists the 
fact that the science of applied hy^ene is a new art, and few persons 
are yet highly skilled in its employment. The reports of cases of 
<!ommnnicable diseases, and the records of deaths, show that typhoid 
fever has become a disease of the rural districts, and one of the most 
firmly established sanitary precautions is the closing up of wells 
fonnd to be polluted on premises where typhoid fever appears. Yet 
few township boards of health have ever closed a polluted well. The 
spread of typhoid fever through milk, because the cans are washed in 
polluted well-water, or because the milk is adulterated by the addition 
of such water, is of frequent occurrence, but a thorough examination 
of the water-supply of dairies has not been undertaken by a towu- 
ahip board of health. Diphtbena is destroying more lives in the State 
ihan any other one disease except tabercnloeis, yet the sine qua non 
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of diseaee preventioD, isolation of the patient and attendants during^ 
the infeotiTe period, is almost oerer secured by township boards. 

The State Board of Health believes that the service of dieoreet and 
competent State inspectors, to constantly visit and revisit every local 
sanitary district, wonld stimalate and guide local boards is the per- 
formance of their dnty nnder the laws, and in the jodiaioas lines of 
activity which have been proved to be most effectual in preveatiog 
the spread of diseaee. 

THE EXAMINATION OF DAIBIES. 

The control of the traffic in dairy prodads has heretofore b«e[> 
conducted largely for the porpoee of preventing oommeroial fraad» 
apon the pablic, but daring the past year the investigations of the 
Dairy Commissioner have been directed to a greater extent against the 
defilement of milk by the addition of poUnted water and I^ the ase 
of sach water in the washing of the cans. Reports of these inqairies- 
have shown that many of the persons who are engaged in the busi- 
ness of producing and distributing milk have little conception of the 
necessity for cleanliness in this vooaUon, 

It appears that an entire revolution most occur in this business 
before the public can be assured that the milk supplied in the market 
is free &om the germs of disease. 

One of the prime essentials in bringing about the needed changes 
in the management of this business is that pore water for all domestic 
purposes shall be supplied on all premises where milk is produced, 
stored or sold. All puis, pans, bottles and other receptacles used 
in storing milk which is intended for sale should be made sterile before 
use. 

As the laws now stand in this State there is no special provision for 
the control of conditions sEFecting health on dairy premises, nor for 
use thereon of water from a source of known purity. Local boards 
of health are empowered to make ordinances to prevent the use of pol- 
luted water for household purposes, but in the farming districts little 
efTort has been made to close dangerous wells, and few township boards 
have provided ordinances for this purpose. An act of the Legislature 
which will be operative without the intervention of local ordinances 
seems to be necessary to correct the evils disclosed by the inveet^atio&» 
above referred to. 
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MILK' BOBNE ISFEtJnOVB DI8EASBB. 

The act approved March Slet, 1887, gives to local boards of hoBlth 
the right to make ordioanoeB to prevent the Bale of milk which has 
been contamioated by exposure to the infection of diseaee, bat it vas 
found that many local boards did not provi de ordinances for this par- 
pose, and when an emergency arose no lawful means was available 
whereby the sale of the dangei'oas milk could be stopped. 

Without lessening the responsibility of local boards of health the 
Legislatore, by an act approved March 28th, 1895, authorized the 
State Board of Health to prohibit the sale of milk which may be pro- 
duced, stored, kept or found upon premises infected by any dangerous 
communicable disease. Local boards are urged, however, to provide 
ordinances for the control of this danger, and to be prepared to act 
without delay in such cases. 

The 8^«ad of tuberculosis throagh milk, under oertun drcum- 
stanoes, has been inoontrovertibly proved, and the value of tuber- 
culin as a di^nostio test for the eziateooe of toberculoeis in cattle 
has been fully demonstrated, bat the applicatioD of these &ota in 
eecnring purity of the milk-snpply has not yet been made general. 
If dairies producing milk intended for children and invalids were 
required by physicians to furnish a guarantee that the milk is firee 
from the germs of disease, the public at lai^ woald then soon 
demand and obtain the same protection. 

LOCAL 8AHITARY INSPECTOBS. 

Prompt, fearless and intelligent action on the part of local health 
ofBcers, which alone will produce the best results in staying the 
destruction which the pestilential diseases aie capable of producing, 
is yet lacking in numerous districts. The progress of health proteo- 
tion is much impeded because of nnfamiliarity with the principles of 
hygiene on the part of many of the officers charged with the actual 
performance of.the duties which fall to local boards of health. The 
events of each snooeeding year show more and more the necessity of 
supplying facilities for the instmotion of these officers, 

Lbng'term appointments and the payment of living salaries would 
greatly enooun^ these men in the study of the laws of health. The 
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State Board of Health has long held this eabject under oonsideration, 
and it is hoped that some action may soon be taken toward anpplying 
to local health officers a oonrse of ataij in practical h^^ene. 

The inspection service shoald be highly organized, and only skilled 
officers should be entruated with the adnuDistration of laws and 
ordinances which deal with health and life. None others can be ex- 
pected to act jndicioaaly in cases of emeigency attending epidemic 
outbreaks, and to satiBfaotorily conduct the examination of dwellings, 
sohools, factories, &c., and to point out hidden Bonroee of danger to 
the public health, 

FSEVEKTION OF BLINDHEBS. 

An act approved March 11th, 1896, makes it the daty of local 
boards of health to endeavor to secure skilled professional attendance 
in the case of young infimts who may be threatened with blindness. 
Section 3 of this act provides that every local board of health shall 
furnish a copy of the act to every physician and midwife and nurse 
in the sanitary district over which the local board has supervision, 
and the Secretary of State is directed to cause a sufficient number of 
copies of this act to be printed, and to supply the same to local boards 
for distribution. 

Local boards should apply to the Secretary of State for the number 
of copies of the act which may in each district be needed. 

The dnty of local boards, under Section 2 of this act, is to receive 
reports conoeniing in&nts who may be suffering from inflamed eyes, 
and to use their good offices to secure for every such infant BDch 
prompt and proper treatment as may be necessary to prevent the loss 
of vision. 

THE PASSAIC KIVEB KDISANCE. 

During the summer of 1894, the long drouth aided in bringing 
about conditions which rendered the dwellings along the borders of 
that portion of the Passaic river below the city of Paterson, and above 
Dundee dam, almost uninhabitable. 

The increase in the quantity of sewage dlscfaaiged into the river 
at this point, keeping pace with the increase of population, and the 
drawing off of the impounded water for the use of the mills below 
the dam, together with the scanty rainfall, resulted in the pollution 
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of the remaining Said to a d^ree which caaaed it, under the influence 
of the summer bud, to emit ofifensiye gftsee, thus befouling the atmos- 
phere of the whole vicinity. 

Complaints and petitions flowed in upon the State Board of Health, 
asking that relief should be afforded against the continuance of this 
nuisance, hut it was foond that no anthority had been given to the 
State Board by the Legislstute for action which would afford relief 
to the persons affected by the filthy rivei. Before any improvement 
«an be secured in the condition of the river, a new method of sew^ 
disposal must be provided by the towns and factories which are situated 
in the Passaic valley. 

This undertaking should be preceded by an exhaustive inquiry, by 
skilled engineers, into the question of oolleotion and final disposal of 
the sew^^, and inasmuch as nnmerous municipalities will be affected 
by the oonatrnction of works for the relief of the river, and because it 
is not to be expected that any harmonious adjustment of the engineer- 
ing and financial problems involved in the establishment of such 
works can be reached by agreement between the various local govern- 
ments, it seems to be necessary that the State shall determine upon a 
«onrse to be followed in the purification of the river. 

With this purpose in view two bills were prepared and presented 
to the one hundred and nineteenth Legislature, aa follows : 



An act for the appointment of a oommiesion to consider a general 
Bystem of drainage for tlie valley of the Passaic river. 

1 . Be IT ENACTBD by ihe Senate and Qeaeral Aaaembly of the State 
of New Jeney, That the governor, with the advice of and consent of 
the senate, is hereby authorised to appoint a commission of five per- 
sons, no two of whom shall be residents of one municipality, for the 
purpose of considering and reporting a general system of dnunage for 
the relief of the valley of the Passaic river, and for the protection of 
the public water-supplies of the cities and towns dependent upon said 
river. 

2. And be it mooted, That said commission shall have power to em- 
ploy such eneineering and other aasistance aa may be necessary for 
carrying out the obj sets of this act ; the commiraion shall consider the 
various methods of disposal of sewage and the application of such 
methods to any portion of the territory herein mentioned, and shall 
report its oonolasions in print to the l^islature of the year one tbon- 
fland eight hundred and ninety-six for the whole or a portion of said 
territory; said commission shall include in its report suitable maps 
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and plana of the territory to be drained, an estimate of the ooat of the 
vork and a reoommendation as to the methodB of apportioDiDg; euoh 
cost; the oommiseioners shall receive sucb compeasation for their 
servioea as the gcvenior, comptroller and treasurer of the state may 
determine ; provided y that the whole amount expended under the pro- 
yisions of this aot shall not exceed fire thoosand dollars ; and the 
term of office of said commisaioners shall not extend b^ond Uie thirty- 
first day of January, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety- six, 
3. And be it maeted, That this aot shall take eff^ immediately. 



Ad act relating to sewage disposal and the purifloation of rivers 
used for public water-supply. 

1. Bb it enacted by the Smote and General AaeTnbly of the Staie 
of New Jersey, That the state board of health is hereby authorised 
and directed t^ examine into the condition of any river in this state 
now used for the purposes of public water-supply, which, for any 
portion of its course, is so far pollnt«d by the discharge into it, or into 
Its tributaries, of the aewage of towns, liquid refuse or other foreisD 
matters, as to have become offensive to the population living upon its 
banks and unfit for human consumption; and likewise to examine 
into the condition of any river valley, the municipalities, or any of 
them, which are, in the opinion of said board, unable to dispose of 
their sewage within their own boundaries respectively, without thereby 
creating a public nnisance by the pollution of the wat«r-coureee or other- 
wise; and where the pollution of said river or valley originates, or 
will originate, in sev^al municipalities which are adjacent to eacb 
other ; and where upon examination as aforesaid the condition of said 
river or valley, or any important portion thereof, is so affected by the 
improper disposal of sewage and liquid refuse as to be deemed by said 
board to be aangerons to the public health, or to constitute a public 
nnisance, and to require such a remedy ; said board shall consider and 
report to the l^islature within one year from the passage of this act^ 
or at its next annual eeesioa thereafter, a plan for an arterial or main, 
drainage system of intercepting sewers for the reception of the con- 
tents of the local sewerage systems of the several municipalities afore- 
said and any other Ifqaid refuse subject to admission into water- 
courses, and for the conveyance thereof to a point or points where the 
discharge thereof under proper conditions will not contaminate any 
potable water or create a public Datsance ; said board shall include in 
its report to the legislature suitable maps and plans of the territory bo 
to be drained, and of the arterial system of sewers proposed therefor^ 
with an estimate of its cost, and a recommendation as to the method 
of apportioning said cost among the municipalities to be affected by 
the proposed works. 
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2. And be it enaeied, That the expenses of making snob exami- 
nations and report, also the sDnreys, maps and plans reqaired there- 
for, tiwether with all other ezpensea in the premises, shall be care- 
fally kept; and the voachers therefor, when duly audited by the 
comptroller and approved by the governor, shall be paid oat of any 
money in the treasnry not otberwiae appropriated, and shall be limited 
to ten thousand dollars. 

3. And be it enael^d, That this act shall take eSieot immediately. 

Mffltber of these measures became a law. Daring the sammer of 
1895, the naisance created by the pollution of.tbe river again became 
extremely objectioDable, and popular demands for the improvement 
of the river increased. , 

Believing that a united effort on the' part of all of the parties 
directly interested in the abatement of the nnieanoe wonld result in 
the paesi^ of some snitable meaeore by the next L^ielature, the 
State Board of 'Health issned the following call for a meeting :

preventiOQ of the further pollution of the waters of the Passaic river. 

The members of the boards of health of all of the sanitary districts which border 
on the Passaic river have been asked to attend this meeting.

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The State Board of Health waa represeotecl by Dr. C. F. Bnokett, 
President; Dr. Cornelina Shepherd, Dr. E. R. O'Reilly, and Dr.

The meeting was called to order by the President of the State 
Board of Health, Dr. Braokett, and the parpoees of the meeting were 
«tated by Dr. Hitohell, aa follows : 

Mr, PsBSiDEin' — ThiB meeting was called by the State Board of 
Health for the purpose of secoring, on the part of thoee interested in 
the prevention of the poUntion of the Passaio river, an nnderstanding 
and i^eemeot concerning the prooedare which will, in the judgment 
of the persons here assembled, be most quickly followed by the abate- 
ment of the nuiaanoe caoaed by the present oondition of the river. 

During the Bummer of 1894 an investigation waa made by the State 
Board, upon request of reaidenta along the river, and tiie report of the 
officers who oonducted this inquiry showed that the discharge of sewage 
into the stream so loaded the river water with oigauic materials that 
the escaping gases rendered the atmosphere in the vidnity of Dandee 
Lake exceedingly offensive. The board thereupon formally declared 
the conditions described to be a public naisaooe. 

It waa foand that the L^alature had not clothed local boards of 
health with authority to abate nuiaanoea of this character, and that 
before relief could be afforded it would be necessary to provide new 
methods for the disposal of the sewage which now enters the river. 
The State Board of Health could ask the Chancellor for an order 
Testraining the municipalities and factories which now discharge into 
ihe river from further pollution of the stream, but until a new and 
practicable method of final disposal for sewage ehoU be provided no 
such order can be obeyed, and until a comprehensive system of sew- 
•erage for the whole of the Pdaaaic valley from Paterson to Newark 
«hall be devised by competent en^neere, there would be risk that 
wasteful and ineffectual oonatmctiona might be undertaken by separate 
tnunicipalities, and that the purification of the river woatd thereby 
be still farther complicated and delayed. 

Therefore, we have invited yon to this meeting, with the hope 
that a united effort may be made upon a plan which will be here 
Agreed up(m to secure relief from this most serious nnisance. 

The President announced that the meeting waa now open for the 
presentation of such questions as might snitably oome before it. 
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Dr. PhiUiower (FrankliD Townahip) — My aeaociate, Mr. Duncsn^ 
and myaelf come here ratber to coDdemii coaditioaa than to safest 



A lai^ aectioD of onr towoEihip borders npon the Passaio river^ 
and the condition of the river is certainly detrimental to the growth 
of that part of the township. I have been practicing in Franklin 
Township nearly ten years, and I can say from personal observation 
that there has been a greater percentage of eicknees in that part of the 
township than in any other. 

As far 8B Franklin Townahip is concerned we are perfectly in sym- 
pathy with, and will gladly back np any movement to secnre the 
abatement of this nuisance, or improve the condition of the river. We- 
have not ooreelves thoaght oat any scheme whereby this will be done^ 
bat yoa certainly can coant on oar assistance to remove the trouble. 

C. R. Wise (Passaic) — It seems to me that there are only a few 
questions which appertain to the matter of the pollntion of the Passaio 
river. One is, is it as badly pollated as the public are led to believe ? 
There is no question as to that. Anyone traveling on «ther side of 
the river will soon be convinced of that fiwt. The next question is, 
what has caused the river to seem to be more polluted within the 
last two years than formerly ? The third question is, what are we 
going to do about it ? 

There is no donbt that the river seems to be more polluted than' 
ever. Whether it is the diversion of water and the drainage of the 
Great Fieoe meadows, which many consider a sponge which never 
should have been drained at all, is something which will have to be 
determined and a remedy provided. 

John Kdioe (nnion Township) — I have lived along the Passaio 
river for sixty years. The river is now in a very filthy condition. 
We are having a good deal of malaria, something which we have not 
bad for many year?. The property along the river in my section is 
deserted. About 300 feet from my place there is a (17,000 building, 
with a man living in it to take care of it. Another, costing f 18,000, 
has not been occupied by the owner for years, and he has asked me 
to take care of it Another on the other side of the street the 
owners are very anxious to get clear of. Who is responsible I do 
not know. There is a member here who went before the grand jury 
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yesterday for the pnrpoae of making a complaiat. The grand jury 
adjonmed over to next veek to find ont who is reBponsible. The 
water company has cnt off the water from the Passaic river ; we have 
not hod a freahet in five years. If there was some way that we could 
fill ap the low ground on the side of the river, it would go a good 
ways towards remedying the matter. If there was a oontinoat flow 
of water and no groond left bare, I think it wonld remedy it. If the 
river is low and the sun has had a cbanoe at the ground, there is an 
odor from it. 

Mr. Maynard (Saddle Biver Township) — ^The people of vaj town- 
ship are suffering. The people who own properties are losing tenants ; 
the people who own homes are moving. In the little town in which 
I live, Millville, two years ago there were at least twenty-five new 
houses under way ; to-day there is not a new house building. 

Mr. Phillips (of Dundee) — The complaint my association makes to 
the State Board is against the <nty of Paterson for making the Pas- 
aaic river a sewer for the purpose of conveying into the river the 
'excreta of 100,000 inhabitants, which is not only polluting the river 
and causing a public nuisance in front of our doors, but is caoedng 
«icknes8 which is liable to result in an epidemic. The stench is 
intolerable. 

Now for the remedy. If it is neoessary to fight in defence of our 
lives, health and property, we would far rather fight corporations in 
the courts of New Jersey than in the L^slsture, For this reason 
we are not in a poution to make any provision for the passage of any 
bills in the Legislature, inasmuch as a bill that was introduced was 
scarcely recognized by that body. Therefore, we have no reason to 
think that it will meet with any other fate at this session, for you all 
know that the corporations of the city of Paterson know how to fight 
fiat we are not fighting except for oar rights ; our inhatutants are 
aerioualy affected ; there have been several cases of typhoid fever 
right in oar neighborhood said to be the direct result of the noxious 
odors arising from the lake. 

Mr. Stove (of Keamy), after giving his views of the unsanitary 
oondition of the river and the general depreciation of property along 
its l»nks, said ; It seems to me that the State is the proper body to 
protect us. I believe that the State through its riparian rights 
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derives aome profit from the abore of the river. We kaow that the 
river is a great iojury to the health of oar oomEaunity; we know 
very well, bb a gentlemao here has said, that there are 100,000 people 
pouring their excretions into the etream. Now, what the dispowtion 
of the people at the upper part of the river is I do not know, bat it 
may be that there is going to be a fight. It may be that we who are 
Boffering the most must enter into a contest with thoee who are 
wrongfully pollating this stream. I hope it will not be so. I have 
heard recently from friends in Faterson that there is a public senti- 
ment against the further pollution of the river, 

Kow, sir, the remedy is not impoesible. I am not here to say what 
it shall be. I have my own idea that a trunk sewer is a proper 
thing, and I have advocated it for several years. 

Mr. Stove — I will say that there is one public sewer fairly Itage, 
one small pnbtic sewer and one private sewer ruDning from Kearny 
into the river ; the great bulk of the sewage of Kearny, however, is 
taken care of in the other direction. I can safely say that if a plan 
is adopted for the relief of the river that Kearny will do anything 
that falls to her share to help purify it 

Dr. Ezton — If there is a gentleman in the room who thinks the 
river is not foal I would advise him to prepare himself for a trip up 
there and we will eatiafy him as to that fact. There has been in our 
village over one hundred houses that conld not find occupants on 
aooount of the water of the Passaic river which we have been obliged 
to use. Now, we did not know in our town jnst what course this 
meeting might take. Coosequently, we thought it advisable to ask the 
local boards of health of Harrison, Belleville and Kearny to come 
together the other evening to talk the matter over. Without any idea 
as to what might be the result of this meeting, the following preamble 
and resolutions were adopted : 

Whebe&b, We, the representatives of the several boards of health 
of the districts herein stated, have been requited by the State Board 
of Health to meet at Trenton on the 20ch of September, 1895, to 
discuss the sutgect of the pollution of the Passaic river ; and whereaa, 
the condition of the Passaic river has been for some time past and is 
now sucb that, in our judgment, an epidemic is liable to arise there- 
from at any time, and is such that the property for some distance from 
each of its banks has decreased in valuation by reason of the stenches 
and smells arising from the sewer matter at the present time dispoaed 
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of in mid river; aiidwhtreaa, hf the polladcMi of the river, as aftwe- 
nid, the river has beooaw m public noisuioe and a nwoace to ibe pnblic 
health; and wherttu, in our opinion, the proper and tnlj method U> 
preveat the poUntioB afoieaaid is hj the paasage (^ an act vf the Ij/fpa- 
Tatore [nohibiting each and eveiy mmucipali^, commnnitj, cht peraon 
from makii^ nae of the aSA river for pnbtk ot fvivate sewer paipaeee; 
BOW, therefor^ be it 

Staohed, THai the State Board of Health be and it ia hereby re- 
quested to prepare an act to prohibit the making use of the river as 
a pnblic or private eewer, under a penalty {»«Bcnbed, and that it use 
its inflnenoe to have the same passed by the L^ialatate which is to- 
meet in January next.

Mr. Wise — Every gentleman who takes the floor tells ns how 
polluted the Psasaic is. Wonld it not be as well and more con- 
venient to drop this matter now, as we all know the Passaic is 
polluted, and go on with the discussion as to the solution of the 
problem. 

The remedy proposed by the gentleman from Belleville and Mr. 
Phillips seem to me, not to use a harsh term, absurd. The city of 
Paterson contains a population of 100,000 people. Is it likely that 
the representatives of Kewark, Passaic and Paterson are going to pre- 
pare a bill and prevent themselves from sewering into the Passaic. 
The PasBuc river is the drainage basin for the Passaic valley. So 
(ar as the scienoe of drain^ has gone, the plan has been to ase the 
river. That seems to be the oustom not only in our country, but in all 
countries. My saggestion is this, that all the commauities interested 
in the Passaic valley form an organization, each community to have 
representation in the central organization ; that there be an ezecative 
committee, and the executive committee take ohaigeto ascertain 
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whether it is cooBtitntioDal for the State to bnild a Iraok sewer ; 
whether the State could create a oommisBion and assess id proportioik 
to the beneGts received ; alao give the oommiasion power to leane 
bonds. The sooner we proceed with this matter in that way the- somer 
we will solve the problem, 

Mr, Jackson — The gentleman from Faseaio has, in my jodgmenC, 
struck the point in r^ard to the question of the actual fact ot the 
Passaic river being polluted. I personally think it is loss of tioM t9 
discuss here whether the Passaic river is polluted or not. We knoir 
that it is, and that the pollution comes from each and every loiMHCt' 
pality along the river using the Passuo river as a dumping ground. 
The question arises here, Is it right for any one of us to so nee an 
object as to injure our neighbor? The common law forbids it; that 
being so, we individuals could apply to the court for proteetioD;, 
The difficulty has been, howevw, and still is, in regard to positive 
evidence. In applications to the court in suite of this character it 19 
necessary to have positive evidence that the person who is t^rged with 
having done an offense has done it, or in this matter that the sewage 
matter has come from one specific spot, and that injury has arisen 
from that sewage, l^at is the difficulty which the different boards of 
health along the Passaic have had. It is the difficulty that the board 
of health at this time would have. It is, Can you prove the ioyxry 
oomes from any one of the districts you chai^ it comes from ? Tod 
cannot do it. Yon oan prove, however, that the river as a wh(4e 
is being poUoted, and yon can prove that there is an injory. X 
say that the only method of doing this, since we are not snob 
good Christians as to protect our neighbors at onr own expeaw^ 
is by some act forcing as to do it. I say tl^at if an act of the 
Legislature is passed forbidding every one of us from using the 
Passaic river as a sewer, the river will be saved from its present 
condition, and each one of the houses along the river will jHvvide' 
some other means to dispose of their sewage. We are not here tf> 
discuss the different methods of the disposal of the sewage. We de 
not care whether it is by a main sewer or otherwise ; but what we 
are here for is to say that the river must not be polluted. The 
boards of health of Kearny, Harrison and Belleville have met, and 
they said, in talking over the matter, " Why, the simplest way is to have 
the Board of Health of the State apply to the Legislature, not for s 
local act like the first one here, bnt an act forbidding the pollution ot 
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every river ander a penally, giving the State Board of Healtli the 
power to enforce it, and then each and every individual, if that law 
were enforced, as undoubtedly the State Board of Health would 
enforce it, and eaoh town and village along the river would be 
brought up under that penalty." The qaestioD is. Can snob an act 
be paeeed by the Legielatara? It seems to me that It can be. 
The legislators as a rule are men of sense. They realize that a 
large community of this State will not have its rights with impunity 
trespassed upon ; they will naturally come forward to protect them. 
If the city of PatersoD or the city of Passaic send representatives 
down here with the idea that because they have expended a few mil- 
lion dollars in draining into the Passaic river that they can thereby 
stop the Lc^lature from passing an act which would benefit the 
country, they have in my judgment a wrong oonceptioii of what the 
L^fislatnre of New Jersey is composed of. We want a bill that is 
loaded down with common sense. Let us appoint a committee to act 
with the State Board of Health to draw a bill; after that bill is 
drawn let the local communities call public meetings and see how the 
people feel, and the coming primaries will soon let yon know the 
xesult. 

Mr. Phillips read extracts from two acts of the Legislature, and 
asked for information. 

Judge Lanning — The first act read by the gentleman, iSi. Chair- 
man, according to my recollection, has been amended. He has read 
from the supplement to the revision which was published in 1886, 
My impresRion is that the act of 1880 has been amended, but in its 
substantial form, as read, I think it atill stands as the law of the State, 
It will be observed, however, that it makes the pollution of streams 
a criminal offense and prescribes a penalty of a fine not exceeding 
$1,000, or imprisonment not exceeding two years, or both, Fn^liing 
the offense a misdemeanor and consequently a matter over whidi the 
Stete Board of Health has no jurisdiction whatever. It is a matter 
that would come before the grand jury. 

The act passed in 1886, according to my recollection, has also been 
amended, I cannot speak with certainty here without taking the 
time to examine the statutes. Bat my recollection is that it has been 
amended in such a way as to strike out the word river. The efTeot of 
that amendment would seem to indicate a legislative intent to make 
the act inapplicable to rivers. 
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The qaestion as to the oonstitatioiial rights of men in r^ard to the 
enforcement of sanitary law is apparently a new field of labor. 
Sanitary law has ooonpied the thoaghts of legal minds to no great 
extent except within the last dozen years. It is a growing field of 
law. What the courts might hold npon Tarious qaeetions asked as 
to constitational rights it would be impossible for anybody to say. I 
s.m sore you would have to wait nntil the highest oourts had deter- 
mined those questions. 

Besolation offered by Mr. Jackson read : 

Whbbeab, The waters of the Passaic river are polluted by the 
«ewerage of numerous mnnicipalities and by hundreds of isolated 
mills and factories. The degree of pollution has rapidly increased 
from year to year, and during the past two summers the gases emitted 
by the water of the river, bdow the city of Paterson, have been ez- 
-ceedingly offensive to the sense of smell, rendering dwellings along 
the borders of the river almost aninhabitable, and greatly damaging 
the value of property ; whereas, said contamination of the waters of 
■the Passaio river and of the air of the locality constitote a public 
noisanoe, a source of foulness and a cause of sickness hazardous to 
the public health; whereas, abatement of the said nuisance can only 
he secured by discontinuing the discharge of unpurified sewerage into 
the river. 

JUeohed, That a committee of this conference shall be appointed 
to prepare and present to the L^islature a bill which shall provide 
for the prevention of the further defilement of the Pasaaic river, and 
for the just and eqpitable payment of the expenses which may attend 
the construction ot the necessary works. 

By the Chair — It seems to me that one member of each commnnity 
represented here should be placed on the committee, and perhaps one 
member of the State Board of Health might also be added. 

Amendment — That in addition to the State Board of Health one 
member from each sanitary district, as represented in the call, be 
added to form tlie committee. Carried. 

Hr. Jackson — It seems to me that it would be ill-advised to have 
snch a lai^ committee. 

Dr. Einne — I am perfectly willing that the question should be 
put. I have no desire to say anything upon this matter, although I 
should vote against the resolution as it stands, not because I am 
opposed to the resolution as presented by Mr. Jackson, but because 
I do not deem the State Board of Health the proper body to prepare

that bill. As has heea rightfiilly remarked, Mr, President, the State 
Board of Health is an executive body ; they are to cany oat the 
mandates of the Legislatnre, which are sapposed to be in aooordanoe 
with the will of the people. I claim it should be done bj cdtizen» 
who are interested in this matter ; that a committee ahonld be formed 
iiom parties represented all along the line of the Passaic river. There 
ia piflliminary work to be done. It is not to get to work, to get 
representatives to dictate to the Legislature what should be done ; we- 
do not know jost what afaoald be done. I think first of all there 
should be a oommiaaion of sAnitary engineers appointed (employed^ 
if yoD like) by the different manioipaJitiee affected by thia river. 
They shonld determine in thur wisdom the best means of obviatinf^ 
this trouble. I am opposed to the resolution as it stands becaase I 
think the power should be somewhere else. 

Br. Mitchell — Dr. Kinae has ezpreesed views which are alao held 
by the State Board of Health in reference to this qaeation. As the 
motion now stands the State Board of Health ia asked to {Hit a bill 
through the L^ialature. That is not oar fonction, gentlemen, and 
we are confident that yoa will auooeed far better than we oas ia 
securing legislation, 

Mr. Lewis— While I do not intend to speak npon this queetioa 
from a sanitary standpoint, I would like to speak upon it in its prac- 
tical aspect. This resolution provides for the appointment of a oom- 
mittee to go before the L^slature to secure the passage of a bill ta 
prevent the farther pollution of the Passaic river, and for the imposi- 
tion pro rata, in some fair manner, of the expense of doing that thing. 
The committee, as I understand it, if appointed, woald be appcHnted 
from the city of Paterson and from the townships down to the line 
of the city of ITewark, The first question which would come before 
the committee would be. How is the bill to be drawn ? There would 
at onoe, upon selfish grounds, be s diversity of opitiion upon the 
method adopted. Suppose tbey say, we must have a trunk sewer 
which must take up the sewage of Paterson or Newark ; they have 
the great city of Newark to oonsult with. If, on the other band, the 
proposed plan should not be kindly received by the cnty of Paterson^ 
they would have the opposition of practically the county of Passaic. 
The consequence would be they would not be able to agree upon a 
IhII. The result would be that nothing would pass whatever. If 
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the gentleman will permit me, I will move as a sabetitnte for the 
original motion that the State Board of Health oommanioat« to the 
h^pdatoK, hj speoial oommanication, the allegation as to the Btat« of 
aSurs in the valley of Pasaaic, and that it leqneet the Leg^latnre to 
appoint a commiaaion of sanitary engineers to inqnire into the evil 
and report npon a proper remedy. When enoh oommission is 
appointed, when anch oommiasion makes its report to the Jjcgislatar^ 
it ia not received as the mere application of myself or somebody else 
ae iodividaals, bnt it is reoeived by the L^ialatoie as the report of a 
State body and receives proper attention, and if it possesses any 
«tiength whatsoever, will be otundded in by the L^^islatare. 

If saoh commission, I may confidently say, report to the L^isla- 
tnre that the cities of Newark, Jersey City, Fatereon, as well as the 
4ownahipe, are to blame in this matter, the Jj^:i8latnre will compel 
all those dtiee to pay a proper share towards doing away with the 
evil. 

Mr. Jackson — The object of my friend from Fatereon, Mr. Freei- 
-dent, is dearly apparent. He wiahea dday. We have already gone 
beyond the commiaaion. We know that the river is pollated, and 
there is absolntdy no need of onr oalling on the L^islatore to 
appoint a commission to tell them that the river is pollated. 

Dr. Leal — We come here prepared to do everything possible to 
seonre anything better than what we have now. We are told that 
the dty of F&terson is the caose of this nnisanoe. We acknowledge 
onr share of the oanae; we claim that others are equally gnilty. 
Every speaker has declared that the Passaic river is polluted. The 
only remedy ang^eeted is the passage of a bill. Now, does anyone for 
one moment sappoee that tbe city of Paterson can be prevented from 
sewering into the Passaic river without making provision for the dis- 
posal of the sewage ? We are willing to do it if a way can be shown, 
Now, as to that way. No speaker yet has suggested a practical method 
for tbe doing away of this nuisance. They, simply say it must be stop- 
ped. It cannot be stopped until some other means have been pto- 
vided. I do not believe (here is a person here who is willing to say 
lost what the best means is of taking away the sewage of the whole 
Passaic valley. But we at least are not engineers, and we are not 
qualified to give an opinion. The only posuble way we can accom- 
plish this matter is on the line of what Mr. Lewis has stated. 
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By the Chur — 1h.e motion before Uie meetiog is that ooe repre- 
sentative of each of the Tarioaa bodies oamed in the oall be formed 
into a committee to preeent the matter suitably before oar liegia- 
latare,and as a snbetitute the State Board of Health be ashed to- 
petition the Legislature to appoint a commianon to look into the 
matter. 

Mr. Wise — I wish to offer an amendment to Mr. Lewis' eobeti- 
tnte, that the State Board of Health be anthorized by this meeting to 
select any nomber of dtizens irom the districts along the river; 

Mr. Lewis — The gentlemen do not seem to take it for granted that 
the oities of Newark and Paterson will join them in any plan that 
they may formulate. To get this matter before the Legislature in 
proper form, a commission appointed by the Legislature is the only 
way. 

Dr. Kinne — We want to use the State Board of Health either 
advisory, in an executive capacity or some other way in aocompliab- 
ing onr porpoees. The only way to unite all the municipalities in 
the Passaic valley is by a commission which shall authoritatively state- 
what can be done to relieve those municipalities. Delay is talked of. 
Mr. Lewis has explained that there shall be no delay in this. 

Mr, Lewis — Where the inhabitants of a great vallqr request the 
State Board of Health to help them the board shonld do it. I want 
to assure yon, gentlemen, that a oommonioation of the State Board of 
Health to the Legislature will be of much more weight and receive- 
more consideration than if we, as individuals, should go and request 
their atdiou. 

Sabstitate voted upon and lost. 

Original resolution, introduced by Mr. Jackson, was then voted 
upon and carried. 

Mr, Jackson — I move that one member be selected by each of the 
local boards of health, here represented, which members shall consti- 
tute the committee to act on the resolution as passed. Carried.

At the meeting held in Faesaic October 29t,h, 1896, tneatf-one 
members of tbe committee were preeent, and the following bill was 
agreed apon: 

" That tbe State Board of Health be and the same is hereby di- 
rected and authorized to consider and to report a general system of 
drainage for the relief of the valley of the Passaic river, and for the 
protection of the pablio water-snppliee of the cities and towns de- 
pendent upon said river. 

"And that the said State Board of Health shall have the power to 
employ sach engineering and other assistance as mav be necessary to 
carry ont tbe objecU of this act ; the State board snail consider tbe 
varions methods of disposal of sewage and the application of enoh 
methods to the whole or to any portion of the territory herein men- 
tioned, and shall report its oonclnsions in print to the Legislatore 
without nnneceseary delay for the whole or a portion of said territory ; 
Bud board shall include in ite report snitable maps and plans of tbe 
territory to be drained ; methods of executing the work ; an estimate 
of the cost of the work, and a recommendation as to the methods of 
apportioning snoh cost ; provided, that the whole amooct expended 
under the provisions of tbe act shall not exceed $10,000." 

Mr. M, N. Baker, one of the editors of the Engineering News, spoke 
as follows : 

" I am very glad the committee made a report of tbis character, as 
I think it is an admirable way of getting at the question before us. 
Everybody, with any knowledge whatever, will have to admit that the 
problem is difficult and intricate. It is one that involves the doing 
away of a Duieanoe that is increasing at a rapid and alarming rate. 
Many munidpalities located in different ooantiee are intercBted, and 
as the problem is new to this State it can only be solved after a long 
and careful consideration by those &miliar with that kind of work. 
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" While I canDot saj how many moDitnpalilifs have oontribnted 
to the pollution — there are many, I believe — we hear of Fatenon 
the most, beoaiue that ia the first lai^ place ; then comes Faasaio 
«ity and other towns along the rirer, notil yon get further down, when 
the sewage of Orange, Bloomfield and Montolair poor into the water. 
East Orange is about to diapense with its cdiemioal disposal plant and 
empty its sewage, with that of Newark, also, into the Fossuo. Badi 
€£ these places contribat« to the inoonvenienoe of many people, and 
add to the dangen to health in nameroiiB municipalities. Then there 
is the qaefllJOD as to what to do with this matter. There has been 
some talk of a trank sewer, to intercept the several local sewers, and 
«B iatamptiDg sewer might solve the problem, though I am not ad- 
vocating a trank sewer, nor oonld any person advocate any speoflc 
plan until the qaestion has been thoronghly stadied. 

" Where, also, would this large volume of sewage be carried 7 How 
far would it be necessary to carry the output into Newark bay? 
These are qoestions that need solving before a trunk sewer plan could 
be pwfected. Thb makes it obvious that these questions should be 
referred to a body of men interested in looking after the health of the 
State, but who are net interested in any particular municipality. Such 
gentlemen are able to handle the problem, io my judgment, with great 
thonghtfulness and care, and view the projected improvement with 
broad minds, 

*' True, there is no precedent in New Jersey for snob an undertak- 
ing, but in the State of Massachusetts the State Board of Health, 
back in 1889, took up the quetiioo of the pollution of the Amn and 
tidal waters about Boston and its vicinity. This included seventeen 
or eighteen cities and towns. A careful study was made with the 
aasietance of the beet eugineera in Massachnsetts, and plans were per- 
fected iot sewering the district by means of trunk sewers. Then the 
Ij^iBlatore appointed a commission of three men to construct all work 
mapped out to save pollution of the rivers and beaches. The State 
of Maeaachusetts also did what New Jersey could not do; it issued 
bonds to run fifty years, and the people of municipalities were taxed 
to pay the interest and create a sinking fund to redeem the issue at 
maturity. A third commiesion was appointed by the courts to appor- 
tion the cost of the work according to the benefits derived by the 
various cities and towns. 
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"One section of this work was put is operatioii in 1892, and th« 
second section is joet about being put in opention now. The plans 
iaToIved some vary intricate engineering problems, and was far more 
difficult than an^ work here could possibly be. I believe action on 
the part of the State Board of Health woald reoeive more attention 
than fnnn any other source ; still I feel no plan can be oanied oat 
witfaoat immense opposition in nearly every mnnioipality that has got 
io spend a dollar. Other ways might also be foand of approaching 
Ihe snbjeot, bnt under the droamstanoes I think the plan suggested is 
the beet." 

THE BBQIBnU.'nON OV TITAI. STATIBTICS. 

The total number of births, marriages and deaths recorded during 
the past year was 82,569. 

The average nomber of inquiries at the office of the State Board of 
Health concerning the date of the birth, marriage and death of indi- 
viduals has been 118 per month, or a total of 1,415 for the year. 
The purpose of these inquiries may be to establish a right to vote ; 
to sustain a claim in a pmuon case ; to {nrove a right of snooession to 
a property, or to show eligibility for appointment as a member of the 
police, fire or other public service. But more important than these 
wnsiderations is the measure afforded by these facts conoeming tlie 
relative strength and vigor of the population. By these records we 
learn the average duration of the life of our cdtieens, aad what influ- 
ence npon health and strength is exerted by various trades, occupa- 
tion and dwelling-places. In these records is found justificatioa for 
the application of the laws of b^ene, for it is seen that high death 
rates nniformly attend certain conditbns which are universally known 
to be Dohealliifal. Almost all of these anhealthful iaflnenoeB are 
preventable, and they may be averted by the ezerdse of the pre- 
cautious whidi prevent needless pollution of the air, soil and water. 

Accuracy is of first imprartanoe in making these records, and in 
this State we have little to desire in this direction so &r as the returns 
of marriages and deaths are concerned, but births are not all reported. 

This is due (1) to the fact that many births occur without the 
attendance of a physician, midwife or any other person who has knowl- 
edge of the law requiring reports of tarths, and (2) in some cases the 
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profeBBional attenduit neglecte to make the retarn. The enforcemeDfe 
of the law reqairing reports of marnagee, births and deaths is placed 
in the hands of local boards of health. Section ISof tlieaotapproye<l 
February 15th, 1888, reads as follows : 

16. And bt it autcbd. That uiy peiu(l<]r incnrred ooder anf of the proTuions of 
this ael, which ihall relate to vay particolar marriage birth or death, may b& 
recovered wiih costs in an aclion upon ctntnui in the name of the local board of 
health of the lowiuihip, city, borongh, town or other local mnnidpal goTemment,. 
within whoee limits meh particolar marriage, hirlh or d«ath ihall hare occurred ; 
and any penalty incnrred which shall relat« to any paniculBr burial, if the d«atb 
occar ID this states may be recovered in like manner in the name of the local board 
of health of the township, city, borough, town or other local mnnidpal goTernment, 
within whose limits the death shall have occurred, but if the death occur without 
this state, then snch praalty shall be recovered with costs, in an action upon contract 
in the name of the local board of health of the township, city, borough, town or other 
local mnnicdpal government within whose limits such burial may hiTe been made ; 
it shall be the dnty of any health inspector, r^istrar of vital statisticB or member of 
any local board of health, who shall know or be informed of any violation of this act, 
whereby any penalty may have been incurred, to make, under oath or affirmation, a 
complaint sgainst the peraon iitcurring such violation, setting forth the &cte of such 
violation, and to file such complaint with the clerk of any district court or waj 
justice of the peace, police jnstice or recorder of the township, city or municipality 
within which the local board in whoee name the suit may be brought shall have 
jnrisdicdon, and the clerk of the district court, the justice of the peace, police jnstice 
or recorder with whom any complaint shall be filed as aforesaid, set^ng forth facts 
sufficient to show that any penally prescribed by this act has been incurred, is hereby 
authorised and required to issue proceee, either in the nature of a summons or war- 
rant, which process, when in the nature of a warrant, shall be returnable forthwith, 
and when in (he nature of a summons shall be returnable in not less than five nor 
more than fifteen days ; on the return of such process, or at any time to which the- 
trial shall have been adjourned, the said court, jnstice of the peace, police justice or 
recorder shall proceed to hear the tmtimony and to determine and give judgment in 
the maltei without the filing of any pleadings, and if judgment shall be given in 
favor of the plaintiff, execution shall be forthwith issued against the goods and 
chattels and person of the defeadant for the amount of the penalty with costs ; the 
officers to serve and execute auy process of execution issued as aforesaid, shall be the 
constables of the county, which service and execution shall be made in the same 
manner and under the same liabilities as prescribed in cases of the service and 
execniion of process and executions by the act entitled "An act constituting courts 
for the trial of small causes" and the supplements thereto; all moneys recovered iik 
any such action shall be paid to the local board of health in whose name the suit 
may have been bronght, for the uses of snch board. 
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PCBIJO WATBB-BTJPPLIBB. 



The board liafi heretofore called attention to the neceeeity for l^isla- 
tion which wiU prevent the further pollation of the streams and water- 
sheds windi most be depended opon to 8appl7 the dense population 
which will before many years occupy the eastern and oentral portions 
of the State. It is do less important that the State shall allow no 
diversion of these water resonrces from the nses of onr own citizens. 

In previous reports this board haa very fiilly presented the sanitary 
valoe of these resooroeB for obttdning an abnndanoe of pure water. Iti 
has also been shown that public ownership of water-worhe is desirable 
and eooDomical. 

VACCINATION. 

Inquiry into the vaccinal status of the inhabitants of the Stat« 
shows that there are many unprotected persons. One report sa;» 
" the apathy shown in this matter is surprising when the large mor- 
tality from small-pox is considered, as well as the simple manner by 
which protection can be afibrded." Another local health officer states 
that no vaccinations have been performed in his district during thfr 
past six years. 

The general health law, approved March SIst, 1887, authorizes 
boards of educ^on, school trustees, or other bodies having control of 
tlie public schools to prohibit the school attendance of any nnvao- 
cinated child, and to decide how far re-vaodnation shall be required; 
The framers of the law apparently believed that school officers wonld 
secure general vaccination, but in practice the subject has not receivect 
much attention at the hands of these officials. 

If the following rnles were invariably applied, small-poz would 
cease to be a pestilence ; 

1. Every child shoald be vaccinated soon after birth, certainly 
before reaching the sixth month. 

2. All children should be re-vaooinated before attaining the age' of 
six years. 

3. Every person should be re-vaccinated upon the appearance of 
smalUpDx or varioloid in the neighborhood, and under no (uicum- 
stances should the interval be longer than six yeara. 
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The followiog record, if kept io eveiy sobool district, woald be 
useful:

IMSPBOriON OP fiOTEU AT BESOBTa. 

The board has oontinaed to give attentioa to the oonditioii of those 
-localities wbioh are largely freqaented by viHitors seekit^ recreation 
-or benefit to health. Tliis is no lees s public policy than a sanitary 
interest. The relative position of the State, and its wonderful adap- 
tation for health resorts, point to this as a Boaroe of revenue and as a 
imeana of social and indnstrial development of the behest importance. 
The whole line of sea coast from Cape May to Sandy Hook, and 
imany inland places, t<^tber with the elevated ranges in the north- 
western portion of the State, furnish an unlimited supply of avulable 
locations for these purposes. 

Because of these natural advantf^es, our attention has been tnmed 
to the need of supplementing nature by intelligent sanitary art, instead 
of, as too often happens, thwarting nature by artifidfil additions. 
Henoe the questions of water-supply and draini^ have all along re- 
-ceivedattontion. But each year has more and more revealed the fact that 
the chief dangers to health are to be foaud within buildings, or in 
4heir close anrroandinga. 

The changing character of occupancy ; the rapid filling and empty- 
ing ; the imperfect house- keeping, and the laige accumulation of waste 
piodnots and foul liquids, cauee pollution of the soil and multiply the 
biases of decay, and bo imperil health. To this is added bad plumbing 
«nd the other evUs which result from hasty oonstruotion. We could 
«ito instance after instance where, despite a fairly good condition of 
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the town, the condition of single hoQBes or hotels has been the caose 
of individaal cases of seriooa sickness, or of general oatbreaks. 

For the public safety and the wel&re of the State this most not be. 
We cannot be satisfied with as good a condition as the reaorta of other 
States, bat must be able to claim special sanitary eeonrity. Already 
at two of onr resorts the visitor can find, at the health office, a troe- 
record of the sanitary condition of each honse. 

The inspections, condnoted by the State Board, are designed for the- 
protection of the pablio, bnt they also benefit the owner of the 
premises. If defects are fonnd, they are reported to him, and he then 
is able to apply a remedy before an outbreak of disease brings to him 
finandal disaster. The inspections which have been made daring tb» 
past year show that owners of these properties will, upon notice,, 
almost invariably make the required alterations and improvements 
which may be necessary to remove unhealtbful oonditions, without 
waitiDg to be compelled to do so by process of law. 

THB DEATH BATE 07 HEALTH BBSORIS. 

The statement of death rates, baaed on the total number of perBon» 
dying in summer resorts, is misleading when comparison is made with 
other communities where there is no great change in the population. 

In the report of the Barean of Vital Statistics for 1894, the fol- 
lowing plan was proposed as a method of showing the true death rate 
in sndi oommanities : 

1. Show number of deaths amoDg permanent popDlatiou. 

2. Show namber of deaths among non-realdent population. 
8. Show total number of dentha. 

4. Show number of resident population hj last census. 

5. Show eBtimated number of reeident population, based on ratio of increase duriag- 
period between the two last censos years. 

0. Show death rate among resident population. 

7. Show death rate among Don-reeident population. 

8. Show death rate if whole number of deaths is charged to resident population. 

9. Show nnmber of deaths caused by the ten chief preventable diseases, tIe., tulier- 
culosi*, diairhoial diseases of children, erysipelas, diphtheria and croup, whooping- 
cough, measles, scarlet fever, small-poi, typhoid fever, malarial fever. 

In the tables prepared by the Bureau of Yital Statiatica it will be 
imjnttctioable to use eetimates as to the number of the non-reeident 
population, for there would be no agreement as to the oorrectness of 
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the eetimfttee vhieh might be oaeA, aocl the only course left; open is to 
)>a9e the death rate aniformly, in all looalitieS} apon the popuIatioD 
as stated hy the last preceding oensos. Hereafter the death rate of 
health and pleasure resorts will be pablished as a part of the report 
of the local health board when it ia forwarded for that ptupose with 
4he regular September aonaal report. 

In the statement made hj local boards in each reports, an oppor- 
tanit; will exist for aaoh analyses and explanations as may be desir- 
able to fnlly show the reasons for any apparent exoess of mortality. 

OONTAOIOUB DffiKABBS OP ANIHALB. 

An extensive ontbreak of anthrax occurred during the summer of 
HSS in Comberland ooanty. 

The first case appeared near Newport, in Downe township, on the 
Slst of Jane, and from this point the disease spread rapidly, cansing 
« loss of 222 animals. 

The infection is believed to have been brought to this locality by 
the floating oaroasaes of diseased animals which fonnd their way into 
the river during an epidemic of the disease in the State of Delaware 
in 1893. 

Aiter uosuooeBsftil efforts to dieck the spread of the disease by at> 
tempted isoladoo of the infected herds, inoonlation by the Pasteur 
method was employed. 

About 1 ,600 animals were thus treated, all at the owners* risk. 

The serum employed was obtuoed from the Pasteur Anthrax Vac- 
cine (United States and Canada) Co., Limited, 389 Broadway, New 
York City, and it was injected hypodermically, generally at a point 
behind the right shoulder in cattle and in draught animals on the neck. 

Two iDJecdons were given to each animal, with an interval of 
twelve days between the first and second. 

At each injection one-qnarter of a cubic centimeter of lymph was 
used. 

Only twenty-seven animals were attacked with anthrax and died 
after receiving the treatment. 

Of this twenty-seven nineteen bad received only the first injection. 

Of the remaining eight, fonr died over twelve days after the second 
injection. 
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In tradng die ooarse of the epidemic, it was foand that when ^the 
diseBae invaded a locality away from the infected meadows there was 
evidence lliat the disease germs had been carried in llie hay wbidi 
was cut on these meadows and carried to upland farms. 

The report of this epidemic has been transmitted to the Board <^ 
Agricultore, as the law leqairea. 

Twenty-two cases of glanders have been reported to this board 
faring the year. 

In each case the horse has been destroyed. 

H(^ cholera has appeared in epidemic form in several localities. 

Under the provisions of Section 10, Chapter LXXIV., of laws of 
1887, the Tabercaloeis Cemmisuon have aatbority to examine into 
outbreaks of diseases among animals, and they are inveetigaUng the 
reported esses of this disease. 



Since the last annoal report was pablished two new drcalars, Noe. 
H and 85, have been issued by the board.

PreviooB to the last B«esioD of the L^islatare the local boards of 
health were able to enforce tlie reporting of oases of ooBtagiona 
diseasee, and, eapetnall^ in the oitiea, Bnoh retaniB were promptly 
made, bat there was no proviaioo in the law by which the State 
Board was informed as to the uamber of cases reported to the local 
boards. 

By the provisions of Chapter 260, laws of 1895, the local boards 
are now obliged to report each week, and oftener if reqnired, all oases 
of oontagiooB diseases. 

Under this syatem, the information concerning epidemics in variooa 
localities is at once received, and we are able to render valuable 
assistance. 

The reports wbioh are being received are not as complete and 
general as we desire, bat each week there is evidence of a more ready 
compliance with the law and a tendency to ask for aid when it ia 
needed. 

In oor last report apon epidemics we gave the history of several 
outbreakB in various portions of the State. 

Since October, 1894, we have had no epidemics which assamed 
large proportions or were not readily controlled, ezoept within the last 
three months. 

Mecale», 

An extensive oatbieak of itaa diseaae was reported daring the sum- 
mer from Bridgeton, Cnmberland oonnty. There were 796 oases 
and 8 deaths. 

At the present time there is a lai^ namber of oases at New Brans- 
wick, Middlesex county. 

Diphtheria. 

The places in which this disease has appeared in epidemic form are 
Newark, Hoboken, Jersey City, Patereon, Trenton and Burlington. 

In each of these localities at the present time there are numerons 
cases, and every effort is being made to limit and control the disease. 
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Enterie Fevtr. 



There have been no reported epidemics of this disease, bnt scattering 
«a8e8 have occarred in Domeroas localittes. Eaob year tbroaghoat 
the Boathern portion of the State isolated oases are reported, and 
investigation has osoally pointed to polluted veils as the sonroe of 
■contagion. 

8mall-Pox. 

The lai^est nomber of oases reported from any one locality was 
eight. 

These were in Paterson, and were traced to a case at Lyndharst, 
iBergen county. 

There were two cases at Carlstadt, and a single case was reported 
£ron) Bnrlington. 

Prompt isolation and general vaccination in each of these localities 
lias limited any tendency of the disease to spread, except in the case 
At Lyndharst, where visitors to the infected honse were permitted to 
-oarry the infection to the city of Faterson. 

In onr lai^r cities the local boards of health are planning and 
-oonstrnoting disinfecting stations and will be better prepared to deal 
with epidemics in the fatnre.

Some of theee snbjeots have been folly treated in former reports 
aod do not need repetition. This report shonld state £ujta and oon- 
^tione, and it ehonld eepeoially state what has been done the last year 
as to the prevention and abatement of nnissnoee, hooae-to-hoose 
iDBpection, water-supply, cesspool management, garbage oollection, 
plambing oversight, examination of stations, schools, pnblio baild- 
iDge, Beparation of siok in health board hospitals, reports of diseases 
and variooB other items. 

The faithfnl inspector or member of a health board, if he will read 
iliis or the record of former years, will not fail to see the kind of 
work that active health boards attempt and secare, and the fiulnre of 
«ome others. 

The township boards may not be so conspicuous as city boards, bat 
■o dealing with special outbreaks of disease, with the honsee and 

(87) 
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yards of vill^e streets and with varioas other items, often have mncb 
to do or mntdi to n^leot Inatanoes are often before ns of valuaUo 
service by these boards. 

While seleotiiig with care from the large material fumifihed ns^ 
lack of space or the snbstanoe of former reports leads us often to^ 
publish only brief abstraeta and plaoe the rest on file for reierenoe. 

We ntge npon all local boards promptneeB and oare in these yearly 
retams. 

We send vith these blanks a oircnlar of directions, and from the 
retttma received often can judge still more than before what is being 
done. We generally send the blank to the city olerk or asBeBsor, 
because these are most in ooireE^ndenoe with the State Board. We 
are glad also to send a blank to the seoretary or other member, where- 
this is requested. We at least wish it to reach the one who will 
report to us the fullest statement and the real truth. We have passed 
the period of mere talk about the importance of hygiene. 

It is now the period for definite and advanced methods of local' 
sanitary administration. We earnestly urge npon oar boards an 
early spring meeting, a year of exact plans and executions and an 
annual report of just what has been done, of failures and of the most 
pressing needs. While the great work is thus local, we are ever ready,, 
by oorrespondenoe and by the visits of inspectors, to assist in this im- 
portant work of preventing preventable diseau and of restricting or 
checking its effects when it occurs. 

The following memorandum for September 1st, 1896, was sent to- 
all local boards: 

NEW JERSEY STATE BOABD OF HEALTH. 

TO LOCAL BOABDe OF HEALTH. 

Memorandum for S^len^er Iti, 1895. 

And ht U enaetvlj That the local board of health of every township, city, borough,, 
town and other municipality, shall, on or before the first day of October in each 
year, in addition to other reports required, prepare an annual report of the conditioik 
of the public health within the limits of its jurisdiction, stating therein any special 
cause for the deterioration of health or of haaard thereto, and shall therein answer 
any inquiries which may hare been addieeeed to such local hoard by the state board 
of health, and anch local board shall ferward a copy of such report to the stato- 
board of health on or before the fifteenth day of October in each year. 

(SecUon 37 of Chapter SS of taws of 1S37.) 
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An act approved Jane 15tb, 1896, reqnires that the aaouKl report 
of the State Board of Health shall be presented oae month earlier 
than heretofore. Local boards are therefore nrgently requested to 
place their reports in our hands as early in October as possible, and 
in every caw to forward them not later than October 15tfa. 

Id addition to the usual schedule of subjects for report, a copy of 
which is sent herewith, the following inquiries are presented, and 
each local board is requested to include replies to these questions in 
the annual report to be prepared in accordance with the provisions of 
the law above quoted :

1. Have all caces of the dangerous oommanicable diseases been 
reported to your board, as required by Section 1 of Chapter 260, 
laws of 1896? 

2. Does yoar board furnish to pbyNcians printed blanks for re- 
porting oommnnioable diseases ? 

3. Has a record been kept by your board of all cases of com- 
municable diseases, as required by Section 2 of Chapter 260, laws of 
1895? 

4. Has a weekly statement of all reports of oommanicable diseases 
been faithfully transmitted to the State Board of Health, as provided 
for in Section 2 of the act referred to ? 

5. Has gratnitous vaccination been offered to the public by your 
board during the past year? What proportion of the population has 
been vaccinated within five years, aocordiug to your beet knowledge ? 

6. Is house-to-house sanitary inspection regularly performed? Is 
a reoord kept of. such inspections ? 

7. Is there any serious defect in the water-supply or eewer system 
of yoDT district ? 

8. Give name, ofBoial title and salary of all persons regularly em- 
ployed by your board. 

9. What was the amount appropriated or allowed for the uses of 
your board during the past year? 

Local boards are requested to transmit, when forwarding the 
annual report, a copy of all ordinances, rules, r^ulations and by- 
laws which have been adopted during the past year. 
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Under the law every mnnidpality and every townabip most have 
ita board of health. (See Cironlar 60.) 

The board in townshipB oonauts of the township oommittee, the 
aseessOT and the medioal member of the board, 

I. The board ahoald have aocnrate organization, so as to meet at a 
Btatsd time, having its chairman and secretary, and keeping a record 
of its prooeedingB. Its mlea of order are Ihe same as other boards 
met for tlie transaction of pnblio bnsineee. 

II. It is not merely a board to hear oomplaints, but to get an 
aoonrate idea of evils which oanse, or are known to prepare the way 
for, sickness and death. In one place it may be nndrained land, ao 
saturated with water and v^lable matter as by changes in tempera- 
tare and moisture to give rise to fevers ; in another locality it may 
be poor water-anpply or defective sewers, or the want of a sewer 
system ; io another, the oareleaa disposal of garbage ; in another, too 
near proximity of wells and oatbooses; in another, oesspools which 
soak the ground with fiitb. But in any case, snob a board should be 
one of inquiry, to collect aocnrate facts and deal with real evidence. 
In most boards will be found some one who knows how to oollect 
and study facts, or keep them on hand for stndy until enough are 
gathered. 

III. Such a board needs to keep a record from year to year of the 
localities where sickness and death have ooonrred, and the causes 
thereof; to know the number of children bom and living in each 
district, so as to know the age of the material subject to disease, and 
various other facts which, when observed 'with care, over a sufficient 
period, lead to oonolnsions as definite as those derived from a study of 
any other of the oonreea of nature. 

Such a board has great value as an educator of the pnblio in the 
avoidance of the causes of ill health. It is in a position to advise 
and to acquaint the public with the various laws as to the prevention 
and abatement of evils prejudidal to health. Many bad household 
and town arrangements are those of ignorance, and are easily cor- 
rected when a better way is shown. The board can also, by its circu- 
lars, ordinances and iostructions, deter many from the infringements 
which would otherwise occur and thus prevent disease. All boards 
need to have a sanitary inspector, upon whose good judgment and 
knowledge they can rely, for the correction of many evils as well as 
for the enforcement of the law when necessary. 
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IV. It 18 cot neceseaiy, under the general laws of the State, always 
to prove dieobedience of an ordinance, bat only tliat the thing oom- 
plained of is contrary to the law. Ordinances are valaable as wam- 
iDga or as defining more closely the scope of the law. It has been a 
mistake of many oitiee to promulgate too many ordinances and to 
enforce too few. A waste of dead letter mukes administiatioa leas 
perfect, N'either do health laws or health codes supersede common 
law. They proride speedy modes of riddance, leaving any question 
of trespass to be decided afterwards. Every board shonld pass 
-ordinasoes. 

It is important that summary l^al powers should be exercised in 
all that class of oases in which the usual process of courts would be 
too tardy, and that by inquiries and investigations and reoommenda- 
tions, boards of healdi should further all efforts made under oommon 
law or ander statutory provisions for promoting the public health, so 
far as its protection falls under such jurisdiction. 

The duty of discovering and ezposisg evils, of suggesting relief, of 
making recommendations, and of giving information is a great one. 
Boards of dtiee and townships do very much to prevent and abate 
■evils, by the very facta which are brought out in th^ dificossions, and 
i>y turning public attention to existing evils. 

Id repeated experiences with small-pox and other diseases, new 
evidence has been furnished showing how necessary it ie to have sani- 
tary authorities in all localities, so that when any case of contagious 
difieaae, or any nuisance hazardous to health ooours, there may be no 
-delay. The citizens of each prednot have the right to be able at once 
to find some authority charged with the duties specified in the law. 
Forethought is better than afterthought. 

The law makes full provision for all necessary expenses. (See 
Chapter 68, laws of 1887, sections 34 and 35. See Circular 60, 
page 34.) 

There must be s report made in October of each year to the State 
Board, as required by law. Be accurate and prompt. 

Health boards have an important duty in co-operating with the 
«ity clerks or aasessors in securing complete returns of marrit^ee, 
births and deaths. With these properly returned, we are able to state 
from jtax to year, or through longer periods, the health of any locality. 
Thus any hearsay as to healthfulness or sickness can be corrected, and 
if any disease is found to prevail above a general average we detect 
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cKoseB and correct tbem. The progrees of popnlatioD and tbe canaes 
affeoting; the growth of sectione can be stndied, not merely for cnri- 
oaify, bat in the intercatB of political economy and social advanoement. 
It is thas that whole commanitieB have their health intereBt under 
snperviaion. As health is capital and wages, we thus look after a 
great oondition of socoeae. There Is no more importaot oenans of 
popalatioQ. It oan only be secured at the time the events it records 
are occurring. If left to the end of the year or for semi-deoennial 
record, experience shows that the results are too imperfect for stndy. 

It is important that records of meetings and a copy of reports be 
kept in tbe local health books. This aids in fatnre study. The 
State index and tranaoriptions of marriagee, births and deaths which 
is kept in fall at onr ofiBoe, fhmishea data for comparison, and enables 
localities to know their oondition and what evils they seed to guard. 
Cities only need to transcribe the age, sex, date, number of street and 
cause of death, and to see that the blanks sent for record are promptly 
filled. City clerks and boards of health should be able to tell each 
death that has occnrred in any house through a series of years, and 
thus find out local caases of disease. 

The several reports of this board clearly indicate the work to be 
doue. Looat boards must see to it that ail oircniars, reports, &c., sent 
are not oarelesaly retained by assessors or oUiers, but passed over to 
each successive board. We send sueh reports, as also all circnlars and 
blanks, to any citizen on receipt of postal. 

In addition to the duties indicated, local boards should notify us of 
any contagions diseases among animals, with the names and poet- 
oGBce address of owners. The laws against adulteration of foods and 
drugs, against poor kerosene and many others, come under the care 
of these boaids. 

There is now enough law for most cases. What is most desirable 
is a comprehension of what is needed and proper to be done, and the 
doing of it by right methods. Those who have power to enforce a 
law, because of that power, have far greater chances for persuasion in 
securing right action without legal process. But this must not mean 
delay or tampering with dangers to the public health. We ask all 
boards to become informed as to their duties and then to perform 
them with that prudence, energy and determination which the circom- 
stanoes of each case may require.

It is both a privily and a responsibility to be a member of a 
'local board of health ; a priril^ beoaiue it enables yon to do mndii 
4o prevent disease, and a responsibility beoaase we have the evidence 
■that n^Ieot on the part of local boards has often oansed a greater 
prevalence of sickness and the spread of epidemics. We find now 
.and then a board that sees nothing to do, and tlien, again, a board, in 
« locality very similar, that does much in removing the oaaaee of 
<liseaee or in diminiafaing the namber of casee that oocnr. 

This Slate has plain, excellent and ample laws, giving large powers 
4o local boards of health for preventing or abating naisanoee, and in 
other ways guarding and promoting the health of the people. 

Id Circnlar 39 we have indicated the many ways in which these 
boards, can be useful. 

City, township and borough boards are formed in accord with the 
methods prescribed in the law as to such boards. Township boards 
•c(Hiuet of the township committee, the assessor and anch phyudan as 
may have been selected. While the township board can act without 
a medical member, it is always important to have one. If no one ia 
-chosen by the local authority, the State Board generally exerciaes its 
right to plaoe one upon it, 

While the law by its terms forma the local board, it is beet that it 
should organize aa sncb and keep aome record of its work. In 
Circular 60 is to be found a code of ordinances, whiob will eerve as 
a model for these boards. 
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It is alwBja beet for townships to pass ordinances as to healthy 
einoe then the people onderstand what is required, and it is eader at 
onoe to collect a fine for disobedienoe of ui oidinanoe than it is tO' 
abate a nnisanoe aod then oolleot the expense from the offending; 
party. 

The townships, as well as the oities, need a health ioBpeotor, oarfr 
bung taken that he not only helpa to abate evils to health, bnt to 
prevent them. In all villages there ahoald be inspeoUon of premises. 
An iiu^>ector shoald always give for a record, a h'ief, written report 
of the visits he has made and of the work he has done. It is rarely 
necessary for an entire board to view a naisance. (As to appointment,, 
payment, &e., see Chapter 68, laws of 1887, sections 31-35, and 
Chapter 213, laws of 1892, seotion 2. Also, Cironlar 60, pp. 2L 
and 34.) 

Experience is constantly illustrating how neoeesary sanitary aatbori- 
ties are and how their importance is realised, especially in times of 
epidemic. 

Each spring the health board shoald carefully consider any con- 
ditions iDJarious or hazardous to health, and the need of examination 
of houses or neighborhoods. We have oases where ascessors, interestet) 
in the public health and having informed themselves as to sanitary 
matters, have been of great service by their inquiries and advice a» 
they visit for assessment. 

In cities the boards need to be fully informed as to the existing 
' evils, and to apply the law as to the inspection and plumbing of 
buildings. 

Great attention should be given to casee of diphtheria. I^mpt 
isolation of cases of diphtheria and intelligent inspection will do mncb 
to prevent the spread of this disease in schools and families. 

We always send our reports to the assessor for the use of the board, 
and are glad to send circnlars or reports as far as we can to other 
members of the board. They should be carefully kept.

Two electric- light plants and a gas company jvovide tlie city with 
light.

Garbage is collected daily throughout the sammer and tri-we(kly 
the balance of the year. All waste so collected is taken to the crema- 
tory and burned. Cesspool and ont-honse collection is made by die 
odorless excavator system and is composted oatside of the ci^ limits. 

Markets are looked after by the inspector, and the food-anpply 
is rarely found unwholesome. 

Schools are overcrowded, but a new high school building now being 
erected will give ample aooommodations to the higher grades, leaving 
sufficient room for the lower grades. All school buildings are well 
heated either by steam or hot air, and well ventilated. 

All hotels are provided with fire-escapes. 

A new code of ordinances has been adopted daring the year, and is 
designed to cover all contingencies, 

A complete record of births, deaths and marriages is kept in a book 
provided for that purpose. Ministers, physicians and undntakers 
have been very prompt in making their returns. 

No cases of contagious diseases have required oontrol beyond the 
isolation of patients, ordered by the inspector in cases of diphtheria, 
scarlet fever and kindred diseases. 

City council has approved the annual budget of the board of 
health and have appropriated $22,000 for their nse during the pres- 
ent fiscal year, out of which is paid the cost of collecting and dispos- 
ing of garbage, maintenance of hospital for contagloas diseases, abating 
of nuisances, officers' salaries, &o. 

No prevalent diseases to report during the year. 

No sanitary improvements since last report. 

All oases of the dangerona communicable diseases have been reported 
to our board. 

Physicians are furnished with printed blanks for reporting com- 
municable diseases. 

A record has been kept of all communicable diseases. 
. A weekly Btat«ment of all reports of communicable diseases has 
been reported to the State Board of Health. 

Gratuitous vaccination has not been offered to the public by the 
board of health this year. We cannot state the proportion of the 
popolaUon that has been vaccinated within five years.

Small oomplainta and nuisaiioeB 
are speedily remedied. 

As far ae we know, all oontageous diseases have been duly reportEd 
to the secretary by the physioiaas practioing io the boroagh and 
vicinity. Last November and December two cases of small-pox and 
one case of diphtheria were reported ; in Febmary one case of diph- 
theria, and in September one case of diphtheria. In each instance 
proper measnres were taken to prevent spreading of the diseases. 

We have not yet printed report blanks for communicable diEeases, 
but they have been ordered. The seoretary preserves the slips sent 
by the physicians.

Sewerage — we have none in the boroagh, and know of no serious 
defect in the water-supply, which is received from the Haokensack 
Water Company. Six public wells are still in use and some cisterns. 

The inspector of the board receives a compensation of $30 per annum. 
The piayor and coondl have appropriated the sum of $60 for health 
porposes, bat any deficiency will be met by the borough authorities. 

We enclose a copy of our l^-laws and the sanitary code. The latter 
has been delivered to each family by one of the borough marshals.

BBBasN ConNTY — Cbnftnued. 

Location of Delford borough is seventeeD miles nortli of Jersey 
City. It liee on both oAee of the Hackenaaok river. It oontains 
about 850 acres, and has a population of 600 persona. 

There is almost a ooDtinnoae opward grade west from the river, 
and throogh road ditches and nataral ditches the water very readily 
finds its way to the river. A part of the soil is sandy bnt the greater 
part is a heavy loam, more particularly on the elevations. 

The Haokensaok Water Oimpany have their plant in onr borough. 
Very few, however, have the water in their honses, perhaps not more 
than twenty-five families ; the others ose well water. 

There are alwut ona and a half miles of sewers in the borough. 
The houses are in good condition. 

Streets are in fair condition, partly macadamized. We have no 
public ground. Nearly every one owns his own house in Delford. 

Streets are not lighted. * 

Garbage is generally put on the manure pile, or it is thrown in the 
bach yard. Some persons oover it with asbes, some with lime, others 
with chloride of lime, and it ia carted away when convenient. 

The large majority of cesBpools have open bottoms. Our code 
requires all new cesspools to be plastered with oement, both sides and 
bottom. The privy vaults are generally excavated at night, and the 
contents used for fertilizing. 

No diseases among animals. 

No slau^ter-honaes in the borough. 

One school, one ohoroh, one public ball. 

No station-house, jail or prison. 

No almshouse. 

No cemeteries in the borough. 

We have issued a code of ordinances. 

There has been but one case of contagious disease daring the year ; 
that was diphtheria. 

No money has been voted for board of health expenses, and the 
council have refused thus &r to pay any bill, either to the members 
of the board or the inspector. 

Our board oiganized in Jane, 1894. We bad several meetings 
before we felt prepared to act. We issued a code, the printing of

which, at first, the ooanoil refaaed to pay for, bnt finally did settle 
the bUl. 

September SSth, 1891, a pood of dead water was declared a 
naiaanoe. The pond lies adjacent ta Linden avenne, the main 
thoroogfafare. The water was drawn off and the hollow will bo 
filled with earth.

The location of the ooantj seat of Bergen ooonty is upon the 
fiachensack river. Oar popolatjoo, by the last census, is 7,282. 
The oontignity of the Hackensaok river is of great sanitary im- 
portance. It affords a oonvenient and satisfactory outlet to oor 
-excellent sewer system, whioh latter, with the light charaoter of 
-our soil, assures a prompt and thoroagh surface drainage; while 
its upper waters (above tide-water) afford as, through the plant of the 
Hsckensack Water Company, an abundant supply of ezoellent water. 
We are informed that tfie sources of supply are patrolled to avoid 
'OontaminatioD. Almost the whole of the town proper is supplied 
with this water, and the few private wells are, fortunately, decreasiag. 

There is no ground drainage apart from the sewer system, nor is 
«ny needed. All plumbing is very thoroughly done in aooordanoe with 
the provisions of our plumbing ordinance. Flans are first submitted 
for approval, and the work is done and suitable tests made under the 
fiuperviaion of our plumbing inspector. Almost all the streets are 
macadamized and generally well drained. Dwelliog-houaee almost 
universally stand apart instead of in blocks, affording abandant oppor- 
tunity for light and ventilation. The town is supplied with both gas 
And eleotrio light. Ashes and garbage are regularly collected by a 
private company and dumped within the town limits, but where they 
«lo not create a nuisance or a menaoe to health. The growth of the 
town will soon demand r^^lation of this point. 
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BsBQEN CouKTT — Omtinued. 

Th« great majority of houses are oonneoted with sewers. No oeas- 
poolaare allowed to be bnilt on streets ooDtigaons to sewers. Cesspools- 
are built and cleansed in aooordanoe with onr ordioanoe govenuBg- 
these points. There are do general markets and no elaoghter- houses- 
witibiin the town. TSo maDafaotories have been built within the year. 
The two small factories existing within our jnrisdiotioa are well 
lighted and ventilated. 

The ooanty jail, located in the town, is in fair sanitary oonditioD^ 
the plumbing luivbg recently been improved. Interments are still 
occasionally made in the single cemetery witiiin the town limits. Oar 
ordinances are on " The CoDstmotion of Cesspools," " Xaisanoee/*' 
"PlnmHng," "Contagions Diseases," and "The Cleansing of Cess- 
pools." ContAgiona diseases are required to be promptly reported. 
Houses containing cases of saoh diseases are placarded, and the most 
carefnl isolation possible is enforced. There have been no unnsaal 
or prevalent diseases, and only sporadic cases of oontagioos diseases. 

Doriog the year the board has held r^;ular monthly meetings and 
transacted the osnal rontine boaiDess promptly. In addition, plumb- 
ing plans of 116 buildings havu been passed upon and the work oar»- 
fally supervised. Our ordinances have gone throngfa a careful 
revision and have been published and gratuitoosly distributed to all 
the householders in the town. 

Oar regular ezpeoses are necessarily kept within $400, as that is- 
the limit of the appropriation which we are able to obtain Arom thfr 
Haokensadi ConuaiBsion. Although this amount is far from suffi- 
doit, the town generally is in remarkably good saoitary condition. 

Very recently, at the request of our board, the milk supplied to- 
onr town was examined by the officials of the Dairy Commission. 
Hie fourteen samples inspected were found to be op to the required 
standard. 

The Haokensack creek, running through the lower part of tfae- 
town, oontinues to be, as for many years past, practically an open 
sewer. Our board has made every efEort to mitigate this evil without 
avail, and we are obliged to await the action of the Hackensack Com- 
mtssion to rid our town of its only objectionable feature.

The year past has been one of activity and pn^rees in the experi- 
ence of the board of health of this city, Problems, the eolation of 
which have Berioosly embarassed the board for years, now promise 
early and satisfactory settlement. It is with pleasure I report the 
year past as being an exceedingly healthy one, with a mortality rate 
less than for several previous years. 

Early in thewinter of 1895 the attention of the board was directed 
to a few isolated, bat well marked, cases of diptheria. At this time 
the senun treatment of the disease was enthasiastioally advocated by 
certain well-known medical anthorities. The board determined to at 
once avail itself of any advantage to be derived from the employ- 
ment of the remedy. Accordingly, two physicians were appointed 
with anthority to nse the remedy both as a cnrative and preventive 
agent in all cases of diphtheria where the subjects of the disease 
were unable to purchase the antitoxioe. Eight persons avuled them- 
selves of the offer, three as sabjects of the disease and five for its pro- 
tective influence. The results in all cases were satisfactory. 
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Bdelihqton Codsty — Continued. 

Later in the year the board was aaoceaaful in aroneiug public 
Bentiment apoD the qoestioD of an " improved sanitary oondition of 
the public school boUding." As a resnlt, the sum of |8,000 was 
voted to make the neoeesaiy alterationa, which are now rapidly near- 
ing completion. The moat difficalt of all problems confroDtiog the 
bfwrd has been that of the water-sapply of the city. This aubject at 
the present time is receiving snofa attention as to warrant the belief 
that soon the oity will be supplied with an abondanoe of wholesome 
water, freed from the impurities that have so long polloted the eziat- 
ing source of supply. 

During the present month, throngh the efforta of the board, ably 
aseiated by the common council of this dty, the services of the Meaars. 
Waring, Chapman & Co., civil eugiaeeis, of If ewport, Rhode Island, 
have been aecuied for the purpose of perfecting a plan or system of 
sewerage for the city, in order that any sewers hereafter constructed 
shall be in oonformity with the plan agreed upon by the sanitary ex- 
perts.

The present water-sapply is taken from the Delaware river. Tho 
water oommittee of city ooancil are advertising for proposals for giving 
the city a better supply of good water, Namerons propositions have 
been made, bnt as yet no agreement has been reached as to which, 
wonld be tbe best plan to adopt. Some advocate tbe arteeian-well 
system, others that of getting the supply abont ten miles from tbe 
city and nsing eabaiding reservoirs, and again others advise the 
method of filtration. There is no donbt that one of tbe plans sug- 
gested will be adopted within a short time. All booses nse the present 
supply, with very few exceptions, which is not deemed suffioient dur- 
ing the sammo? months to meet the demand. 

We have an aggr^te length of forty miles of sewers. Upon com> 
pletion of sewer all owners of property abutting are compelled to 
connect their drainage. For year ending October ISth, 1895, 860 
houses have been separately connected, our records so showing. 

Through the efforts of the board of health, wbioh body baa advo- 
cated the meaanre for fonr years, the dty erected a crematory, com- 
pleting same in Jane of preeent year, for the disposal of garbage.

The plant is giving excellent satisfactioD, oonmmuig aa mnoh as 
thirty tons of gaibage daily dariog the months of Jnly and Angnst 
witihont any annoyance or bad odor to the people of onr city, the 
plant being erected in the oatskirta of the city, on the banks of 
Cooper's creek. Heretofore all garbage was need to fill ap low 
gioands or placed apon the damping- groand, which was oontinoally 
causing troable. 

All slaughter- hoases are regularly inspected; also all meats, by a 
regnlar inspector appointed for that purpose. 

All contagious diseases are reported to the board within twenty- 
four honrs after a physician has been called in. The board furnishes 
printed blanks and stamped envelopes for that purpose. A record is 
kept of all diseases so reported. During the year there were 682 
cases of contagious diseases reported ; 376 of typhoid fever, 52 of 
scarlet fever, 249 of diphtheria, and 5 of small-pox. Of the above 
number there were 45 deaths from typhoid fever, 2 from scarlet fever 
and 48 from diphtheria, making a total of 95 deaths from contagions 



There has been an increase in typhoid fever of over one hundred 
cases over precedbg year, the ezoess oocnrring during the months of 
February and March, being credited to the condition of the water at 
that time on account of the heavy ice in the river breaking ap, the 
heavy tides causing the ice to stir np the sediments from the bottom 
or river bed, cansing discoloration and filling the water with minnte 
particles of vegetable matter. 

During the month of May we had five cases of small-pox break 
out very suddenly. The cause the board was unable to trace. Imme- 
diate action was taken. A hospital was erected on the outskirts of 
the city and patients removed there at once. Complete isolation was 
secured and all infected clothing was destroyed, thus stamping out 
the diaeaee at once. 

The number of nuisances reported during the year was 1,583. 

The board held regular monthly meetings during the year and called 
special meetings when it was deemed necesEary.

At present there are comparatively few cases of sickness of any 
kind. 

The board, as has been its custom for the past few years, had the- 
annual boase-to-house inspection made, carefully noting every change- 
in the condition of sanitary arrangements that takes place from year 
to year, and making notations on our records for future nse.

The health of the city still continnes good and the death rate low. 
The members of the board take an aotire interest in the work and are 
doing all in their power to keep the health standard at ,the highest 
attainable point. Dnring the last year, ending Jane 30th, 1895, we 
have had an epidemic of measles, which, while it has been qaite 
extensive, has not been very fatal ; 796 oases of measles dnring the 
last twelve months, with only 8 deaths, or abont 1 per oent. Other 
contagions diseases have been 71 oases of scarlet fever, with 3 deaths; 
7 cases of diphtheria, 1 death ; 44 oases of typhoid fever, with 3 de^s. 
The total deaths daring the past year have been 260 ; 60 of these are 
'due to consumption and lung diseases. Consumption is the most 
prevalent and fatal disease we have, and the board have frequently 
iliscassed means of prevention, withont as yet arriving at any definite 
«onclnHions. We think that when the people have become educated 
to the fact that it is a preventable disease more care will be taken by 
the patients and their friends. 

We regret the ^t that the system of sewerage which was presented 
to our city comicil failed to be accepted and was deferred for some 
length of time. Some private sewers have since been constructed 
that empty into the river in the central port of the dty. These 
sewers reanh a large portion of our citizens. We r^ret the fact that 
it is necessary for the ooDstmction of small private sewers, for in time 
it will become a nnisanoe and detrimental to the pablio health, but in 
the absence of a complete system this will answer as a temporary 
relief from so many abominable oesspools. 

The ordinance requiring the inspection and registration of cattle is 
meeting with very little opposition by onr citizens. In foot, dairy- 
men and dealers in milk from the surrounding townships are realiz- 
ing the necessity of having their cattle inspected and registered in the 
health office by our veterinary inspector. 

Our plan of isolation in contagious diseases is by placarding the 
houses. It is not as efficient as we desire, for in light cases of diseases 
the people are careless and allow the patient to run the streets and in 
some instances play and mingle with others, while at the same time 
placards are on the bouses requiring isolation, bat with onr small 
appropriation it is our only remedy.

The plambing inspector reports that the plambers are complying 
with onr laws and rales and that our citizens are satisfied and oon- 
gratnlate the board for its oversight in this very important matter of 
obtaimng first-class sanitary plambing and dtain^. 

The physioiana comply with onr laws and rales and report cases of 
oontt^iouB diseases as required.

The health of the township baa been remukabl^ good. No 
epidemics except early ia the year a elight visitation of roseola, which 
did not amount to mnob. The sanitary condition of the dwellings is 
excellent. The slanghter-hoosee are kept clean, and the one canning 
factory is as good as can be regarding cleanlinees, chloride of lime 
and other diainfeotants being nsed to heep thioga sweet and clean. 

The Jewish colonies being oonstantly kept ander the saperviaion 
of Inapector Krespack, are kept in good oondition. These colonies 
have given the board much tiosble, bat by ooDtioTied watching they 
aie kept dean. 

The board holds meetioga every two months in different places in 
the township to hear complaints and- to make an offidal visit to almost 
all the dwellings, eapedally in the Jewish ooloniee. 

At ita meeting in September, the board insbrnoted ihe two health 
inspectors to visit every sohool-honse in their dislriot and examine 
into the sanitary oonditiosa as regards heating, ventilation, water- 
Bopply, ont-hoases, £a., and report at the next meeting of the board. 

One great difficulty the board finds is with the old residente of the 
township, who think that in country places a health board ia an 
nnneoessary expense; that dead animals draped into the wooda and 
left nnbnried as formerly was aa good aa now, and although we 
endeavor to ahow them their error we are convinced that time only 
can bring about a better knowledge by educating the coming genera- 
tion in those lawa which are condadve to public health.

DniiDg June last an anaanal epidemio broke ost in the western 
seolicni of Dowiw township among the cattle, hones, moles and hogs, 
proving genovlly fatal. Its effects were fint seen among the oattle, 
proving Atal in a short time, the animal dying without any local 
manifestatiMi of the disesse. 

Horses lived for a short time after the attack, a few acrviving. 
The disease (anthrax), oommencing with swelling of the glands of 
the neok, some fever, chilliness, temperatore 106°, slight congb, 
drowsineBS, stifihess of the lower extremities, proetration, and finally 
death. Good appetite to the last. In mnles always fatal; nearly 
always fatal in hogs. Poet- mortem appearanoes; Plenritic efiosion 
and general engorgement of the internal organs. 

The board of health took charge of the infected district and issned 
a proclamation requiring all animals to be kept on the ovrner'B prem- 
ises ; when siek to be isolated from all other animals ; when dead to 
be baried three feet deep, nsing lime freely on the carcass. 

The board also employed an agent to examine into all cases ooonr- 
ring in the township, to require complete isolation of all diseased 
animals and to enforce the perfect bnrial of all dead animals.

Many avail themselves of the privileges of the new Union Lake; 
Park dnring the warm weather and spend mnoh of their time there. 
The park gronnds are kept in a good sanitary condition, and being 
utnated npon high ground, frequent visits to the resort serve as 
pleasant changes and are condndve to general good health. 

Sanitary expenses increasing yearly, so that all of the appropriation 
of S200 is expended. 

Following the grip came the measles, and the visitation proved tty 
be one of the moet violently active epidemics in history of the city.

tea miles to the west. In general the oueB were light, and but very 
few, comparatdvel^, were attended hj oomplicationfi. Peroeatage of 
deaths was very small. The namber of cases reported to the inspector 
was 1,170. It is estimated that several handreds more were not 
reported for the reascoi that many families did not call medical aid. 
The beard did not ooo^der it proper to attempt to plaoard bonses for 
measles. 

A ls^;e noraber of oar citizens became ill with symptoms resem- 
bling acnte gastritis. The attack was ushered in by a chill, Tiolent 
headache, fever, pains of indigestion, complete loss of appetite and 
aversion to food, vomiting, vertigo, coated tongne, constipatioo, some- 
times followed by diarrb<ea. The acate symptoms lasted thirty-six to 
seventy-two hoars; in some oaaee a week. 

It has been notioed that these symptoms appear in the late spribg- 
time and become more marked each year, requiring increased attention 
from our physicians. The namber of other contagions diseases 
reported is as follows : 'Uphold, 4 ; scarlatina, 26 ; diphtheria, 6. 

In investigating the anthrax oatbteak our inspector made ninety- 
nine visits to as many farms and stables where cattle were kept.

Drainage of the towiulut)' is Baail^ diepoeed of throagh the water 
ooorsee which empt^ into the Fasaaio river, 

The Btreeta ate kept well cleaned. Grarbage and refnae not 
allowed to be thrown in the highways. The public grounds are 
well taken care of. 

Private bonees are kept in good ocndition, and are inspeoted when 
any case of ooDtagioos disease is reported. 

Garbage is collected by licensed soavengers, aod bnried in a location 
designated by the board. Cesspools and oat^honsee are oleaned by 
the odorleee prooesa. 

We have thirty manafaotories — silks, shades, brass, cloth, hats, &c> 

We have five pablio school bnildiogs ; one at Brookdale, in iarm- 
ing district, the remaining foar in town proper. These are being 
connected with sewer system. 

We have a township almsboose, coDtaioing at present foar paupers. 
We are interested eqaatly with Montolair in sapporting the Moan- 
taioside Hospital. 

We have two cemeteries. 

We have a regular appointed r^strar of vital statistioe. 

Honses in which contagions exist are quarantined and placarded. 
Many school children in district are not vaccinated, as the same is 
not made compalsory, and not demanded by the board of edncation. 

We have bad a few oases of scarlet fever, typhoid and measles; all 
light and no deaths from same. 

We have passed a new sanitary oode, compelling qoarantine of 
honsee and isolation of patients. We compel reports of oont^ons 
diseases to be sent to the r^strar by all physicians. We have 
licensed scavengers and oompel them to obey onr ordinancee. ' We 
adopted a plambing oode 'to regulate sewer oonnections, and have 
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vxgid the oompletioD of sewer ajstem, especially ia crowded diatriote, 
and the township committee hare oompiied with onr reqaeat in that 
leepecL We have made proper report of contagione diseases to the 
State Board when ueoessary. 

Qratnitoos vaocdnation has not been oflered to the pablic hy this 
board. It ia probable that three-quarters of the children bom in the 
township are vaoranated within the first year after birth, Hoase-to- 
hoiue sanitary inspection has not been made ezoept in crowded die* 
tticts. Onr waler-sapply and aewer system in this district are 
satisfactory. Oar officers are composed of inspector, health pbyu- 
<9iaQ and secretary. Our salaries, including health board, amount to 
aboat $665. No stated amount is appropriated for health pnrpoees. 
Expenses are provided for from the contingent aoooont raised by the 
-township. We have improved the sanitary condition of the pnblio 
ocbools, and the board of ednoation, on oar recommendation, are 
patting in first-class plumbing in all the school buildings. 

All casse of contagious disease have been reported to the board, as 
required by Section 1, Chapter 260, laws of 1896. We foraish all 
physicians with printed blanks for such reports, and a record of all 
«nch cases has been kept by the registrar.

Location on the slope of Second moantain and overlooking the 
Passaic valley. 

The general slope is towards the valley and the trend of land lies 
to the soDthwest. Drainage is good and the sar&oe is an area of clay 
«oiIs in the east with a prevalence of gravel in the west. 

Qeol(^cal]y, Caldwell consists of an understratan of trap rook and 
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sandBtoae, covered with gravel beds, the probable resalt of erosioo 
following the glacial period. 

Wella are used and the water ia exoellent. Many people have 
drilled wellfl to depths varying from 35 to 115 feet. 

The aarftoe ia anofa that there is good drainage for all enrfaoe 
water. 

The booses are lately oooapied by owners. Ko systematic inapeo- 
tioD is attempted noless a complaint ia made. 

The honses aod streets are lighted by oil. The Essex Coanty 
Penitenttary, which is looated jost onteide the boroogh lines, ia lighted 
by gas manafaotared on the premises, and the Caldwell board of 
health has complained beoanae the oonnty anthorities allowed th» 
slndge from the gas-house to pollute a brook mnoing through the 
borongh. 

No nniaanoes are found in connection with any mannfacturing pro- 
oess in the borough. 

There is one public school, with an attendance of aboat 275 pupils. 

One cemetery, remote from the village, and so placed that the entire 
drainage is away from the village. 

The borough is asked to appropriate a sum of money for the 
cnrrent expenses of the board of health. All nnueaal expenaea are 
met by a spedal appropriation by the oonnoil. 

Among the children there was an outbreak of whooping cough in 
the early part of the year. There have been during the year six 
oases of typhoid, three of which were found in persons who bad 
recently come to Caldwell, and who were staying here temporarily and 
who undoubtedly contracted the disease before coming here. The- 
three other oases were traced by the board to local causes, which were 
immediately removed. All the oases were mild. 

The board holds regnlar meetinga the first Monday evening of eadi 
month. Daring the year the board has secured the abatement of a. 
number of nuisances complained of, has carefully guarded the erection 
of a sewerage system in the new convent, and has secured the adoptiotk 
of several changes io the original plans for the same.

We have had nineteen cases of diphtheria and fifty-seven oases of 
scarlet fever, abont seven cases of uphold fever, most of vhiob 
have been imported. No small-poz in last year. 

During the last year we have bailt a tide- water sewer and have pot 
in a great many sewer connections. We are enforcing the ordinance 
regarding the maintaining of privy Tsalts and oesspools along thft 
line of sewers.

The people 
are waiting patiently for the completion of the drainage of the 
Fassaic valley. Thus far the money expended has all been for the 
benefit of the Beattie oompany, anless the drainage is completed. 
While we expect onr low lands to overflow in times of heavy rains 
and freshete, we are satisfied, with the drainage oompleted, that the 
water will not remain for weeks on onr low lands daring the sammer 
monUis when vegetation is green, to decay in the hot sun, thereby 
oausiDg a. great naiaanoe that ia detrimental to health, to say nothing 
of the stench arising therefrom. This board wonld eameetly solicit 
the aid of the State Board of Health to help qb mitigate this naisanoe.

Daring the past twelve months the work of the health board has 
been mainly of routine character. 

Li January, 1896, the plumbing ordinance went into effect, and 
aince then every new system <tf plumbing has been tested by the 
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plnmbiag inspector before use. The system of sewers throDgh the 
town is being rapidly extended, and householderB are, as a role, 
willing, or even anzionB, to make connection with the sewer. It is 
much to be r^retted that as the law is now interpreted the connection 
of premises with the eewer ean be made compnleory only when it 
can be proved that a nniaance is caused from lack of enoh conneotioD. 

Two assistant health inspectors weie engaged for two months last 
summer for the express purpose of making honse-to-honse inspeo- 
tioDS. Their work was satisfactory, and at the end of their engage- 
ment there are on file 1,2 L4 reports of inspections made by them — a 
little more than one-half of the hoasea in the town, but including 
those parts of the town that are most in need of sanitary anperrision. 
The work will be continued by the inspector throughout the year, 
and it is probable that the plan of eng^ing an assistant inspector for 
a certain portion of each year will be repeated. 

The. introduction of sewers has, to a large extent, solved the 
problem of the disposal of cesspool matter, by causing the cesspools 
to be closed. The collection and dbposal of garbage is still a vexed 
qaestioD, that is daily assuming more magnitude. The land rented 
by the board of health for the disposal of garbage by burial h fast 
being filled. Some energetic measures are needed before this ques- 
tion can be properly solved. One method that has iwen suggested 
is that several contignous municipalities shoold erect a garbage 
crematory, to be used by them in common, but no steps have been 
taken in the matter. 

Cases of communicable diseases are promptly reported to the 
secretary of the board on blanks provided for the purpose. They 
are recorded in a special book as soon as received. Weekly state- 
ments of all reports have been transmitted to the State Board of 
Health. Gratuitous vaccination has not been ofTered to the public 
during the past year. The board has no statistics of vaccination. 

The town council appropriated $2,000 for the use of the board of 
health during the fiscal year, the same amount that was appropriated 
last year. The health inspector receives $900 per annum, the 
secretary, the attorney and the chemist of the board each $200 per 
snnum. Those are the only salaried officers connected with the 
board. 
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The present impeotor wu Rppointed on Jaly Igth, 1895. Since 
hit sppointment die work baa been oarried on in sobstuitially tbe 
same manner as leported last ^ear by his predeoessor. 

Tbe first plambing application, in aooordanoa with ordinanoe No. 
4, entitled " An ordinanoe to regalate plnmlHog ia the town of Mont* 
olafa-," passed on October IStb, 1894, was filed in the offioe of the 
board of health on January 18th of this year. Since that time one 
bandied and one applications have been received. Until recently 
permits were only rcqaired wh«i an entirely new system of plumbing 
was being pot into a hoaee. An endeavor ia now bong made to 
secture the filing of applications for all alterations and additions to old 
systems. Flans of die intended alterations or additions are also 
required with the appUoadons. 

In the recent inspeotbn of houses mentioned in the secretary's 
report it was found tliat sixty per oent. of the houses inspected were 
using city water, and fifty per oent. of those abutting on streets in 
which the sewer is laid have made connection. Jfinor nuisanoes, 
SDoh as fall privy vaults and ceespools, slight acoamnladons of 
garbage, druns leaking into brooks, &o., were reported in thirty per 
cent, of the hooaee visited. This high percentage is accounted for by 
the fact that the districts inspected inclnded all the worst parts of the 
town. The work of abating these nuisances ia now going on. The 
percentage of sewer connections is very good, oonsidering tbe short 
dme that most of the sewers have been laid. Maps of the town have 
been prepared, showing the houses and names of property-owners. 
One of these is to be used for plotting the sewer and city water 
oonneodons, and the other for a record of infectious diseases. 

Most of the public schools have had additions or improvements 
made in the plumbing daring the last summer vacation. Forms are 
now in use for communicatiDg to the public schools and the public 
library tbe names and residences of families in which any of the 
infecdons diseases are known to exist. 

An ordinance entided " An ordinance to prevent the spread of 
infectious diseases " has passed its second reading. 

A eystemadc inspection of the dairies supplying milk to the town 
is now made, the twenty or more dairies being visited about onoe in 
six weeks. The cleanliness of tbe employes, the condition of the

The taty of Oiaoge is located at the the foot of the Orange moun- 
taita, oontaina a population of 22,732 people and covers an area of 
1,300 aorea. It has thirty-eight miles of streets, of which fifteen 
miles are macadamized. The others are dirt gtreeta, kept in good 
order. The macadamized streets are scraped and cleaned at short 
Ultervali. The taty has two lines of electric street railroads, one nin- 
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niog throngh its entire lengUi from east to west and the other 
through its entire breadth from north to aouth. There are two steam 
railways traversing the city. All wagons in transit in which manaie- 
or other refase matter is carried are required to be covered with a 
canvas covering. 

The source of our water-supply is the same as previonsly reported. 
About thirty-two miles of water-main are distributed throngh our 
streets, not including six miles of supply-pipe from the reservoir to 
the city. At oni ui^ent request, the reservoir was thoroughly cleansed 
daring the summer ; about 3,000 stumps of trees were removed, aa 
well as the vegetable growths in the lake. This removed dangers 
that threatened (he purity of our water-supply, altbongh it has been 
at all times as pure as any of the supplies used by our neighboring 
cities and townships. The quantity has been adequate, notwithstand- 
ing the drought of last summer and the additional demand caused by 
the many house connections to onr sewer system. 

We have about twenty-seven miles of sewer in use; to this will be 
added six miles which are now in course of erection. Our system 
has proven to work very satisfactorily. It has been in use since June 
let, 1894. Five hundred and twenty-two House connections have 
been added to the 5S5 connections reported last year, amounting in all 
to 1,121, or equal to less than one-third of the total number of 
dwellings in the city. The plumbing and drainf^e work is under 
the supervision of a competent inspector, and all work is carefully 
inspected. 

Our school buildings are inspected from time to time and if defects 
are found they are ordered to be remedied. In the past year a fine 
brick and stone school building, with a seating capacity of from four 
to five hundred has been constructed in the Fourth ward. The 
Smead and Wills system of heating and ventilating is in use. All 
waste fluids and excreta are discharged into the sewer by a well con- 
structed plumbing system. 

All garbage, ashes and other refuse matter is collected by the dty 
scavenger. The garbage and dead animals are removed by a firm 
which manufactures fertilizing material. The ashes and rubbish are^ 
disinfected and used to fill low lands. 
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A boDBft- to- house inspectioii was made in May last and a copy of 
the following oironlar was left with each householder : 

*'To the householdert of Orange: 

" The health anthoritiee, in their efforts to place the city of Orange 
in the beat sanitary condition, desire and solicit the aBsistance and 
-oo-operation of all classes of citizens, and recommend the following : 

"FiraL Secare proper drainage, fresh air and sunlight. 

"Second, Clean your cellars or basement, yai^s and premises 
thoroughly and keep them dry and clean. 

" Third. Separate all ashes from vegetable and animal matter and 
place the same in different, tightly covered metallic receptacles, as 
ashes can be eaaely disposed of. 

"FourUi. Bum everything oombnsUble in the way of refuse matter. 

"Fifth. Report to this department the name and address of your 
ueigbbor who violates sanitary regnlations. 

" Sixth. Have all garbage and refase not easily burned removed by 
the scavenger, as decomposing heaps of animal or vegetable matter in 
or near the dwelling are dangerous. 
" For the Board of Health,

At that time 521 nuisances were reported and ordered abated. On 
October Ist we started to make the autumn house-to bouse inspeotion. 

The vital statistics are still in the hands of the city clerk. This 
oertainly hampers this department, particularly in respect to deaths 
from contagions or infections diseases, as we have no ready aooeaa to 
the records. Furthermore, a very large proportion of the births are 
not reported, while the de^s occurring at the Memorial Hospital of 
patients from neighboring mnnioipalities are charged to the city, thus 
unjustly decreasing our birth rate and increasing the dealh rate. 

There were reported duringthe year 110 cases of contagions or in- 
feotioaa disease, to wit, diphtheria, 73, of which 18 were fatal ; scarlet 
fever, 27, of which 1 was fatal ; typhoid fever, 9, none of which were 
fatal ; varioloid, I, not tatal. 
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ThoroDgh fDmigation follows in ftll csaea after recovery or deattt. 
The phTsicians report more promptly than heretofore soBpeoted ca8e» 
as well as tiae ones. As no bacteriological ezaminations of soBpeotei) 
cases of diphtheria are made, all are regarded as trae cases and treated 
as such, hence the slight increase over last year's report. The greatest 
obstacle in the way of sncoeesfally battling with the spread of con- 
tagions or infeotioQs diseases is the difSoalty of properly isolating 
patients among the working people. To do this an isolation hoepital 
is necessary, and we hope that in the near fntnre the common oonnci> 
will appropriate an amoont sufficient to baild and eqnip an institution 
of this kind. If agitation will help to accomplish this result we will 
do our share. 

To guard as much as possible againet the importation of oontagious 
or infectious diseases we require all oironses or other shows, exhibiting 
under tents, to famish a certificate of health from the aatborities of the 
last place visited by them. We then carefully inspect employes and 
equipments, especially the placing of tents, seats for spectators, their 
stability, &e., and if all is right we allow them to perform and we- 
issue a certifioate of health. 

Three cemeteries are within the city limits. 

Onr board meets regularly on the fourth Thursday of each montlk 
and as often as ezigenoiea may require in addition thereto. 

Our appropriation for this year is $2,500.

The topography is varied, and through the vsUfly 
rans the Btream known as Peckman's river, which empties into the 
Passaic near Little Falls. It has its water-shed in the hills on either 
side of the valley. 

The water-supply is generally by wells. The tendency has been 
for some time to avoid the old-time surface well of but a fev feet in 
depth, reliance being pieced more and more upon driven tabed ones. 
In one instance a number of iamilies are supplied from a reservoir 
fed by a deep flowing spring, pipes being laid to each house from the 
reservoir. In another, an inetitntion, the Newark City Home, which 
has a popalation of about 270 persoDS, there is a water-aappty of 
particular excellence. It is obtained from a ^stem of wells aitaated 
opon the Second mountain, which are piped to a common reservoir. 
Ftom this the wat«r is delivered to the building by gravity. Thia 
system has been in ose now about ten years and furnishes a supply •£ 
water singularly pure and' soft. It is worthy of note that beifwe 
beginning the use of this the supply of drinking water was by means 
of shallow sarface wells and a reservoir supplied by snrfaoe drainage 
entirely. Cases of a malarial type of disease were frequent, and the 
consumption of qainine correspondingly large. Since, however, the 
present supply has been in use cases of malaria in children who have 
been inmates for any length of time have been almost unknown. This 
wonld appear to indicate that the ingeetions of sarface water, charged 
as it often is with organic matter in solution, is a potent fiwtor is the 
creation of the various forms of so called malarial disease. 
. There is no system of inspection of house drainage and plumbing. 
There are but few houses occupied individually by more than one 
&nuly, and there is not a system of house- to- hoase inspection.

Modes of lightiDg, geoenlly kmps, but muiy hoaaea are lighted 
by means of private gasoline plants. 

In regard to disposal of garbage and oess-pool ooUeotion, this is 
in many cases composted, bdng mixed op oa the heap of refuse from 
the stable. Many others are cared for by some one of the odorless 
excavating oompaoiee, who, as a rale, do their work carefally, and 
with r^rd to making it as little ofTensive ae possible. Others agsin 
dispose of their refuse matter as easily as they can, bnt io all oases 
where oomplaint has been made to the board against a nuisance of 
this character it has been investigated and abated. 

There has been no contagious disease among animals reported, 
nor are there any slaughter houses within the township limits. Of 
oontagions diseases among children there have been a few, both of 
measles and varicella, with a number, daring the winter months, of 
whooping oongh. These appear not to have been attended with com- 
plications, and complete recovery occurred. On April SOch, at the 
Newark City Home, a case of diphtheria developed in a boy' admitted 
to the iiutitntion four days previously, who stated that in his family 
there had been a aase of sore throat. From this until June 16th 
fourteen more oases ooourred. No more made their appearance onti) 
Augnst 11th, when two children became ill, making seventeen in all. 
The diagnosis in each oase was established by means of culture tests, 
made at the bacteriological station at the City Hospital, in Newark, 
in ohaige of Dr. B. N. Connolly, to whom cultures were submitted at 
varying intervals daring the progress of the disease. The epidemitf 
was confined entirely to the boys, and the data when each was pro- 
nounced germ &ee, was — in one instance, 13 days ; in one, 14 ; in 
two, 16 ; in three, 17 ; in two, 18 ; in two, 19 ; in one, 21 ; in two, 
37 ; in one, 52 days ; making 15 cases. Of the two others the notes 
were unfortunately lost. In every case, save one, 16 cc. of Behring's 
Antitoxin No. 2 was used, representing 1,000 normal units, with 
the result of prompt amelioration of symptoms and ultimate recovery. 
Among the sick were some whose initial symptoms were so severe 
that it would not have been unsafe to have anticipated a fatal result. 
It is &ir to state also that a uniformly supporting plan of treatment 
was also made use of, consisting of small doses of hyd. bichloride, in 
oODJunction with tr. chloride of iron, frequent doses of whiskey and 
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Ebbex Ooitntt — Oaniamed. 

the TOntine use of perozidfl of hydrogen in gargle and spra^. To- 
tluB, howoTer, cannot be aaoribed the uniformly favorable oonise pnr- 
Baed in each oaae, bnt, in my jadgment, to the early ase of the anti- 
toxin. It is worthy of note that the boy in whom this remedy waa- 
not used, for the reason that his disease parsned a very mild oonree, 
was not found to be free from the baoillua nntil the fifty-second day. 

While this state of things lasted the children were kept out of 
doors continually, when not prevented by bad weather, and a rigid 
system of qnarantine and diriufeotiou was followed. When the 
report of a oaltnre t«8t showed that recovery waa complete the hur of 
the child was completely shorn by means of clippers. He was then 
^ven a fnll hot bath, being mbbed down with soap and water. 
Finally he was clothed in a complete set of new garments. 

The board of health meets at the call of the president and investi~ 
gates such matters as are brought before it. 

The amount of funds set apart for ordinary purposes is $50. A. 
sanitary code is now under consideration, bnt has not yet beeo 
adopted.

We have no drainage or aewenge ajebem ; each house owner pro- 
vides for his drainage by oeespool or other ways. 

The streets and roads are in good oondition — a majoiity of them 
Dude with crashed stone. 

There are few honses that have mora than three families ; most of 
them only one. As a role they are well bailt and healtbfal. 

The highways are lighted by electricity. 

Befase and exoreta are provided for by vanlts, and are removed 
when necessary. 

There are no markets in the township. 

We have had no epidemic among animals dniing the past year. 

There is one slaughter-house, mostly for sheep and pigs, in proper 
sanitary condition. 

Hatliog is the principal indastry. The improved ventalation in 
the faotories, and the redaoed amonnt of mercary under improved 
processes, has greatly increaeed the average life of men employed at 
this trade. 

The school accommodations are ample and inferior to none of 
similar grade. 

There is no hospital in the township. 

One police station is located in the township. 

Fire-guards and escapes are on some of the larger bnildtngs. 

There are two cemeteries, well and properly managed. 

The ordinances reoommended by the State Board for townships 
-were adopted September 20tb, 1892. 

Daring the past year there have been eleven eases of diphtheria, of 
which two died ; six cases of scarlet fever, all recovered, and two of 
"typhoid fever, both recovering. 

A house- to- house canvass is made by our health inspector in the 
thickly-settled portion of the township, and in the farming portion 
ihe milk dairies are visited every spring in company with a dairy 
inspector. All well water is tested for excess chlorides, and if they 
prove suspidooB a sample is sent to the State chemist for analysis, 
«nd the owner is ordered to dean the well. 
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Grataitons vacoination has Dot been offered to the pablio, and do 
record of those vacdnated is kept hj this board. 

Oar health inspector is the only salaried ofSoer, who receives $460 
a year, and who does all the roatine work of the board. The appro- 
priation for oar board for the year was abont $600. All other 
qaestions of "Special Inqairies for 1895" are to be answered in the 
affirmative.

Diphtheria was preTslent in the first six montha of the year, tmi 
again in Jane, 1896, it began to extend, seeming to he more oon- 
oentrated is the old Foartb district of Jersey City. At the present 
writing eighty-one cases of diphtheria have been reported from 
October Ist to date, October 22d. Fifty-eight of these oooarred in 
the old Foorth distriot. School No. 26 has been oloaed for two weeks 
and all precautionary and remedial measarea are being taken. This- 
aotioD was taken by the direction of the city board of heaith. 

Typhoid fever oases were practically confined to Jersey City, socord- 
iag to the number of reports received. There woe eighty cases in 
Kearney township in April, 1895, and fonr in Bayonne in February,. 
March and May. 

In Angnat, 1894, one case of small-poz waa reported from Jersey 
City and Harrison respectively. 

In September and October there were fifteen oases in Bayonne. 
The disease obtained a foothold in the Bayonne Hospital. The mosfc 
energetic and thorough measures of vaooination and famigation were- 
taken with the reealt of checking the disease at once. 

This board keepe a constant supply of &esh bovine virus and when 
uecessary vaodnation is immediately carried on. 

By Jnne, 1896, emall-poz had wholly disappeared. 

This board has completed the new oonb^ions disease hospital at 
Snake Hill for other than small-poz cases and is now prepared to 
take charge of each oases as the public safety may require. 

A great number of complaints of nniaanoes, especially in the 
northern part of the ooonty have been reowved, investigated and 
abated. There have been many arising from the obstruction of old 
water courses and drains, naturally resulting &om changing conditions 
in that section due to street extension and general improvements by 
boilding of dwellings, &o. These have been difficolt matters to 
equitably adjust and the aid of ooonsel of the board, Mr. H. W. Win- 
field, has nsoally been invoked. 

Inspectors have investigated the oases of contagions diseases reported 
for their examination, and children liable to infect others have been 
exclnded from the schools and disinfection looked after.

Popnlation last oenens (189S), 19,920, bnt we have reason to 
believe that it is nearly 25,000, by the r^;ititratioB of legal voters and 
by the dty directory, jost pablished. Climate temperate, modified 
by salt air, doe to its location. The mty is built on a clay bank, the 
highest point being along Avenne C. The upper end of the city is 
trap-rock. The drain^e is toward New York and Newark bays. 

Public water-supply fWim Jersey City, taking its supply from the 
Passuc river. A new temporary supply is oonfidAitly looked fw by 
January ISth, 1896. There are some two hundred wells in the city, 
some of which have been used for over a century. 

The city is drained by a complete sewer system, which is gradually 
being extended as the several sections are built up. This board baa 
a plumbing code in operation, and, with a competent inspector, all 
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Hudson Connrv — Oontinued. 

precaaUoDS are being taken i» prevent the introdnotion of Doziooa 
gawfl into dwellingB, Ah the city growe, this department will 
eveutnally be aelf-snatainiDg, 

Three streets are maoadamized thronghoat their entire length, aiz 
are partly maoadamiied and partly paved with Belgian blooke, and 
many have had a tt^dreesing of oindera pat on them. The proba- 
bilitiea aie tliat next year will see a vast improvement in this respect. 

l^ifl is almost entirely a mty of frame honseB, aboat one-third of 
which ooatain two cr more families. Their sanitary condition is 
generally good, and tbey are in a cleanly condition. Every spring 
there is a general inspNtioo made and owners and tenants notified to 
abate nuisancea which may be found. 

Avenae D being the prindpal commercial street, is lighted by arc 
lamps. The rest of the city is very well lighted with gas. The 
eleotrio system will soon be extended. 

Garbage collection is still oondaoted in a very primitive way. It 
is collected twice a week in eaoh ward and dumped into vacant lots 
near the water front. An attempt was made a few years ^o to erect 
a crematory, bat nothing came of it. Cesspools and privy vaults are 
rq^nlarly oleaaed and the contents carried away in oloced carte. 
Throngh the coarteey of Jersey City, the soows belonging to ito 
health department are need. 

There are no general markets or slanghter-hoases, all the meat 
bang either " Westem dressed " or porchosed in New York City. 
There are very few cattle within the oity limits. All dead animals 
are immediately removed by a firm having a yearly oontraot with 
the (nty. 

Nearly all the factories are concentrated in the Fifth ward or 
" Hook " section, and are ohitfly controlled by the Standard Oil 
Company, employisg in the neighborhood of 10,000 persons. There 
are aJlso two Inmber^yards and mills and a silk factory. While the 
smoke from the oil refineries is a nusiance, it ia not onhealthfnl. 

The public buildings are the oity hall, pablio libraryy nine engine- 
houses and seven :paUia school boildings. The city hall and engine- 
houses are in good condition, being mostly new, but the adiool-hoasee, 
with one exoeption,.are antiquated, and huge snms are annually spent 
to keep them in lepur and in any way suitable to hoase children. A

rtdioal obaDge is needed here before the city will have the eobool- 
hooses it ought to have. 

There ta one hospital, privatolv endowed, for which the city makoB 
an uuins] appiopriatioii, which has a very able staff, and is doing 
««iellent woik. An addition is proposed in the near fntore. A 
•charity oi^anization society has been formed, whitdi, with the ovoseer 
of the poor, has saperviaion over the needy. 

Attached to the dty hall and several engine-honseB are look-npa, 
which are kept in a cleanly condition. Ab no prisoner ia kept over 
twenty-fonr hours, it is an easy matter to keep them clean and 
healthy. 

All tenements over two stories high, and all public halls, &c., are 
provided with iron fire-«saapes, aocording to a oity ordinance passed 
last year. 

There are two small cemeteries in the Fifth ward, ritoated on 
sandy soil. There are no dwellings near them. 

We have a r^olar code of sanitary laws, which, with the laws 
enacted by the L^islatnre, we find are adequate for all onr purposes, 
and have no trouble in enforcing them. 

We hope by next year to be able to keep complete reoords of vital 
statdstice. At present the phjrsicians do not all report to this board, 
as tbey have always heretofore reported to the connty board of health. 
On the refusal of one of them, we instituted prooeedioge against him, 
under the taw of 1896, as a test oase, and are awaiting the oatoome. 
All cases reported to us have received immediate attention, and all 
preoaationB have been taken to prevent oontogion or the spread of 
the disease by quarantine and fumigation. 

The expenses last year amounted to fifteen cents per capita. We 
hope this year to largely reduce that figure. 

The ^ventable diseases reported during the year were as follows : 
Typhoid fever, 32 ; scarlet fever, 35 ; diphtheria, 20 ; small-poz, 2 ; 
a total of 89. 

There were 1,031 complaints ot nuisances received, of which 770 
were abated, 23fi were found groundless and 26 are still pending. 
We are now working more systematically and all complaints are looked 
after and abated in very short time.

Several persons in the town were compelled to have the 
water tnmed off sooner than have the emell of it in their houses. li 
is the oolor of black mud. Efforts are now being made to geA a new 
supply from aootiber source, witli good proqieots that the new supply 
will be tamed on in the town by Febnary, 1896. 

Several of the streets are sewered, and plambiog work is carried 
on ander an ordinance of the board. 

Streets and public grounds are kept in good oondidon. 

Houses are inspected l^ the health inspector regularly and kept in 
good sanitary condition. 

Qarfaage is collected in wi^ns daily, placed at the public dompa 
and oDvered with dirt and ashes; oeespool and oat-hoaBe collec- 
tions are buried in a section of the town that is not populated. 

There are several large factories in the town which are inspected 
r^ularly by the health inspector. They are all reported to be in 
first-clasa condition. 

Schools and other pnblic buildings are all in a good healthy con- 
dition.

We herewith aobmit to yoa the following report of the work of 
this department for the year ending December let, 1896. 

Daring the year we have viaitod 4,769 premise, finding 3,069 
nniaancee and have been Booceesfal in seooring the abatement of 2,832. 
The receipts of the department were $6,679.75 and the ezpenaea 
46,445.09. 

Nnmber of persons vaccinated daring the year was 442. I believe 
that there ahoald be a bonse-to-hoaBe inspection by this depart- 
ment each year. It is the only reliable way of finding oat where 
nalEances exist, and I deem it to be my first doty to ^ve prompt 
attention to noisancee complained of by tenantB and others. Scarcely 
secondary in importanoe, however, is the daty of a hoase-to-honse 
iospeotion of the city so that the sanitary conditions and sarroandings 
of every house may be known and a record kept and defects remedied. 
This duty is not altogether neglected, bat it is not carried oat as 
thoroughly as it should be. Soch inspection is made when tioie 
permits. 

It gives me mach pleasnre to report that we have a oontagtons 
hospital for the iaolation of oases of diphtheria, soarlet fever, typhoid 
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Hudson Cottnty— CbntMucd, 

sod other oonti^oaa diseases outside of small-pox, at a vtry Bmalt 
expense, paid by fees oolleoted by permita granted by city board of 
health.

— The sanitary work done by the officers of the 
board, cannot well be excelled and onr organi^tion is effideut, pro- 
gressive and thoroagh. 

Nviaanees, — Over 140 nnisanoes have been reported, investigated 
and abated during the year, tnolading the horse slaaghtering estab- 
lishment on the meadows which early in the seawn created so mncb 
disturbance. 

JfiZJfc ItupeelUmt, — Throagh the ooortesy of the state diary com- 
missioner, inspectors were sent ns who procured samples of milk from 
the different daries supplying our 10,000 residents early in the spring 
for analysis, the result of which was that we found that all were- 
Bupplying milk quite up to the standard.

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Tbe bond has held regular meetings throughoat the year. The 
hedth ordinanoea and rales and ngDlations of the board have been 
administered with vigor, iotelligenoe and effect. Tbe health inspector 
and hia assistants and the inspeotor of plambing have performed their 
doties with fidelity, to tbe ondonbted 8anit«ry advantage of the city. 
Fool places have been cleaned up, alleys and lots and back ways have 
^n kept fiee from aoonmalations detrimental to the public health, 
nnmerons nuisanoes have been abated and the general health of the 
«ity maintained at a high and satisfactory grade. An idea of the ad- 
ministiative work performed dnring the year is conveyed in the statis- 
tical facts given in the annoal leport of the inspectors of the board. 
Health Inspector Mickel reports 980 oomplainta investigated daring 
the year and 728 notioee sent He also reports 436 oaa^ of diphtheria, 
<}{ which 108 proved fatal; 79 oases of scarlet fever, 4 of which were 
fatal, and 33 cacee of typhoid, of which 6 lesalted &tally. To locate, 
isolate and anperviee these cases involved a great deal of work on the 
part of the force. The water from a nomber of wells was analysed 
and the wells ordered closed. 

The inspector of plumbing, Mr. Sohaefer, reports 670 plans filed 
dnring the year. Fifty-three plans were rejected. Two thousand 
inspections and 547 air tests were made. There were 32 violations 
of plans, all of which were corrected nnder the inspector's direction. 
Three violations of ordinance daring the year were also corrected. 
Daring the same period he iseaed 67 notices to reoonstrnot defect- 
ive plambing work, examined into 86 complaints, condemned and 
ordered removed 67 water-olosets and compelled 4 reoonstraotione. 
There were supervised by him 587 new plambing systems, 43 
alterations and 36 additions. Four handred and forty-three sewer 
oonnectioos were made dnring the year, 148 cesspool connections and 
4 drain connections. The total receipts of the plambing department 
were (1,088. After giving in detail the la^ amount of work he 
had performed in exaotining and testing materials tliat entered into 
the worka above mentioned, the inspector of plambing eays: "I 
would respectfolly call tbe attention of yoar honorable body to the 
fact that more stringent laws are required to prohibit the use of oees- 
pools on the line of completed sewers. Ceaspoob, although a neoe»-

mry evil in the imsewered ptnTtions of the tnty, have no excose for 
ezistenoe on the line of completed eewers, and ahonld be abandoned 
and filled ap." He reports that dnring the entire period ainoe the 
code baa been in operatisn (Aagnst 7th, 1893), there haa been bat & 
single oomplaiDt (and that aDJastified) of poor workmanship, a record 
to whioh, he Btys, "the plumbers of this city can point to with 
pride." 

It will be observed from the Btatistics given in the health inspec- 
tor*B report that there has been ooneriderable diphtheria in Trenton 
dnring the put year. The board has grappled with the soonige with 
enei^ and intelligence, and has snooeeded, so far, in holding it 
within bonnde. Its methods are, immediately upon the report of a 
case by the attending physician, to isolate the patient and placard the 
honse. Disinfeotanta are also employed, and the quarantine enforced 
and maintained nntil all danger of spreading the contagion is over. 
The board iias the prompt oo-operation and sympathetic support of 
the i^ysicians of the city, with a very few exceptions, aiding very 
materially in the effective performance of its work. 

The board is now eng^^, through a committee appointed for the 
purpose and clothed with fall power, building a oommodioos hospital 
for the oare and treatment of oases of diphtheria and other oontagions 
diseases. The plan will be a modiSoation of the admirable instita- 
tioa at Morristown, which the committee inspected and nnanimooaly 
recommended as the best they examined. Daring the present year a 
diphtheria ward and appurtenances will be erected, while it is the 
intention to enlarge it from year to year to meet the entire necessities 
of the case. 

The sewer system of Trenton is among the best in the Btate and is 
answering the highest expectations of its advocates. It was planned 
by Rudolph Hering, C.E , and provides for the entire city. Up to 
this date about twenty-aeven miles have I>een completed, including the 
great brick ontlet, throngh which a man may walk upright, and 
several lai^ intercepting seweis. The system has been extended all 
over Sonth Trenton and the annexed district of Chambersbuig, and 
sewer building through all these parts of the city is rapidly prograssing. 
The sewer building is done under the most faithful, competent and 
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rigorooa Baperviuon, and no bad work or defective material goes into 
them. 

The " garbage question " is still onsolved and oontinaes to be a 
growing nuisance and sabject of oonstsnt complaint. The garb^ i» 
collected under the oontraot eystem and damped by the oontractor 
wheiflTer the official eye happena for the time b^iq; to be tamed' 
away. When told to " move on," he seeks some other place for creat- 
ing a naisanoej and bo is hustled from point to point, leaving a trail 
of foulness and stench along his tracks. The city aothorities have 
declared themselves io ikvoi of the diapoeal of garbage by cremation 
or the redaction systeni, bat all efforts thos far to carry the purpose 
into efFect have oome to nothing. I think, however, that before the 
end of the ensuing year the problem will be solved on one of these 
lines. 

The water-supply of the city, ander the enlai^ed and improved 
system, ie copious, ample and of a pnre and wholesome quality. 

Several miles of vitrified brick pavements have been laid since last 
year, and the work of street improvement w progresiDg in all direc- 
tions. This has a marked effect in lessening mad and dust, witb 
dedded advantage to the pablic health and comfort,

We have had no epidemics this year. There were three oases of 
diphtheria in and aroond Union Valley, but they oame onder the 
Hightstown physioiana' treatment. There was one death, bat the 
other two cases yielded to treatment. A fever was quite prevalent 
in the village of Jamesbnt^, which was diagnosed as a typho- 
malarial. There were in all about six oasee. We have also had some 
" measles of a tme type " and they, too, were amenable to treatment. 
I suppose that the last two named diseases belong more properly to 
the board of the villi^. The drainage of the township as well as 
the sanitary conditions in general are good. We have been extra- 
ordinarily vigilant and are well satisfied with the results when we 
■consider the oontinoed drought of the latter summer and early autumn.

The board have aoder oonsideratioD a plambing oidiiuuioe, but 
have been nnable to pat it id force from lack of saffioient fonds. 

Oar streets are in bad oonditioi), often rendered ansightlj, not to 
say dangeroas, hy quantities of loose paper and ineffiment sweeping ' 
apparatus. 

Huiy of our tenement- hooses are far from wholesome. They are 
inspeded and evils abated ao far as possible. 

The lighting is by gaa and electric light, and, of coarse, in manj, 
instances by kerosene. 

The collection of garbage is a diffioalt problem. Thia board passed' 
an ordinance directing the separation of aahea and garbage. It ha» 
Urns far failed in execntion, and during the heated term the open 
carts sent forth di^^ting odors. 

The vigoroas action of the board in the past has mostly abated any 
nuisances made by slaughter-houses. 

The board has been zealous in looking after oontagiooa and infec- 
tioua diaeasee, and no nnvaocinated children are allowed to attend the 
pablio schools.

There has been reported to this board daring the year 17 cases of 
typhoid fever, 31 oases of diphtheria, 16 oases of scarlet fever, and 6Z- 
cases of measles.

The population of Perth Amboy ia . now slightly over 13,000, 
«Dd seems to be rapidly inoreaBing. Wells and dsterns still continae 
to be used, and from the general diseatisfaotion expressed in regard to 
the condition of oar water plant I am inclined to think the wells will 
<x)nlinae to exist. The iaot that only 136 hooae taps have been 
added this year is no doabt owing to this general dissatisfaction, 
which is not without reason, for though naturally perfectly dear and 
wholesome it baa been allowed to beoome polluted by decaying 
vegetation, desjate the fact that attention was called to the matter long 
before the decomposition took place. Complaints of onwholesome- 
uess are also made by those who forget that, owing to the many breaks 
jn our main and needs of repair to the machinery, the polluted water 
from the old reservoir is ssppUed to us ofttimes admixed with pore 
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water from the brook. Tfaese are eerioDs defects, and thoagh aboat 
$2,600 has already been spent hj the city in repturing the namerons 
breahs onder the river, nevertheless the end is not yet, and the city 
is confronted by the necessity of htying a new main, baying a new 
pump, changing the intake and perhaps seeking a atill better source 
of supply. For a fall report of this supply see aoooant of our recent 
inspection as sent yon under the title of "An Inspection and a Gteneral 
Conaideratiou of Uie Wtter-Supply of the City of Perth Amboy." 

After much misunderstanding and opposition on the part of 
plumbers, plumbing is now performed under a permit issued by this- 
board and subject to our inspection. Snch inspeoti<mB have zcBulted 
in the condemning of fonr systems of new plumbing, all of which 
were forthwith ordered oorrected. 

The sewers of the city are in great part too small, aud afler a heavy 
downfall of rain are very apt to back up in various oellars along the 
line. This oocnrrenoe early in the year caused, it is said, a loss of 
$300 to one of our prominent bntohers, who immediately instituted a 
suit against the oity. This liability was shown the committee on 
streets and sewers a long time previous to its oocnrrenoe and measures- 
were su^;eHted that would have permanently prevented its oocnrrenoe. 
In order to ventilate the sewers the committee have, despite all 
reasoning to the contrary, broken very many of their wat^ seals, thnS' 
allowing all the gas in the sewer to eecape oloee to the curb. Dnring- 
the past year 43 permits have been filed to tap the sewers, and is a. 
majority of cases full plnmbing plans have been immediately filed in 
connection therewith. 

During the year a good macadam road has been constructed be- 
tween this oity and Woodbridge. As this road is very extensively 
traveled, its completion marks a very important addition to oar 
extremely few good roads. This is in sharp contrast to the poor 
condition of a few of our streets, due to the casting or falling upon 
them of unlimited quantities of loose stones, bricks, &e. Waste paper- 
is also oast upon our streets in such quantities as to be a meet decided 
nuisance; and though these oooditions may not be spedally detri- 
mental to health, they may well be oonudered a menace to the safety 
and comfort of those in our dty who are in the habit of riding. 
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Streets have receotl^ been ordered graded, opened and improved ;r 
a new pavement has been constmoted in oar park, and most all eide- 
walks greatly improved ; new leeeiving basins have been added whei> 
found neoeesary, and this branch of the city has received a)l the 
attention ponible with eo sinall an appropriation. 

Winter honse-to-honse inspection showa premises kept in very fair 
condition, bother with good evidence of inraeased interest in sach' 
matters as pertain to good health. Befrigerator botcher-wagons ap- 
peared this year for the firat, and this step in a right direction wae, t 
am sore, daly appreciated by all. 

Gas- lighting has ^un, ooder very able management, almoat- 
r^ained its wonted power. Electric (arc) lighting of the streets i» 
new maintained all night. 

Onr system of garbage oolleotion still consists of anything from a 
band-box to h(^;shead for reoeptaoles, the large, damay wagon for 
carting and the "within city limits" dumping-ground. Wagons bave- 
been ordered occasionally deodorized, and the best progress possible is- 
made noder a bad system. The &ct that oar system does not reqair& 
ashes and garbage to be kept separate explains, in some measnre, th»: 
oanse of a eoaroe of foulness that for a long time annoyed this board- 
The city having bnilt a balkhead at the foot of Gordon street, it was- 
leaolvcd to fill it in with garbage. This was attempted, and the work 
went aloi^ smoothly antil hot weather set in, when decomposition of 
the garbage took place, and was hastened by an alternate soaking in 
salt tide-water and baking in the hot son. To all this was added the 
offensive odors from the month of the sewer. The stench from these, 
caases was almost anendnrable. Complaints were namerous (bat aft- 
written). Prior to a meeting of the board of health the street com- 
missioner was n^ed to fill in as quickly as possible with earth. At- 
its next meeting the board ordered that all dnmping of garbage should' 
be prohibited. This proved very unsatisfactory, pools of ezoessivdy'^ 
foal water rapidly forming, and giving off, if poesible, odors still mwe- 
foul. The people in the neighborhood demanded immediate filling: 
in of the lai^ pool, and once again the board changed their order>. 
and the dnmping of all kinds of garbage was again institoted:. 
Garbi^ damping was hurried aa much as possible, and the reftiee 
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covered ydih a thiok layer of dry earth, after which the etench 
rapidly disappeared, until now nothing remains bat a memory and 
more or lees fonlnese noticeable at the point where the lai^ sewer 
emptiee. Ceeapoola and privy vaolts, of coarse, still exist and are 
cleaned by moonlight, under permits granted by the board. 

During the month of May last some horses saEFering with some 
diaeaae resembling glanders were seen drinking at the public foan- 
tun. Not having a veterinary phyvioian in town at the time to make 
a diagnosis, the water was immediately shot off and the fountain 
Bombbed with a carbolic solntion and afterward with dean water, 
after whioh the water wae again tamed on and quiet restored. 

Dead animals are, for most part, carried ont of town gratis by 
some indnstrioQS New Brunswick firm. 

The ooik factory, of this city, has been sabjeot to a complaint by 
many well-known dtizens. The substance of the complaint is that 
the said company needlessly bnm oork refose on very irr^olar 
OGcaaions, and that sudi smoke, being decidedly heavier than air, 
sinks almost immediately to the ground, where it oontaminatee the 
air taken into the houses, thus causing violent ooaghiog, to say noth- 
ing of a sense of saffbcation experienced just before waking. They 
also contend that the emoke, being of a greasy natnre, soils the Itnen 
placed upon the drying lines, thus neoessit^ng a seoond washing. 
The complaint has been laid upon the table for future consideration 
by the board, 

Again, with pleasure, we report that means are being taken to 
gain additional Echool'room by the construction of a large school, at 
a coet of about |30,000. This school ie to l»ve all the modem im- 
provements, and is the moet importaut step ever taken by tmr 
progressive school board. During the oonrse of the yearly hoose-to- 
boose inspection, part of the plumbing and ventilation of school No. 
8 was pronounced defective, and the school board and committee on 
public bnildingB was requested to see that steps were taken imme- 
diately for its correction. 

On two oooasions during the year I was informed of soarletina 
existing among the children attending one of our schools, and was 
consulted regarding the advisability of olosiog it. However, on 
carefully considering the matter, I was so firmly cosvinoed that 
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vlofiiiig the sohool might do more harm than good, that I advised its 
-Qontiniianoe, all the schoiarB to be kept aader atriot BurveiUaaoe, and 
«11 poBsible precaution taken to prevoit the diaeaae from spreading. 
The &ct that the disease did not spread is evidence safStuent of the 
wisdom of the coarse paisaed. Impetigo has prevailed here this 
snmmer, and Ihongh'not at all dangerous, I have ezoloded those 
Bufiering with it from sohool, believing it beet to exclude a few from 
school rather than have all the scholars suffering from a disease that 
temporarily renders them unsightly and exceedingly uncomfortable. 
Nothing baa been done to better the sanitary condition of the jail. 
Thoagh our police force still continaes small in number, it is not 
lacking io abUity, and with pleasure we report them aa earnestly 
«ndeavoring to aid as in the ferreting out of all matters liable to be a 
detriment to health. 

A new health code has just been completed by « committee 
appointed for that parpoee and will probably come up for its first 
reading at the next regular meeting. 

The r^iister of vital statistics having informed the board of the 
neglect of a clei^yman to submit to him the report of marri^es per- 
formed by him, a notice was served on the reverend gentleman, who 
<M)mplied in a reasonably short time, ooosidering the amount of work 
entailed in making oat reports for ten years, during which time it had 
been neglected. 

Daring the past year there were 160 marri^ies, 278 births and 288 
deaths recorded, the oaosee of death being enteric troubles in 17 cases, 
long diseases in 58 (16 tnbercuUr), in&ntile disorders in 99, brain 
and nervous troablee in 18, kidney lesions in 10, heart lesions 7, 
accidental 28, and the others from miscellaneous oaoses. 

To prevent the spread of contagions diseases schools, poblio lilna- 
riee and sometimes chorchee and Sunday-schools are notified of its 
f>lace of existence, and a very careful search for the cause is instituted 
as soon as a case of oommnnicable disease is reported. The follow- 
ing inquiries will give a fair idea of the method of such searches : 
Name of disease; name, reeidause, age, sex, color and ooonpation 
^if any) of the diseased ; condition of premises — cellar, sewer conneo- 
4ioD, traps, vents, &c., water-closets, yard, privy-well, cesspool, local 
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BDrronnclingB ; name of grocer, milknun, baloher and baker ; age of 
honse ; was disease in house before, wben ; oondition of looal drainage ^ 
number of ooonpants in house ; where do th^ vork ; how many school 
children ; what school ; any sioknessin school (as ooagh, sore throaty 
sore eyeSj &o,) ; any sickness among domesUo animals ; name of physi- 
cian ; any visitors lately ; have any of the family been visiting ; were^ 
any sick there ; any acquaintance siok lately, what disease ; bought 
any old fomiture or bedding lately, where ; what siokneBs in boose 
during last twelve months, any deaths ; broaght any books home from 
free or Sanday-Bohool library ; does anyone sleep in basement ; are walls 
papered ; anything left by old tenants, what ; who does the washing ;. 
does anyone in house take in washing ; is distem or well used ; been 
to any funeral lately ; received any freight or express matter lately, 
where from ; has manure or cesspool matter been spread near dwell- 
ing. These inquiries seldom fail to show a cause, after which verbal 
directions are given relative to its removal and the care of the defect. 

Onr appropriation this year was only |600. Our expenses will 
aggregate about $800; this difference being made up hy the sam 
remaining to our credit from last year, together with fines collected 
and fees received from permits issued during the year. 

Late last fall the health officer of the port discovered on board a 
vessel here from Navassa several oases of sickness which he diagnosed 
as beri-beri and ordered placed in the emergency hospital. Here, 
despite the hti of the best of attention, a large per cent, of them died ;. 
the others, upon becoming oonvalesoent, were allowed to return to their 
various homes and since that time we have seen no new oases of the 
disease. 

The few cases of scarletina which occurred during the year were 
very easily traced to one family. The first reported case was traced 
to Public School No. 1, Suspicion being thus directed, immediate 
search was institnted and four cases were found that had not been 
reported by the attending physician. 

However, notice being served on him, he afterward promptly 
complied with die law. The sdiool authorities were notified to cauae- 
all diildren suffering from suspicious symptoms to bring a oertificate- 
of good health to school fnnn some pbysit^. From that time o& 
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no Bcarletlna was traced to the school and the few new oases were 
qaite readily traced to the first five oases mentioned. 

With diphtheria we were not so fortunate, one ca£e practicallj'- 
defying our best searoh for oaase. 

In a letter from the Stste Board, dated May 29th, 1895, we received 
notice of nine emigrants destined for our city from firemen via 
steamer Ems, on which steamer a case of small-pox was isolated. 
As soon as the notice was received slips were made out requesting the- 
chief of police, the Catholic priest and some of the principal German,. 
Polish and Hongarian merchants to aid as in finding them and in. 
cansing them to report to us at very short intervals. However, bat 
few words need be spent in this connection, suffice it to say that no 
trouble was experienced from this qaarter.

In the towns the houses are largely owned by those who dwell in 
them. The tenement-houses are in fair condition. 

The houses are mostly lighted by kerosene lamps, some t^ gas. 

The refuse and excreta are collected in cesspools and oarted out and 
placed on farm lands. 

There are no markets. There are no sUughter-housee, the meat 
supply coming from the west. 
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There are in the township five fire-brick factories, one iron foondry, 
two fertilizer factories, one ml works ftnd the Canda Car Worka. 

The Bobool-honaeB are lai^ And in good order. One new one has 
been bnilt this sommer. 

We have no almshooee, no hospital, no prison. No regolar police 
is nuintalned. 

There are three cemeteries in the township. 

There has been no epidemic of oontag^oas disease daring the past 
7ear. A few sporadic oaaee of diphtheria and acailet-fever have been 
reported. By strict quarantine they were kept from spreading. 

Dwellings are mostly heated by stoves and hot air fomaoes, a few 
by steam and hot water. 

The board has cansed two brooks mnning throogh the town to be 
«tnugbtened, in order to improve the drainage of swampy land 
bordering on them.

Twenty-five new sewer connections have been made during the year, 
making 1,000 connections with the public sewers. 

The improvements which are being made in grading and graveling 
the pnblio streets in the borongh add greatly to the beaufy and dean- 
linees of the town. 

Sanitary inepeotions of every premises in the borough are repeatedly 
made and the results of eadi inspection are recorded on blanks whidi 
are filed in the health office, where they may be consulted by inter- 
ested persoufi. 
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No change in the oolleotion and fina] dispoBitioo of garbage and 
town refoee baa been efi^oted Binoe oar last report The merits of 
varionfl garbage fomaoes are now being inquired into bf this board 
preparatory to making a report to the major and ooanoit, and it is- 
expected that before another season this borough will be prepared to 
dispope of all waste prodncta by incineration. 

An ordinance relating to external fire-eeoapea for bnildings in the- 
boroQgh of Aebnry Park has been enforced during the past year, and 
all hotels, board! ng-hoaees and large bnildings are required to he- 
provided with safe means of escape Id oases of fire. 

Reports of oommnnioable diseases are required by ordinanoe, and 
the nnmber of oases reported from October let, 1894, to October Ist^ 
1896, was 29; 9 oases of typhoid fever, 8 casee of measles, 2 cases of 
tabercalofiia, € oases of diphtheria and 4 cases of scarlrt fever. 
Isolation of persons affected with oommanicable difieases, and disinfec- 
tion of infected premises and articles, is required, under supervisioa 
of the board of bealtli. 

Arrangements for the booteriolc^ioal examination of spedmens of 
diseased tissnes have been made by the board, and boxes oontwoing 
coltnre tabes for receiving the specimens are fiirnished to phyeidans 
upon applioatifm.

The streets whioh are used most are in as good ooodition as thfr 
funds raised will warrant. They are mostly olay-gravel and are kept 
sprinkled and clean. The boroagh authorities are also oonsiderisg 
the matter of street improvements, 

Gfarbi^ is removed by contract and taken abont two miles west of 
the boroagh. Acoamalations from privy-vanlts and cesspools arfr 
removed by scavengers and are taken oatside of boroagh limits. The^ 
are required to seonre a permit from the board for each job. 

We have a code which embraces all onr health laws at present. 

Collection of vital statistics is looked after by oor recorder of vital 
statistics. 

The present board was created by an ordinance of the borongb' 
coanoil, passed October 16th, 1894, and whioh l^islated the members- 
of the old board out of office. The members as above were appointed 
by the borongb council. The new board o^anized on November 
10th, 1894. A committee was appointed at this meeting to prepare- 
a sanitary oode, which, after going through its several readings, was 
finally adopted February 14th, 1896, and published in the local 
paper, tlie Oxut Echo, for the time required by law. The board also- 
issued the code id pamphlet form. 

After publishing the oode as required by law the board was in a 
position to enforce it about the last of March, and have since that 
time been using every efibrt to secure its enforcement and to seeure- 
the best results possible for the good of the town from a sanitary 
standpoint. 

Several fines have been imposed upon parties for violations of the- 
oode.

Bed Bank is located on the aonth bank of the Navennk river, in 
the township of Shrewsbury, in the ooanty of Monmonth. Popala- 
iion of abont 6,060. Climate mild. 

Soil naturally sandy on sar&ce, with underlying layers of day and 
gravel varying from four to six feet ; below that, marl. The town 
is built upon a ridge which slopes toward the north and toward the 
Boath, thus affording excellent surface drainage in nearly every por- 
tion of the incorporated district. 

Water-supply consists of several arteatan wells on west with a 
reservoir several feet above the town on the hill on the east side. 
Abont one-half the inhabitants use snr&oe wells. 

The premises using the town water are piped and trapped, carrying 
the waste to ceaepoole. 
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Streets are graded mad graveled. Stone ddewalks in nearly erer^ 
street in town have been laid this year by order of the oommiaBionerB, 

The dwellings are located away from the bosinesB port of town^ 
most of them being oocopied by one family. Very few hoosee have- 
more than three families. All bnildings are iospeoted onoe a year 
and oftenet when the attention of the board is called to any partioalar 
defect. 

Qarbage is oolleoted by a man employed by the board, who gathers- 
the same about three times a week and carts it oat of town. Al) 
persone employed in the oooapation of cleaning cesspools and oloeets 
are Koensed, and the owner daring the sammer months who needs- 
their services has first to obtain a permit, onder a penalty against 
both the owner and employe for neglect. The cleanings are sold by 
the parties to farmers oat of town. The wcark is done with pomps, 
tight barrels and a fnmaoe. 

We have three school- honses. Two complete, with alt modem 
improvements for heat and ventilation, the tliird now being erected, 
to be finished in the same way ; all brick. 

Immediately on being notified of the existence of any contagious' 
disease the patient is removed, if posBible, to the hospital ; if not, the- 
premises are guarded night and day and no one allowed to enter 
or leave the premises. Afterward the premises are disinfected. 
Vacoinstion is generally attended to withoat tronble; those who' 
cannot afford to pay for the same are provided for hy town. 

Daring the past year we have expended $250 allowed by the town 
and license fees from cesspool cleaning. 

The board has met r^alarly every second week, listened to com- 
plaints of dtinna and report of the inspector and abated any nuisance- 
broaght to oar notice. The wwk this year has been comparatively 
easy, the oitizena assisting all in their power to farther the work of 
cleaning and improving the town. 

By a vote of the people a reeolation to sewer the town was carried 
and the system will be commenced this winter.

Hogs have been dying in large numbers daring tlie past two months 
of h(^ cholera. 

We have seven school- houses. 

No police station or jails or other pnblic buildings. 

The board takes charge aa soon as contagions diseases are reported 
and guards houses and premises, or, in cases of small-pox, removes to 
Bed Bank hospital. Vaooination is attended to in all cases. 

The township has been inspected and all coinplaints attended to.

Oar brard has held two meetiii^ thU year— Ai^oc* 3d and 
October ISth. 

In BDbmittiiig oar uuoal report, we can My Unt the firat qoarter 
of this year waa bealtbfal. Early in the seoond qnatter an epidemic 
of miamm appeared, Bheomatao and neaimlgio oomplioationa were 
qaite freqnoit, while long troaUes ooooncd len freqaently than in 
tfataar vintatiom of this malady. 

July, Angoat and September were notable months for the pren- 
lenoe of gaatro-oiterio troablea. Ande from a namber of cholera 
infantum cases, epidemic colitis, Bmnetimee developing into severe 
dysentery, bong tiie most frequent form, Tesolling, however, in only 
a few deatlu. The anoBiially hot, dry weather from Joly to October 
has no doabt been a prominent tiebat in the otnse of ibe above 
tronbles. One case of searlatina developed ia a boy of thirteea yeaie 
while on his vacation here from Kew York City, oonuneodng July 
18th. Two younger children belonged to this tiunily, but beoanae of 
thoroi^h preoaataonary measures did not take the disease. Isolation, 
antiseptic ointments, applied early and oontinnonaly ontil deeqnamation 
ceased, and lastly an antiseptic general shampoo, together with dieon- 
feotion of clothing, room and contents were means observed. 

A few cases of typhoid fever are reported oooarring sinoe August. 

A disease among swine, b^inning in June and oontinoing with 
unabated enei^ to this time, has taken the attention of our board of 
health more than other matters. Two veterinary surgeons have been 
called here, who pronounced the disease h<^ cholera. They held no 
post-mortems, bnt visited all farms where the disease was and saw a 
large number of sick pigs and hogs. Medicines of varioos kinds and 
quantities have been tboionghly tried with the universal oonoluaion 
that they are useless in this disease. 

There were two foci of development, one abqat a mile ont on the 
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"Froepertown nwd from ImlaTHtown, oodamng in June. From there 
it Bpread first Boatliv€Bt about thne-qiurtflrB of a mile down a creek 
which rtuiB through a meadow yrban t^e first siok hogs were kept 
after bdng taken siok; thenoe north to adjoining farms, and so from 
<Hie farm to another, yet the Ant &rm on tha west escaped until this 
month, October. The Sum m Uie east of where it first ocoorred 
'developed the disease about five weeks later, on Jolj 10th, and from 
thenoe the fiums one after another were visited b^ the diseaee, extend- 
ing to farms boUi north and south until it has reached Pro^Mrtowo, 
three md a hidf miles from where it first started. Angnat Itt three 
fiheep died on a &rm about one and a half miles ncnth of the nearest 
■point where this dimaee waft n^ng, that were left unbnried in a field 
vhere a heri of over fifty hogs and pigs were. Bazxards soon came 
-and fed upon the sheep, and in four or five days this herd of swine 
•broke ont with the disease, most all of which have died. In this 
vieinity Uie dead swine have been boried, ezoepting one hog, so &r as 
-onr bMrd ooald learn, bat the buzzards often found the dead animals 
ifirst, althoBgh the owners have looked them i^ from two to three 
times daily, as a role. 

The second focus of infection occurred close to the Burlington 
county line. In which county it occurred first I am not certain. The 
soil in most of this section where the diaeeee has been is dry, red shale 
or clay loam, 

T>oga have killed a large number of ground-hogs, which have been 
left in the fields until buzsards have eaten them up. On several 
farms where the fields were occupied by hogs, oiUbreaka of this disease 
have occurred in about a week after buzzards have been seen in the 
4elds, and I have no doubt have taken the disease in fields over 
which buzzards fiy frequently. 

Dogs have been seen with a bone from a pig, taken no doubt from 
-one dying of the disease and buried too shallow on a neighbor's farm, 
and in a. few days — four to seven days — the disease developed among 
^he swine of the owner of the dog. By further study and inquiry 
one could most likely find the sooroe of the exposure in most of the 
berds of swine in which this disease occntred. It is highly important 
ihat these outbreaks of so &tal a disease, with its great financial loss 
4o the owners of the animals, should be exhaustively investigated and 
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the beat meuu for oontrolli]^ the nnga of the pestilenoe ahonld be 
fooDcl. Borne legislative means ahoold be attempted for oontrolUng 
the disease. Binoe Jnae, or within about four months, the fiumere of 
this township have lost in the affeded district from 2& to 60 per oeiiL 
of their hogs and from 70 to 100 per cent of their pigs. Total deaths 
of iiogB ap to date abont 226, and of pigs over 1,300. Our local 
board of health ask the Stale Board of Health to lay the hog cholera. 
epidemic before the coming Lef^slatore at an early date, praying for 
the best means of legislative ud that can be rendered. 

We wish to say that our school board baa made important repairs 
in the sohool-hooses of the township, and their year's work has been 
very commendable indeed.

We have onderlaken this year to edncate oar people to the neces- 
sity of having the garbage removed at least twioe a week, and have 
«acoeeded very satisfactorily. As r^;arde oleaning of oesspooU, <&c,, 
-we order them cleaned whenever neoesaary, which work is done by a 
licensed Boavenger. 

There are two cemdmes, the keepers oonforming to all laws per^ 
taining to pablic health. 

It is somewhat diffionlt to get physiciana to report births promptly, 
and therefore I am anable to make monthly reports, as reqoired by 
the State Board. I believe all of our physioianB report all births, &o., 
-only they are sometimes negligent. 

We qnarantine all oases of contagions diseases, except in boosea 
where we are satisfied that the famiUes interested are careful. 

The board has just been presented with a bill for damages oansed 
by bnming snlphor candles in a clothing store after diphtheria, 
4167 ; oth^wise oar expenses will not reach ova $200 for this 
year, and never before have exceeded $160, half of which is horse 
hire. 

The health of the town has been remarkable, no contagion having 
spread. 

We have had a few oases of diphtheria in mild form, all of which 
have been stamped oat, and at the present writing there is not a oase 
of contagion in Uie whole town. 

If the local board of health ooold r^^te tJlie dealers of milk, all 
-of whom come from oatside Qm boandaries of the borongh, it wonld 
be mooh better for ns. 

There is a small center of oar town which is saffering very mach 
for proper sewen^. Cesspools fill ap with sar&oe water, and it 
is very hard to make them answer the ptvpose intended. There 
is a stream running through the town which hati been osed to some 
«xtent, but, being nnoovered, it is objeotionable, and has caused some 
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comment, and the board have been sooosed of being onitiir, bat wfr 
have a difBoult position to fill at beat, and do vhat we think beat 
for aU. 

Oar board haa given oonsiderable attention to the health of the- 
town this laat year, and think we see proof that it pa^.

The oolleotion of vital atatiatios hsa been slow. So many physi- 
cians do not hoow the township lines, or, knowing, do not oare, so

Ko oont^oufl diEeasea tbia year. The most prevalent disease haa 
been inflnenza, although not fatal, except in two or three cases, when 
it was followed by tabercnlosis.

In submitting their third annual report the local board of health 
of Mount Tabor beg to call your attention to the fact that thia board 
is now elected by the govemiog body of the place, according to law, 
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and ctmaieto of reeideota and propertj-owners of Moaot Tabor. 
Three members are elected to serve three years, two to serve two 
years, and two to serve one jtai. 

Semi-monthly meetings Iiave been held during the seasoa which 
-extends from June Ist to Ootober 1st. 

Periodical inspections have been made into the food and water* 
enpplies, and also a proper supervision has been kept over the system 
DOW in use for the disposal of waste iiom dwellingp. 

The osnal recommendations for the ohonges necessary to make 
-pablio dwellings conform to the regulations of the board have been 
presented to the authorities from time to time. 

The ordinanoes with reference to street-cleaning and the removal of 
fiarbage have been enforced with more thoroughness than in former 
years. 

Ad ordinance has been passed during the summer requiring the 
removal of all water-closets foond to be in an nnsanitary oondition 
and their repUcement by suitable ones before the beginning of another 



The plumbing ordinances have been for the first time enforced 
daring the present season. A drawn plan, with speGificalions signed 
by the owner, has been filed with this board before consent to altera- 
tions or new oonstruction has been given. Five such pUns have been 
approved and two have been condemned. 

The board has made a veterinary inspection of the milk herds in 
the vicinity of Tabor, and has obtained a signed contract from alt 
-dairymen selling milk within the joriediotion. The meat and vege- 
table-supply has been exceptionally good, competition in the latter 
-case having its nsual good effect on the quality of the material offered 
for sate. 

The amount of sickness is diminishing from year to year under the 
sanitary regulations, the number of cases lequiriog a physician's 
attention being only one-half what were found prior to the oi^aniza- 
tion of this board. 

There have not occurred thus far any cases of continned fever or 
-of oonlagiou, although some vigilance has Iwen neceseary on account 
of the close proximity of scarlet fever to our borders. One case of

Cesspools or vaults aie not cleaned dur- 
ing May, Jane, July, Angast and September, except by special permit 
froai the board, and no work of this kind can be done except by 
lioensed scavengers, who must first secnre a permit, use an odorless 
apparatus and remove the matter in air-tight veeeels. 

All animals and stables are nnder the supervision of the veterinary 
inspector, and no disease of cattle has been reported. 

It ia estimated that there are thirty-seven different manufactories in 
the mty. 

A new school building, to be known as No. 6, is in conrse of erec- 
tion. This is to be an eighteen-room brick building, with all modern 
improvements, with Smeed- Wills exhaust fan ventilating system, 
driven by an eight-horse gas motor. All schools are considered in 
good sanitary condition, excepting the system still used in the high 
school, which has been condemned by the board. 

We have an emergency hospital and dispensary, an orphans' hoice, 
and a day nursery. The main hospital will likely be commenced 
daring this year. A new hospital, St. Mar;V, hae been opened with 
sixteen beds. 

We have one police station, with four cells, supplied with city 
water and connected with sewer. 

There is one cemetery within the city limits. Burials are con- 
ducted by about twelve undertakers, securing permits from the regis- 
trar of vital statistics, who is not a member of our board. 

The health code has daring the year been revised and poblished. 
All health ordinances are strictly enforced. In cases of contagion! 
disease the house is quarantined by placard, which has proven very 
satisfactory. The health inspector has power to employ guards if 
necessary. Vaccination in the schools is compulsory and attended to 
by the board of education. 
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Pabsaio ConsiY— CbtUinwerf. 

Appropriation for 1895-6 was |2,600, to which may be added 
abont $1,000 from fines, lioecBea and feee. 

From October let, 1894, to October Ist, 1895, there were twenty- 
eight oases of scarlet fever and fifteen of diphtheria, a total of forty- 
three, of which five only died. > 

Last year the board secured the connection of seventy-two saloons 
with the aewer. They are all provided with arinals and closets. 
Namerons applications have been made to this board daring the past 
year for permission to dig vaaltfl for OQt>honeee, bat in all cases they 
have refused. 

We have added a new section to our code requiring rag-gatherers 
and jonkmen to seonre a lioense, and the number of same is required 
to be displayed upon the vehicle used, and where none is used then 
upon any bag or basket which may be carried. 

Onr greatest annoyance has been the condition of the Passaic river. 
We have taken into consideration all proposed plans of restoring the 
river to its original oonditioD, and have abont decided that the only 
way the object can be obtained is through legislation, compelling each 
city to take care of its own sewage, This is a subject which needs 
considerable agitation and one that should be held uppermost in mind 
by all boards of health of every city and town bordering on the 
Passaic river. If nothing is done and the river is allowed to remain 
in its present condition, which every year will be worse, there is no 
question that before another year or two some dreadful epidemic will

The past year has been an important one in the sanitaiy history of 
our city, fiesidee the regalar routine of the board, we have been 
sb]« to undertake new work of very important character. We have 
alao had the cordial co-operation of his honor, the mayor, and also of 
the other branches of the city government, as well as the sapport of 
the general pablio. There is certainly good reason for the belief that 
oar labors for the pablio health have been better appreciated t}ian 
ever before ; a more thorough understanding of the importance of the 
public health exists on the part of our citizens generally, and a better 
appreciation of the utility of the measarcs directed to that end. There 
ia also reason for oongratnlation in the email namber of deaths — 
1,766 — which have occurred during the year. This is the best record 
in the last four yean>, notwithetanding the fact that the population is 
■constantly increaang. The death rate — 17.48 — is phenomenally low, 
and is probably not equaled by any other city of this sixe in the 
country. To be sore, this rate is based on a population of 100,000 
inhabitants, which is only an estimate ; still it is probably correct, as 
at the same rate of increase as in the past, we would have more than 
that number. Granting, however, that our estimate is too lai^e, it 
•certainly is not enough out of the way to rob as of the lowest death 
rate ever known in this city. 

Coniagioug dineatea. — During the year we have had fewer cases of 
preventable disease than ever before since the organization of thb 
board in 1882, A comparison of the total deatbp, death rates and 
oases of preventable disease and deaths therefrom during the last five 
years will doubtless prove interesting.

A stadj of the above tables will certainly abow good groand for 
ooDgratalation on the part of this board. Our city is certainly 
beoomiDg a healthier place to live in, oar general death rate \b deGT«a»- 
iug and the preventable diaeaseB are coming more nnder control. 
With the increased facilities for the handling of these diteaf es which 
we hope to have at onr disposal daring the coming year, we can look 
forward confidently to a still better standing. It will be noticed in 
the table that six cases of small- pox developed dnring the year. All 
these cases came from outside of our city, and with the exception of 
two were entirely distinct and separate and occnred at different times. 
The two couaisted of father and son who developed the disease about 
tb<. flime time from the same exposure, which occurred in New York. 
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Pabsaic Coosty — Continved. 

All thcfle casea Tvere handled aooordiog to oar asnal nietliocls and sot 
a edngle Becondary case developed. A glance at the table will show 
that doriDg the last five years ite have had fifteen cases of small-poz. 
All of these oases were infected from ontaide, but two deaths occarred 
and not a single seooodary case developed. 

New eoniagioua diteaae kotpUal — After many years of effort we 
have now almost obtained onr reward in a proper hospital for the oare 
and isolation of cases of preventable disease. It has loDg been one of 
onr crying needs and has been recommended from year to year in our 
annaal reports. During the last session of the Jjegislature we suc- 
ceeded in having a bill passed empowering this city to issoe bonds for 
the bailding of such a hospital. The board of aldermen have taken 
advantage of that law and we hope to have buildings completed and 
in nse before next winter. The advantages of such an iostitotion to 
the city we believe will prove almost iacalcalable. It will provide a 
place for the care of those saffering from preventable diseases in 
boarding-honaei, hotels, institations and tenements, as well as for 
homeless persons, and servants and other employee living with their 
employers. In soch an institution patients will not only receive 
foftter oare than it wonld be possible for tbem to receive elsewhere, 
bnt the general public will be protected by the removal thither of 
persons who are a menace to the public health. I firmly believe 
also that it will prove only a question of time when persona saffering 
with oont^ous disease will be willing to leave their homes and go to 
the institution, not only on atwount of the better care to be obtained 
there, bnt also on account of the menace to the community due to 
thdr presence, as well as for Uie purpose of saving themselves and 
friends from the inconvenience and pecuniary loseei caused by the 
restrictive measures employed for the preservation of the public health. 
When we have advanced to each a point I can see no reason why we 
ehonid not bring this class of diseases under our almost absolute 
control. 

IngpeeUim of ecUUe and their trtrroundings. — A marked advance 
has been made in this respect during the past year. AU cattle and 
their surroundings are now iospected by a veterinarian and licenses 
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granted or refhsed on hia report. This gives us complete control of 
this branch of oar work, and will nndoabtedly reaalt in great good. 

Oarbage, — Onr garbage sjBtem baa been very satisfactory, both b» 
regards collection and disposal. In my opioioa a better system, taken 
as a whole, does not exist in the conntry to-day. Three tbonsand five 
bondred and eigbty^five tons of garbage were oolleot«d and rendered 
daring the year. Only nineteen oomplainle were received by this 
board, and investigation proved only ten of them to have any foonda- 
tion. Not a single complaint was received against the rendering 
works. 

Ptuaaie river. — In onr former reports allusion has been made to 
the condition of the Passaic river below the falls, caused by the dis- 
charge into it of the sewage of this city. Daring the past year a good 
deal of work was done to remedy the matter. Notices were served 
on this city by the boards of health of Acqnackanonck and Saddle 
lUver townships calling for the abatement of the nnisanoe within a 
given time. This city finding it impossible to ccHnpIy, the matter 
was carried by the township to the State Board of Health. Acting 
on the advice of the State Board a oonferenoe of the looal boards for 
the porpoee of ooDBidering the matter was held. At the meeting the 
position of the city of Paterson was explained ; that the discharge of 
sewage in the river was no doubt nnfortnnate ; that the city of Pater- 
son BuSTered from it more than any one else ; but that it was an att«r 
impossibility for this city alone and unaided to find a remedy. The 
condition of affairs having there been made plain to tbe representatives 
of the townships it was unanimously resolved to request the State 
Board of Health to have introduced into the State Legislataren bill 
calling for a Stete commission to investigate and report a system of 
sewage disposal for the northern part of tbe State. This bill was in- 
troduced as reqaeated but unfortunately did not pass. Undoubtedly 
the attempt will be made again at the next session, for tbe matter is 
a serious one and action on these lines eeeras tbe only solution.

ManningtoD township is in Salem county and adjoins the dty of 
Salem on the north and east Its population taken by the assessor in 
1895, was 1,931. 

It is a strictly rural township, having bat three or four small 
hamlets in it, whose inhabitants mostly work on the adjoining farms. 

Mannington baa a length of eight miles from east to west, and six 
and a half miles from north to south. Farms will aven^ over 100 
acres each in size. 

Clayaville is across Salem creek from Salem oily and has about 
230 inhabitants. Marlboro is the only post-town in the township. 

Msnnington is drained by Salem creek and its tribntaries ezclos- 
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Salkh CovsTr—Cbntmaed. 

ivlj, and to the fact of its being well drained, aod onr pure drinkinj^ 
water, taken from wella entirely, we attribnle onr freedom from all 
epidemic diseasea. Malarial afieotions that are always fonnd some 
time of the year where the land is wet and undrained, are almost an- 
known here. 

We have had no oases of anthiax or taberonlows among onr horses 
or cows reported to as this year, althoagb they have had an epidemic 
of anthrax in the adjoining county of Cumberland. 

There were a few anreported caaes of b<^ cholera in a section of 
the township in October. 

The Salem coanty almshouse is situated in Manningtoo township. 
It is managed by twelve trostoea, one from each township in the 
county, who are appointed by the board of freeholders and is subject 
to political changes. Each tmstee has it in his power to decide 
whether the siok and needy poor can be better taken care of and more 
economically at the township's expense, or to be sent to the almshouse 
at the expense of the eoonty. 

In reference to vaccination and contagions diseases we have never 
known but one case of small-pox in forty-fire years in this township, 
and that was contracted by a reaident in another state. 

From this absence of small-pox I think that vaccination is not as 
strictly attended to as it should be. Diphtheria ha? been wone in 
Salem this winter than for many years, and all ^e public schools were 
closed for three weeks and thoioaghly fumigated by the board of 
education. We have had only two cases in Maonington, and they were 
contracted by children from Ctaysville attending the pablio schools in 
Salem. That it was contracted there is proven by the fact that there 
is a colored school of fifty or sixty children within seventy-five yards 
of the bouse where the obildren died two months ago, and that there 
has not been a single case in that school or the village of Claysville.

three deaths and thirteen cases. All except two were traced to con- 
tact. One case being in a family of Rusaian Jews, and the parties 
being poor the board procured antitoxine, which was administered 
by the physician of the board with a satisfactory result. The board 
4ook vigorous measures at ones, quarantining and placing special 
officer to enforce it. 
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H(^-peD9 are the greatest, in fact about the only, nniBanoea we have^ 
and the board coDtemplates improving them next season. 

The board of health holds its meeting monthly with special meetings 
daring the beat«d term, and from close attention to matters before 
them many caoses of complaints have been removed the p^t year. 
The board requires reports when oommnaicable diseases occur in the 
distriot. Reports are regularly made, and when received are entered 
in a book, and immediate measures taken to assist the attending- 
physioian in finding the causes, which, when foand, are reported as 
speedily as possible. Although the ha&ti or its agents do not cleanse 
apartments after a oommunioable disease, they take all possible means- 
to see that proper cleaning and disinfection are performed by the 
owners of the dwelling infected.

In makiog onr annoal report for the past year we do Dot deem it 
neoesaarj to answer the lettered qaestioos io regular order, for the 
reason that in regard to very nearly all of them the answers woald 
ba exactly as given io preceding reports. 

The general health of this borongh has been very good, no 
epidemics of any kind having taken place. During September there 
were a few more oases of malaria and chills than asnat, and for the 
two weeks in this month a number of cases of measles, bat no fatal 
cases. Only one case of scarlet fever reported dating the year. 

The water-supply has not been very good nor abondant, owing to 
the long protracted draught. The waler company has no means of 
filtering the supply furnished the borough, and generally, after heavy 
rains, the water is very oily, and the borough council has ordered the 
board to have the water analyzed on the next occasion that it gets into 
this condition. 

The eevrers are not all in working order aa yet, although a good 
many of the house owners have made connections with them. The 
dash tanks empty themselves tnioe in twenty^four hours and serve 
their purpose very well. The pumping station is now being built, so 
that in case of high water in the river the lower sections of the sewer 
will not be flooded. 

Very few complaints of nuisances have been made daring the year, 
and in all oases complaints have been promptly investigated by the 
inspector and immediately remedied.

A large majority of the hoDses in the boroogb have open wells for

A public sapply is famiehed by the Somerville and Baritan Water 
■Company by pumping the river water into a standpipe 140 feet high. 
The water is as thoroughly filtered as it can well be, having one of 
ithe beet filtering systems, with an abundance of filtering surftce. The 
water is aofl, has no metallic taste, and it is always clear onless the 
river is very muddy for several days in succession, under which 
-ciionmslaocefl it sometimes happens that It cannot be thoroughly 
^filtered, but will have a slight color. 

The filters are washed ev^ry day and oftener when needful. 
There is no pollution entering the rivs above the intake of the water 
works. 

From onr partial examination of all properties in the borough we 
'report 141 properties ; 33 have city water, 104 open wells, 92 dstems, 
16 water barrels. When our canvass is complete, we hope to have 
reliable faxAs in reference to the water-supply of the borough. 

The greater portion of the yilli^ has natural slope enough to 
>drain quite thoroughly, but a portion on north side of Main strert is flat 
and is not, as yet, sufficiently drained either naturally or by sewers.

There are a few small 
districts that have private sewers to the river. A few people have- 
oesspools, and many throw all slope on the surfaee. 

We have no pablio grounds, save the school property, a fine, large 
gronnd, beautifully shaded, and the engine house property and town 
hall. All are in good condition and carefully looked after as to 
sanitary condition. Nearly all houses have oeUars, and a very few 
have basements that are used as living rooms. 

Foarteen out of 106 dwellings on south side of Main street have- 
more than two familiee. 

Our bnunees places are largely lighted by gas or eleotrioity. Main- 
street is lighted by gas, all other atreela by gasoline lamps of a very* 
excellent kind. 

Refuse material is la^^y thrown out and carted away at intervals.- 
Excreta, in most cases, is received in out-hooses and carted away 
occasionally. A few have fail aooommodations by connections witb^ 
public sewer. 

No markets. Oar grocery stores and batcher shops are frequently 
inspected and generally fonnd clean and free from all decaying matter. 
All this is carted from the borough. 

There have been no prevalent diseases among aoimals. There is- 
no register of persona keeping animals. 

Oar slaaghter-houses are frequently inspected and are in a clean 
condition. 

We have two large woollen mills, two lai^ fonndaries with 
machine shupe, one paint mill, two Boar mills, one carpenter and 
builder shop, two blaoksraith and carriage repair shops. 

We have one public school of six departments, and one parochial 
school of four departments. Suildings are both of brick, well heated 
with steam, ventilated only by windows, but otherwise in good sanitary- 
condition.

The public wster-sapplj, of which mention was made in the reports 
from this board last year, is a gravity system and was completed 
September 1st.

The water has been examined by a competent 
analyst and pronoanoed of excellent quality, both for domestic and 
mechanical purposea.

It is anfortanate lliat there is no official Bapervision of plnmbbg- 
now that so mnoh new work is bdng done. 

The disposal of garbage, n^leoted oat-houses and cesspools have 
been the source of several oompIaintB to the local board. In all cases 
a notice to abate has been complied with, though a few ofidnders have 
been a little slow to act. 

There have been several meetings of the board daring the past ^ear,. 
and sanitary matters have been ^ven more attenUon than formerly. 
A code of ordinances has been adopted. It is iar from being all that 
is desired, but seems the best that could be had under the present 
oircumstanoes. 

Vital statistics have not been as promptly uor as fully collected as- 
they shoald have been. 

No disease has been especially prevalent this year. Two cases of 
membranous croup, evidently diphtheritics, both of which proved fatal 
have been the only serioas cases of communicable diseases in the town, 
that the writer is aware of. These oases ooonrred in widely-separated 
iamilies and at intervals of several months. The patients were isolated, 
and the apartments disinfected under the superintendence of th& 
attending physician. This locality is remarkably free from zymotic 
diseases at all times. The writer has known of but two cases of 
typhoid fever in this town of 3,600 psople during the five years he 
has practiced medicine here, and of severe cases of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and malaria there have been still less. 

The special inqniriee for 1895, I regret to acknowledge, mast 
receive n^ative answers. Bills of board are to be paid from town 
fuuds. Most of these have not yet been presented, and therefore the 
amounts cannot be given.

The sanitary work of the beard of health daring the year has been 
along tbe usual lines. 

A careful watch has been kept over the bonndariee under its control, 
and the inspector appointed by the board has performad the ueceBBary 
duties falling to him. 

During the twelve mouths, from October 1st, 1891, to October lat, 
1895, be has made inspections from house to house and served notices 
for abatements of uuisanos where Beceeaary. Permits have been 
issued for emptying 699 cesspools and for cleaning out aud disinfect- 
ing 395 privy vaults. 

The proposed sewen^ system referred to in last year's report is 
now well under way and the " irrigation " system for the disposal of 
sewerage matter has been adopted, and the necessary area of ground 
purchased by the city for the erection of the sewer beds. 

Tbe city has been free from epidemics. The phyaicians have 
promptly reported all contagions dsseaaes, which have been com- 
paratively few, and confined to scarlet and typhoid fevers and diph- 
theria. There have been 244 deaths from all caoses, including ten 
from diphtheria. 
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ArrangemeatB have been made for coDveymg all dead animals in a 
oloaed vehicle and disposiDg of them oatside the taij limila. 

The board of health has prepared and passed an otdinaDoe regulaliiig 
and governing plnmbing, drainage and ventitiUion as applied to 
bnildiogs within the city limits.

During the past year a portion of Linden township, comprising a 
territory of four square miles and containing a population of 1,350, 
was set aside and constitnted into the borongh of Boselle, and for the 
period of time mentioned it has been generally healtbfnl and especially 
free from oontagious diseasra.

Daring the past season a complete ijitem of eewenge to tide-wator 
has been oonstraoted, which will reenlt in the almost total abolish- 
ment in a short time of the cesspool system heretofore neoessary. 

Yftocination is very generally performed. The water-snpply i» 
excellent, a large proportion of the houses in the thickly-settled 
portioD of the borongh osiDg the water of the Union Water Co.^ 
which has its artesian wells located at Netherwood, the remainder draw- 
ing their sapply from wells. No oases of disease have arisen which 
ooald be traced to that soaroe.

1. Be it IBAcriD by the 3m<Ue and General Auembly of the Stale of Nm 
Jertey, Thtt eTsr; phjaiciftn ahall, within twalva hoara tStti hia £[it profewiooal 
fttt«iidftnce upon knf peraon who ii inffariDg from chslora, yellow feTW, tjrphtu fever, 
lapiOBy, pUgaa, trichinoeie, unallpox, varioloid, entarlo (or typhoid) fever, dipb- 
Iheria, membraDoas oroap, eoulet fever, or any other eontigioiu, infectiooa or com- 
moniuble diieue* whieh hereafter mey be pabliely declared by the state board of 
health to be preventable and ipeeiatly dangeroni to the pnblio health, report each 
■iekntu to the clerk of the local board of health having jariediation over the territory 
within which ench iicknsae may be, or if BQcb local board of health ehall have 
deeignated eome other offloer thereof to receive inch reporla, then to eneh ofGcer, 
which report shall be in wriUog, iigned by inoh phjstoian, and shall set forth the 
name, age and preoiie location of the person lofFariDg from inch diiaaee ; and every 
hoDse-owner or homeholder who know* that any person living, dwelling or being in 
any building nnder bii ooctrol is affected by any of the contagions, icfaotiona or com- 
mnnicable disease* hereinabove specified or referred to shall, when no phyiician hu 
piofeesionally attended sncb sick person, within twelve honn after discovering the 
same report the fact in writing to the lame peiton and in the same manner m any 
physician attending snoh sick person would be required (o do as hereinabove set 
forth ; and on the thirtieth day of Jane and the thiity-first day of December in each 
and every year every physician, home-owner and honseholder making any report or 
reporte a» in Ihii section reqaired. shall be entitled to receive from the officer to whom 
each report or repotti shall have been made during the preceding six months, a cer- 
tificate in writing nnder the hand of snch officer, setting forth the number of namM 
of persons reported to have been affected with any of the diieagea hereinabove 
specifically named or referred to, which certi&cate when preaented by sncb physician, 
hoose-owner or honseholder to the proper diaborsing officer of the city, boioagh, 
town or other local municipal government or township within which sach affaoted per- 
son may have been, shall entitle snch physician, honse-owner or honseholder to 
receive from each disbnrsing officer the enm of ten cents for each and every name by 
snch certificate certified to have been reported, ontsas snch notification shall be fonnd 
to have been erroneous; and any physician, boose-owner or householder who shall 
refuse or neglect to perform the duty hereinabove reqaired of him shall be liable to a 
penalty of fifty dollars. 

2. AndbtitenaeUd, That the faetaeontained in every reportSled with tbeclerk or 
other officer of any local board of health, pnrmaat to the provisions of the first section 
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of this Mt, shftll be antered bj the oSen to whom tb« ume ibftll ba d*livar«d in » 
tnok kept ezclnsivsl; for thftt pmpo«e, which book ah&U b« (iibject to the iiup«ction 
of the local bowd of health and its proper officers, and to the state board of healtii 
and iti officers onlj; the officers of the local board of health to whom loob report 
ehall be deliTeied, knd wbcaa daty it ii to make record of the same, as in this section 
above set forth, ihall alio, at least once in each week, and dailj when leqnired bj 
the elate board of health, transmit the facts stated therein by mail to the board of 
health of the state of New Jeieey, at Trenton, and shall forther keep the eaid state 
board of health eonilantly informed concerning the meesnru which are employed by 
the local board of health lo prevent the spread of the diseaaei in inch reports men- 
tioned which facts and information shall be conveyed to the said state board of health 
in writing, and opon inch blank forms as may be fnrniihad by the said state board of 
health ; any officer whose dnty it is to make any report to said state board of health, 
as in this section above provided, and who aeglecti or fails to perform snch dnty, 
shall be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars for each and every snch neglect or failore 
of dnty. 

3. And be U enaded. That it shall be nnlawfnl for any common carrier to acceptfor 
transportation, or to transport or carry within this state any person affected with any 
of the contaf^ons, infectioos or commonicabls diseaiea named or rBferred to in the 
first section of Ihii act, or any infected article or articles ef clothing, beddicg or other 
property whatsoever, or ihe body of any person who shall have died of any of said 
contagions, infections or commnnicable diseases, except the same be enclosed in an 
faermeticaLj sealed casket, and except a license for snch transport be first obtained in 
writing from the local board of health of Ihe monicipalily or township in which the 
said infected person, infected articles or dead body may be located ; and any common 
carrier knowingly violating any of the provisvoni of this ssction shall be liable to a 
penalty of ons bandied dollars. 

4. And be it maeled, That if the boaid of health of the state of New Jersey shall 
aecertain any vaccine virar, antitoxin or other animal product sold or offered for sale, 
or held for sale or nie within this state for propbylaotic or remedial pnrpoees, to b« 
dangerons to hnman health, or so impure or inert as to be inefficacions in rendering 
inunnne or lees snsceptible to diaease any psnon in whom inch product may be nsed, 
it shall be lawful for the said board of health of the state of New Jersey to prohibit 
the farther sale or use within this state of any vaccine vimi, antitoxin or other ani- 
mal product, as aforesaid, manufactured or produced by the party who shall have 
mannfactnred or produced snch dangerous, inert, impnre or inefficacions prodnct; any 
person who ihali, after such prohibition, and with knowledge thereof, sell, or offer for 
sale or use, or offer for use within this state any snch prohibited product, shall be liable 
to a penalty of one hnndred dollars, 

6. And bi it enacted, That any penalty incurred under any of the provisions of the 
first, second, third or fourth aections of this act may be recovered in an action npon 
contract, inany court of record within this state, for thense of the state of New Jersey. 

6 And be it enaeled. That this act shall take effect immediately.

Without an orderly system, however, all record-keeping is drudgery, and if mistakes 
and errors are allowed to creep in, the whale sabject asBamee a most dtstastefol 
character.

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Thwe blank! art printed on thsets tan inchw long and twenty iOEhes wida, and 
one hnndred diMlB are Btrongly hovanA in book form. For tha parpoaa of nuking the 
record* qoickly available in tracing a few of tha mora praralant diaeuaa, colored ink* 
are wed. Diphtheria ii recotdad in blna ink, and uarlat fever in red. 

To add to tha fitcilitj of keeping oonitantly before tha aye of the proper offioar the 
number and location of all caeai of comminioabla diieaaa, tha board of health of the 
city of Newark records all snch traaea npon a chart or map by the nae of colored pina. 

It ia hoped that a friendly rivalry may ariae among local health officers to improvs 
and perfect the methoda above deaoribad.

If in every sanitary diatrict in the State the local health antboritiaa had faithfully 
applied the wall-establisbed methods (isolation, disinfection and vaccinatioa) for pr»> 
venting Uie apraad of the diseases named in the foregoing table, at least fifty per 
cent , or more than five thoniand bnman lives, conld have been saved. 

The hearty co-operation of the relatives, friends and attendanta. in oaaaa of prevent- 
able diaeaaa, to reetrict it aa far as poaiible, would atilt fnrthar diminish the death 
rate from theae paatileccea. 

OLEANSINO SOHOOL-HOUSES. 

Becent observation has shown that diphtheria ii laaa prevalent during vacation 
periods than dnring the school terms, and tha laata brought oat tally with th» 
opinions and conolniione heretofore entertained concerning the mode of commnnicat- 
iog thia tanible diaaaaa. It ia spread throngh short distanoee only, and mainly by 
contact between infectiona particlaa and the mncons membranes. When children 
are maaaed together in large nambara in acbool bnildings the danger is great that 
some one of them may be carrying the bacilli of diphtheria abont in Uiroat and nose, 
and that the infectiona material may be amearad npon door-knobf, haod-rails, slates, 
books, lead pencils, deeks and £oora. 

Assnming that no child will catch the disease nnlaea tha bacilli are actnally planted 
directly npon the lips or tongne, it is not difficult to believe that anch tranafer from 
door-knob, alate, deak, Ai,, doe* in each case occnr. The fingara and the month are ia 
very intimate relation in tha caae of nearly every school child, and herein lies & 
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€aggeitio& for bjgifnie iiulraction. No child of ichool iiga ii too f onng to lecKTS 
iritb adv»Dt*gB bhe goip«l of eloftoliDtM.

C*ii we azpeot leaa frcqaent Mid exteuive contamiDatioti ia ihe cwa of diphtheretie 
ditchugea? Thebaet mi aaftat protwtion agaioat the ipcead of thia di a aaae Baemi 
to lia in the following mauDiea : 

1. BacMiiologieal eiaminationa in tha cue of coavaleecente, and ia the caiee of 
penong known to have been expoead to the inftotion, to learn when the bacilli b»v« 
«eaeed b) be preient 

2 Iiolation of all aSeoted paraoni daring tba infeotive period, 

3. The immediate dattmation or efficient disinfection of all diicbargea from the note 
•nd throat of infected poraoni and the thorongh disinfection of infeotad artictee and 
pramiief. 

Until the firat and aaoond of thee* meaanrea ahall hare been more effeetQallj 
Applied than jet iapotsible, aebool boards can do eomething toward ctajingtbeepread 
of tbia diuaie by applying the third of the above ennnerated melhoda aa far aa it is 
practioKble in the care of aohool bnildiaga. 

Not only diphtheria, but alio aoailat fevar and the great white plagoe ileelf (oon- 
eomption), wonld be reatrieted to aome extent by carrying out the following simple 

SutfffOStlotiB for OlectoBlDs School BuildlngB. 

1. Each day after the achool ia dismiaaed (be janitor ia to eortib with hot water, 
«oap and a stifF aornbbing binah, all parts ,of doois, casings and other woodwoik 
which can be touched by the hands of the ahildran, inolnding scats and deeka. 

2, The floor abonld be in good repair and withont open oraeka or crevices. It 
ehoQJd be sprinkled daily before beiog iwept. 

d. Lead pencila (there ihoold be no alatea) ihonld every day be immersed in a five 
per cent, eolation (1 to £0) of carbolic acid, and wiped dry. 

4 The diScalty attending the deaoaing of books abonld caase great care to ba 
taken by teachais to prevent books from beiog passed from hand to hand, or toncbed 
by anyone except the ohild to whom they belong or to whom they may be asaigned. 
Books which have been need by a papil who is auEFering from any one of the com- 
manioable diseases sboold be dsatroyed by fire. 

5. Daring each vacation the walls and weodwoik, inolndiig doora, deski and floon, 
«hoald be sprayed or sprinkled with a solntion of bichloride of mercary (1 to 1,00C) 
applied with a garden pnmp and sprinkling pot, and the windows should be kept open 
to admit great flooda of sanligbt and pure air. Finally, acrab with clean water. 

6. Water coolers are ondean and anntceisary. They shonld not ba allowed in 
achool bnildinga, Teachen eboald inttract children bow to cleanse drinking cn^s 
before nee. 

7. Individaal aeata and desks abonld be provided in every achool. 

8. Light and airy doak-rooma shoald always ba provided, and hooka shonld be ao 
MpaMted that the garments of different papila will not come into contact. 
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LBOiL DIPPIOULTIES IN SANITARY WOBK. 

The enforeemeat of health oTdiDancea hu been attanded with mncli difficulty in 
lome localitiM id New JerBsy, and manj iinibi iiBtitatwl b^ looal boards to lecnre th» 
abatement of [luiBancGi hav3 been loit. Them fulaiei have not occQired beeaasa of 
any fault in the law, bnt have generuUj beeo dae to loms error in framing the local 
ordioaBM, or to some oversight in the manner of bringing the eait Bach looal biard 
■eeme to be baying its own eiperisnce in thie direction, and, althongh the mietake* 
which caDtinne to trip up the legal proceeding of health boards have probably all 
previonaly been dj^oovered in Bome otiier locality at mora or leea coet to the pnblio 
treasury, yet there baa apparently been little commnnioation between the three han- 
dled and eighty-six sanitary districle of the State coDceininB the pitfalle which lie in 
the way of obtaining jndgmenti for' the violation of ordinaneee. 

In this eeriae of circnlari will be published fiDte relating to this eabject when tbsy 
are reported to the State Board of Health, and which may leem to have a general 
bearing. 

The eabjoined letter may be of service to eome other board than the one wbictt 
foand itself in the helpless poeition described. 

The necessity for a snit in this case was owing to the introdnction of a latrine thirtjr 
feet loBg into the cellar of a new pnblic school building.

Of Lhe section, hence It could not be enforced against 11. 

Becond. Tbe ocdinancB Is so drawn that it does not permit you to designate or control tho 
particular system of besting and ventilation songht to be used In a building This will {be- 
apparent by tbe most cursory glance at the section, so that further detail Is □□necessary. 

There Is no doubt, however, of your right to control these subjects under tbe law. and I would 
advise that you so amend tbe present ordinance tlist It shall cover these and other defects that- 
mlgbttw found.

L recent inspection of the Hndson consty penitentiary has again drawn attention 
to the advant^es of a well conducted backet ayatem for aae in lhe eelli of prisons. 
In the Snake Hill institntion, many of the cells have been fitted np with water* doselSr 
yet in one wing of the prison hackete are still need. After an eiperience of many 
years, and the employment of buckets of varioos Biz«s, shapes and material, braia 
kettles have finally been adopt«d by the warden as the most snitable receptadw for

* brui cover. At tbe piUooen much to tbsir celU ftt night, swh ona picks up m 
olean kettle uid plaf^ei it in hii celL In tbemoiDiDg, wbenthecalliu'efirBtniilocked, 
Mwh priioner t»lie*liii kBtUsBiidniarchM with hiiiqmd to the river, where the kettles 
•le emptied. The kettlsi ue then carried to the cleAQing-honae, where two or thiee 
pritoner* ue eonatutlj amployed in WMhing ftad ecooring the kettlee and coven. 
When the oleraing procCH ii Sniihed the kettlee ue odorltai, $.jtA they ahine like 
minors. 

Gompue this lyBtem with the plMi in operation in ths New Jettcy Btate Priwin, in 
Trenton. In the old wing of the Btate Prison a line of Mwer pipe tiue beneath etch 
tier of cell*, and in each cell is placed a hopper- closet, with no ttap-and without any 
fluihing device. A rode wooden cork or ping ii need by the ptieonen to keep oat the 
uwer gu. Water ia brought in paila to flash the hoppers after nse. 

Bnt even when a properly oonstracted and well flushed hopper water-closet is placed 
in a small nnvsntilatsd room, it is sure to give offense, as every experienced peieon 
knows, and plumbing ordinances gsnerally require that svsry apartment oontiining a 
waler-doset shall have a window opening to the oatsr air or to a ventilating shaft No 
matl«r how well eonslmcted a watei-oloeet may be, it will create a naisance if it is 
placed in a prison cell. 

The same may be said of all drainage fiitnrei, and neither washbowls nor sinks 
ehoald be placed in cells. There shoald bs no drain-pipe nor water-service pipe 
either in or near to any snch cali. 

Have no water in the cslU except drinking water, bat provide a wash-room in a 
suitable location, and for qbb during the day time sapply water-olosela in an annex, 
if possible.

A CORPSE ■WITHHELD PROM BURIAI* 

Bftjroniw wu TMsatlj the Mane of mi oooariuiea which has interest for hstltit 
officers. 

The history of tha cam ii u follows : The body of % young mtn, Franklia M. 
Lockman, aged twenty-fonr, wai found at the foot of a stairway leading to the eeller 
of tha hardware store of J. Levileh, No. iTO Avenoe D. The first inference as l» 
MQsaof death was that there had beanfonl play, buttheooan^phjeieiandeeicledthak 
death was dne to a fractured skull caused by a fall. The body waa rem»Ted ta 
Bonth A O'Brien's Mo^ue, but afterward was taken to the home of Howard L. 
Lockman, the father. 

For the porpoae of performing an aniopsy, the body was taken back to the morgue. 
The father made some arraDgement with Booth aa to barial, and the onderlaker began 
preparations. As there was an existing obligation on the part of Howard Lockman, 
the tudertaket asked for ssonrity, which could not he obtained. 

A poise was made ap by friends of the daoeassd, hnt the amount was not soffident' 
for as ezpsDsive a foneral as had hsen ordered of Roulh. The father then asoettaioed 
thatanothsr undertaker would bury the body for a snm within tho anonnt raised by 
the friends. He therefore went to Bonth and connteinianded the Miginal order anil 
offered fifteen dollaxi to pay for eipenaes already incnrred, bnt the ttndertaker refused. 
•B he averred that the expense had been moch greater. 

Acting on Lockman's orders, Undertaker Dempsey sent two men to Undsitakec 
BoDth for the corpse. The latter refnsed to surrender it. 

Oonnielor Van Boakirk seryad an order on Bonth, but, aa it was not offieia], itww 
ignored. Jndge Hudspeth issued an order that if Roolh was holding the body as a 
morgne- keeper, he shaald give it to Lockman. This order was aleo ignored. Thft 
matter was again brouffht to the atteniioo of the coort, bat it was dadded that th» 
oonrt bad do jurisdiction. 
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Tha dity hulth officar wm than notified that &« bod^ wu baing ratainad in 
Tiolation of Aitida VIII., aection 114, of the sanitary oode, which reads u foUowi: 
"That no penon ihall allow to ba retained, nnbniied, the dead body of aoy haman 
being for a loogei time than four dayi, or, where death hag been oaosad by a con- 
tagions diaeaae, for a longer time than twenty-foor honn after the death of each 
pereoD, without a permit from thii bond, which permit ehall specify the length of 
time sach bodf maj be retained nDboricd, * * * and any penon or perione 
violating any of the provision of tbit eeotion ehall be liable to a penalty of forty 
dollars." Tbe officer thereon mode complaiDt in the recorder's conrt. This ease was 
idjonmed, bnt waa ar^ed later, when the decision wae in favor of the undertaker, 
OS the health officer had not visited tbe morgae and oonld not ewear that tbe body waa 

Bonth & O'Brien then offered to barj the body, bnt tbe father refaaed. Finally 
they notifiedhimthatthaywereready to larrender the body, and, accordingly, it waa 
delivered to Daniel Dempssy. The body was held by Mtaara. Ronth A O'Brien for 

nine days. They finally delivered it on advice of oonnsel, became they could not 
keep it indeGoitely, nor conld they bnry it withont the consent of the parent. 

In addition to this there is no property in a dead body, and it cannot be held for 
debu. 

The history of this case shows that until (he Legielatnre ahall take some further 
action in reference to this enbjeet the only control which can lawfully ba exerciied 
over the bnrial of the dead, nnder cirennutaocea similar to those above related, is to 
be fonnd in Chapter 68 of Lawe of IHS?, Section 13, aub-section 16. This act permit* 
local boards of healtii to make ordinances " to regulate the burial and disintermeat of 
human bodies." Tbe Bayonne ordinance above quoted gave all necessary authority 
to cut short the objectionable proceedings, bnt the attempt to enforoe it proved abortive 
becanse of irregularity in presenting testimony. 



LABORATORY OP HVaiBNE. 

The traatees of the College of New Jersey have anthorixed the erection and equip- 
ment of a laboratory of hygiene. By an arrangement with the Board of Health of 

the State of New Jersey, the facilities which this department of the college will afford 
for baoteriological di^noeis can be made available to local boards of health and to 
practitioners of medicine throngbont the State. 

Tbe advantage which will be placed within the reach of the citizens of New Jeney 
by such on eetabliahmenC can hardly be overtstimated. Diphtheria is most often 
spread by persons who are not known to be carriers of the LoeSer bacillus, and 
medical men are to-day in accord in the opinion that true diphtheria and eome of the 
milder affections of the throat cannot be positively distinguiebed in the earlier etagee, 
eicept by the aid of bacterioli^ioal methods. 

If every physician conld have the ready sseistance of a com^tent bacteriologist in 
making diagnoses in donbtfnl oases, he would, as a routine precantion, isolate 
cases of sore throat which at all resemble diphtheria and await a report from the 
laboratory. Such a course would undoubtedly result in saving a large nnmber of 
livee annually. It is estimated that in New Jersey not lees than nine bnndred per- 
HiiB, or about two-thirds of those who die from this .disease, might be saved. Id 
cats* of incipient consumption, early diagnoses, which can only be made witb 
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In M7<r«l stttM the dikgnoaie of garm diieusa is oondQctad gcftlDitooil; nndsr 
govaronienUJ dictction. Mid lh« giwd rMnlti (JtnuIj ftttained give pronuM that, with 
wider applioktioni of tba mvtbod* of thia depArtmuit of koowledge, eomputtin 
immaDity from thM« hitharto iotnctkbte diuMM will be Bscnrad.

SHOULD THE] TJNITBD STATES MAILS BE USED FOR CON- 
VEYING- SPBOIMBNS FOB BAOTERIOLOGIOAL FiXAMTNA- 
TION? 

Abont the lat of April, 1S9S, an item was printed in tba New York Mtdiaal Bteord 
which drew attention to a rnle of the Post-Office Department which ezclndee from the 
mails " diiease germs, discbarges of any kind from diseased persons, or other things of 
like character, no matter how secniely pat np." 

The New Jersey State Board of Health was then jaet ready to proceed with the es- 
tablishment of a laboratory far bacteiiologicsl diagDoeis, for the pnrpose of assisting 
physioiana, local boards of health and school officers, in the early detection and posi- 
tive identification of 8aspecl«d cases of diphtheria and consumption. 

The following letter of inqniry was therefore sent to the Post master- General:

Trenton, N. J , April eth, 1895. / 
Talht PmlmiattT-GenfTal, IVoeAinjWn, D. C; 

Dear Sir— This bosrd has voted to cslabllBh a laboratory fur bacteriological 
diignoeis, and the erection of a building for that purpose has been authorized by the 
Trustees of the College of New Jersey, in Princeton. It is intended to provide for the 
eiatnination of solid and semi-soHd tissues in casee of auspecled diphtheria and 
tuberculoeis. This service ia to be performed gratis, and the privilege of sending 
specimens is to be extended to every pbyeician in New Jersey. The use of the 
mails for conveying specimens is an essential feature of this undertakiig, and our 
atteniion has just been called to a statement to the effect that a rule has been made 
t>y the Fost-Office Department forbidding the use of the mails for carrying lisenca 
from diseiBBed persons. We desire to learn if such an order has in fact been made, 
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■nd if thftt be the cam, to rwpectfullj uk for the further consideration of tlM 
DuUter. 

We believe that k miiliDg ewe c«o be devised whfoh will ftdmit of the transpor- 
tetiop of solid oreemi-Bolid uiimal tiwueein the mails without risk of coDtuniootiDf 
other majl matter, evea if the mail pondi should be crushed.

— The French poetal anthoritica hava re- 
cently pnbtished regnlations for the tianemitsioD of false membranaa, Ac., bj post in 
France. They may only be sent i& a thick glass bottle, tightly corked and scaled. 
•nrroonded with wadding and pnt into a solid metal box. which in its torn is to b« 
inclosed in a well fitting wooden box This must be legibly addrcased and labeled 
' Diphtheritic blie membranes,' and may only be sent to the lostitnte Pastenr or to- 
one of the recc^ised provineisi laboratories." 

Believing that no daogsr whatever will attend the proper handling of these tisanes^ 
and enooDraged by the action of the Frsnch postal anthoritie*, the Sew Jersey Stat* 
Board of Health has erased a specimen mailing package to be prepared for the con- 
sideration of the Foatmastei-Qeneral. 

The following rtiolation was adopted by the Medical Society of New Jersey, Jnn» 
26th, ISSBi 

Whbrkab, An order of the U. S. Poetal Department pnjvidee that the mails ahalt 

not be used for the tranamiasion of diseased liasueH; and leheraie, specimens- 

snilable for bacteriological examination can, when inclosed in proper packages,. 

be transported in the mails without endangering ihe health of persons who may 

handle ihem ; atuf v/heriat, bacteriological eiaminations in cases of diphtheria 

and certain other infectious diseases constitute an invaluable defenee agiuust the 

spread of communicable affections by providing an exact method for early and 

accurate diagnosis ; therefore, be it 

Baolved, That the Medical 8odety of the State of New Jersey hereby reBpoctfully 

reqneets the Poatmaster-General to so modify the order now in force that specimens 

of diseased tissuee,when properly inclosed in approved mailing packsgee, may b» 

admitted to the mails fbr transportation to Stale and municipal laboratories.

After axperimental constrnction of rsoeptaclas niitable for conveying spseimens cfr 
diseased tissnea through tha mails, the one here described has been wlectad by thia* 
board aa being appropriate for this pnrposa. This package consists of, 

(I.) A strong glass bottle having a capacity of three dranu. The bottle u provided 
with a metal screw cap, made water tight by means of a mbber washer. 

(II, } The bottle ia packed in abaorbant cotton, in a tin box two inchaa in diameter 
ana fenr inchea long. 

(III.) The whole is then inserted, top first, into a second box lined with heavy 
paper felt. BoUi boxea have metal sorsw caps, with mbber washers to render them 
water tight. The outer box is covarad on its onlsida with paper felt, one qasrter oF 
an bch in thickness. The whole package weighs twelve onnoea, and the poetags upon 
it will therefore be twelve cents. The cost of uiese packages by the thousand will bo^ 
ten oenta each. If the bottle is filled with water and placed nncovared, in its box, 
and Che packsga ia then inverted, the cotton at once abeoibi all of the water, and not u. 
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•drop Mn b« povTed oat of tha box. If tb» bottle w fiUtd with watar uid pUoad ia 
4ii« pftcktga BDd the package ia then Btmok with a himmer until it u oompl«talj 
4)Tok«ii down no watwr eaoapM. If the paokige ii enubed by pUdng it beneath a 
onoTing cat wheel, no water eecapet.

One of the reanlt* of the ichoo! taw of 1S94 hat been to caoie many new mnnici- 
palitiea to ■pring into ezieteQCB, not leu than twanty-Gve new botoogha having been 
■etabliihad in Bergen county alone. Eash of theee newly-inoorpocated boroughs be- 
-<amefl at onoe a leparate iBiiitary dutriot, and the organiiation of a local board of 
health is one of the datiae davolTing apon the mayor and council. 

This piocedore ii anthoiized and required by Section 9 of Chapter LXVIII. of 
LawB of 1S<<7. 

The followiug form for an ordinance ie anggeited for adoption by the gOTMming 
body of the mnnioipaUty, and it i« the Gnt etep to be taken in the creation of a local 
board of health :

The board of hsalthmaf now procnd to elect a president from among ita own mem- 
bers, and also a clerk (or sBcrstary), medical officer, sanitary inspector and leg strar 
of vital statistics. 

One of the Gist steps for thalo;a1 board to taks is to make rules for the direction of the 
work of the ioapector. The beet service which can be performed by this officer is to 
lyatematicallj obterve and record all conditioni affecting health which exist on everj 
premises in the sanitary district which is under (he lootl botrd's jnrisdiction. One 
street after another shonld be taken up in turn, anl every building ebonld be ei~ 
•mined suffioisntlj to learn all that relates to its sanitary history and condition 
These facts shonld be recorded o3 blanks oonvenienlly arranged for the purpose. On 
page SES of this circnlar will be foand euggestions for making these records. 

Ordioanees sboald be prspared anl adopted by the board, for, although action caib 
be taken for the abatement of nuisances, Jcc., under the law, without regard to ordi- 
saooes, yet vary many matters of great importance to the health of every oommuDity 
c«n be reaohed'oaly through the enforcement of snitable ordinances. By sending to- 
the clerks of the old-astabliihed boards in ths State, copies of the ordinances whiclk 
have been fonnd to be nssfalcan bs obtainsd.

The foregoing referencea ahow that the lawa plaoa open looal boardi of health the 
'daty of r^olating the borial, dialntennent and transportation of (ha bodies of the 
•dead, and it ia dear that city deika hare only a ohanoa relation to tbaaa matten 
fiat when boarda of health neglect to appoint a leoorder or regiatrar of vital atatiatiee, 
4hen the law aayi the city olerk ihall perform this aarrice. 



RBOOBDINa RBFOBTS OF OOMUnNIOABLB DISBASES. 

A map of the State of New Jeraey, fonr feat wide and aix feet long, monnted on a 
thin backing of aoft wood, haa bean pnmdad in the office of the State Board of Health, 
«nd cellaloid pin-taga are naad to bdicate upon this map the localities in the State in 
which infaotiona diaaaeat are prevailing. 

The tags are colored and figorea are stamped npao them, ao that each disaua ii 
indicated by the color and namber of the tag. 

Thni, a red tag having the nnmbar IB stamped upon it showi that fifteen oaaea of 
«cailet favsr have bean reported from tha sanitary diatriot into which the pin is thrast. 

Beporta of infections diaeaaes are now received ragnlaily every Salnrday &om the 
■olerks of looal boards of health, and the map ia corrected as fast as the reports come in. 
The facts stated npon the report cards ate also recorded in the reoord-book, and in 
«ns colnmn is noted tha action taken in each case by the State Board of Health. A 
glance at the map shows every reported case of diphtheria, typhoid faver, scarlet fever 
«nd small-poz which exiata in the State, and the increase or daelina of every outbreak 
ia at all times plainly presented. 
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THE PREVENTION OF BLINDNBSS. 

At the Annaftl mMting of tha Msdieal Soeietj of N«w Jenej in 1893, » aomiiiitt»e, 
«oiiBiitiiig of Dn, W. B JohoBoii, C. J. Eipp mi P. A. Harrii, wm appointod to 
obtftin legiBtAtioD for the praventioD of blmdnew. The foUowing itUate u tha rMolt 
<if their labori: 

CHAPTER CXVIII., LAWS OF 189&. 

As Act for the preTenlion of Uindness in the «tate of New Jeraej. 

1. Be it enacted by the Senate and General Anembly ^ the StaU of Nev Jartey, 
That should ooe or both eyes of an infant become inflamed, ewoUen or reddened, or 
«hoiT anj nnnataral discharge at any time vithin two weeks after its birth, and no 
legal [f -qualified pr&ctitioiier of medicine be in attendance npon the infant at the 
time. It ahall be toe Aatj of the midwife, nurse, attendant or relative having charge 
-of such infant to report the fact in writing within six hours, to the local board of 
health of the dtj, township or other municipalitj in which the parents of the infiul 

2. And bt it eaaettd. That the said local board of health shall direct the parents 
«r person having charBS of such infant anfferiiu; from such inflammation, swelling, 
redness or onuatural discharge of the eyes to immediatel; place it in charge of a 
legally-qiialifled practitioner of medicine, or in charge of the phjsician of the city, 
iownship or other mnnicipality if unable to pay for medical services. 

3. And be it enacted, That every local board of health in the state of New Jersey 
shall furnish a copy of this act to every legally-qnalified practitioner of medicine, 
and to each person who is known to act aa a midwife or nume, in the city, township 
■or other municipality for which such board of health ia appointed ; and the secretary 
-of state shall cause a sufficient number of copies of this act to be printed, and to sup- 
ply the same to such officers for distribution. 

i. Aad be il enaeltd, That any failure to comply with the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by a fine not to exceed two hnodred dollars, or imprisonment not 
to eiceed «i months, or both, upon conviction, under proeecntion proceeding! to be 
brought by any local board of health. 

5. And oe it maeted, That this act shall take effect and be in force on the flrat day 
'Of Maj, one thousand eight hundi«d and ainety-flve.

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LIOENSnTG- MILK DEALERS. 

An ftet approved March 10th, 188S, providw that the Common Council, or other 
goTflrning body of any oity, boroDgh or Haside resort, may require that all p«noDt 
irho ate engagad in the hoiistM of Mlling milk shall pay an annnal lioeuN fee for 
the privilege of ooaduoting laid bneineM, and a penalty not exceeding fifty doUan 
may be fixed for selling milk wilhout having fint obtained a licenee. 

The law fotthar providte that at leaat two-thiidi of the aom collected bom said 
hcenae ftea shall be expended in paying the salary of a competent milk inipeetor 
The dutiis of the milk inspAoton appointed under this *ot shall be to keep a record of 
all daily doinfp or piooeedingi as inspector, giving a fall aooonnt of each inipectioa or 
examination of milk made by him, including the name of (he person, firm or corpora- 
tion owning or claiming to own the milk inspected, the name of the agent in charge, 
the plaoe and manner in which the said milk was offered for sale, together with the 
teanlt of each test and analysis, and euch other daties as the manioipal corporation 
by which he waa appointed may reqoire. He shonld know the qnantity of milk sold 
by each dealer, and where the milk is piodaced. His racords should show how the 
milk is stored in each depot, whether the cans and nteuili are anffiaiently washed and 
ecalded to thoroughly cleanse them, and whether tha water supply of the depot ia 
wholesome or jollutad. 

Few municipalitiea have availed themselves of the benefits which may be derived 
from ths anforcament of this law. and this fact may be accounted for by the fkot that 
its execution ia p]a'»d in the hands of the governing body of manicipalitiss inrtead of 
being intruatad to local boaida of health. Bnt donbtless the health board of any of 
the apeoified mnuicipalitjea can eecnie tha operation of tha law in their own diatrict by 
bringiDg tha matter to the attention of the mayor and council, hoard of oommiraioneis 
«t other proper anthority. 

TO PREVENT THE SPREAD OP DISEASE BY MILK. 

Local boards of health have authority, onder Chapter LXVItl , Laws of 1687, to 
make ordinancee to prevent the sale c^ milk which is contaminated by exposore to 
the infection of disease, and heretofore this anthority has been resting altogether in 
the bands of local boards. 

Daring the year 1891 an outbreak of typhoid fever occarred in Emsx county which 
H^oald have been arretted after tha appearance of the first casa if the local health board 
had been prepared to act, bat no suitable action was taken and aa a constquence one 
hundred and fifteen casts of the disease developed in the locality, one hnndred and 
^evan of these persons having partaken of milk which was produced on the farm 
whsra the disease first appeared. Fifteen deaths attended this epidemic. 

Daring the past winter the Legislature passed tha following act, which gives co- 
-ordinate authority to the State Board of Health : 

CHAPTER CCCLXXIV. 

A Fdbtheb SuPFLBiCEHT lo an act entitled "An act to establish in this state boards 
of health and a bureau of vital alatiatica, and to define their respective powers 
and duties," approved March thirtj-firat, one ihausand eight hundred and 
eighty-seven. 



1. Be it enacted by (i* Saiale and Qeatrai Aetembly of the Slate nf New Jeney, 
That when the stale board of health, or anv officer thereon duly authoriied in writing 
by SDch board to act for or on behalf of said board, shall have reason to believe that 
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taij milk has been conuminaud by the emanations, ezlialatioiis or discharges of asj- 
person sick with conununioble disease, it ahall be lawful for the said state board of 
health, or the officer bo authorised to airt in the premises, to prohibit the tranaporla- 
tion or sale of taj mUk Hngpected to be contaminated as aforesaid, and also to pro- 
hibit the transportation or aile of an; milk which may be produced, stored, kept or 
found upon any premises infected by snch disease ; such prohibition shall continne 
until the state board of health, or the officer authorized to act in the premises t» 
afbresud, shall in writing remove soch prohibition. 

2. And be it enaiied, That any person or peraons who shall transport or sell any 
milk the sale and transportation of which has been prohibited, pursuant to the pro- 
visioDS of the first section of this act, shall be liable to a penalty of fifty doUan, to be 
recoTered by the state board of health in an action npon contract for the uses of ike 
stste of New Jersey in any court of record within said state 

3. And bt ii mailed, That this act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 28th, 1B85. 

This act do«a not Isesen the reaponsibilitj of local board* of health noi in any 
reapeet rslieTS thsm of the duty of maUsg and exsenting ordinancss to pievsnt tht 
spread of diseaae by milk. It only proTidaa a method whertby the eitiaeDS of the 
State may be protected in oaaet whare local boards fail to take advantage of the 
privilegta accorded them by the lawr. 

MTT.g mSPEOnON. 

The iJtats Dairy Gommiasioner, Ur, George W. MoOnirs, has recently condnctsd a 
seriss of inspeotioiu on different lines from any heretofore andertaksn by his depart- 
ment. His agents have visited variooi tovru, and in each ease the following conns 
hat been pnrsnedi 

The name of each mitk dealer is obtained and the aleanlinest of his depot, wagoni, 
cans and ntensils is noted. The soom of the watai-aapply for the washing of cam is 
also obssrvsd, and if it i* inspieioni a sample is sent to the chemist foi ezamitiKlion. 

All sources of the milk-snpply are then inquired into. Each premise whsie milk 
is produced, for sale in the town, is visited.

DISINTBOnON OF BOOUS. 

Kooms which have been occupied by persons affseted by small-poz, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, typhns fever, or any other dangerous infeotioni dissase, may b« treated 
as follows : 

1. In localities where a steriliung chamber as been provided, the entire coatenta of 
the infected apartments shonld be removed to the disinfecting station, and be snbjecled 
for thirty raiontes to contact with live steam ander a piesBoie of thirty ponnds, 

2. In cases where no disinfecting plant is available, carry to the rooms one or more 
wash-boilers filled with water. Immerse in the water all handkerchiefs, sheets, 
pillow-oises, garments and othsi articlee which boiling will not injure. Boil these 
gooda for two honrs. 

3. All infected books and other ar^lsa which wonld be mined by being inbjected 
to bi^ tamperatorse or to immersion in the biehlorids solntion, shonld be daetroyed 

i. Apply to walls, woodwork, floors, caipets, fomitaie, mattrssses, pillows, bric-a- 
brae and all other portions of the interior of the rooms, and to all other articles which 
may remain Umein, a solntion of tha bichloride of mercury, 1 to 1,000. 

This solntion may be conveniently applied by spraying it npon the walla, &c, by 
aid of a. garden-pnmp. The wooden pail or tnb containing tiie solntion shonld be 
placed npon the Soor near the middle of the room, and the solntion shonld bs forced 
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^hiongh K hoee m that it oan be dbcliargeil from the ipray-noule direatly apon llie 
infected sarfkoes. 

The solution shoald be mpplied freelj to cupete, lags, Jeo., and for this pnipoee it 
^ka best be diitnbattd bj miDg a sprinkling pot. 

5. Twenty foor honiB >fter the application of the mercariftl iolntioD, »U of the 
infected soiftCM sboold be tboroogblj wuhed with water. Bepapttiog of walls is 
not neoeesArj nnder these oiraamstsnoes u a sanitaiy messore, bot only to replace 
paper which ma; hare been damaged by the treatment. 

The apsurtments ehoold remain aaoccupied for at least one week after treatmsiit, 
-and freeh »ii and snnshine shoold be admitted to the fullest extent.

HOUSB-TO-HOnSB INSPBOTION RBOOBDS. 

Honse-tO'honse inspeotions fnmish the basis for almost every sanitary improvement 
which is reqnired in any community, but unless a clear and trustworthy record is 
made of the oonditioni observed the iDspeetioni are valnelese. The pnrpoee of sani- 
tary inspection is to inform the board of health concerning all conditions on premisee 
which may aSeet the health of the occupants, and to famish the facts pertaining to 
those conditiona in sneh form that they may be need in secmring improvement — 
perhaps in court ae evidence. 

i. detailed, written leeord of inipeotion, prepared by a correct and wide-awake 
inspector, plaoee a board of health in a maetnly relation to the premises in hand, and 
is often more ooDvincing than any verbal statement can be, for inasmuch as the facts 
are recorded on the ipot there is reason to believe that they are accurately etated, 
while the use of diagranii aHiet greatly in conveying the desired impreseion. 

The following blank ig in nie in Asbnry Park. These blanks are bound into books, 
«ne book for each street, and one blank for each lot or separate premises. Each blank 
Ills four pages, and the books measnre seven inchw by eight and one half inches.

If TK8 BAHB OF THE Clbbx, asoBBTABT Or Other officsr of any local board of 
health ia not correctly written on the wrapper of this Circnlar, or if '.be official com- 
mnnicalions from the State Board of Health are incorrsctly addrssaed. notice should 
be sent to tlie office of the State Board of Health, Trenton. 

A Fatbolooioal MusEUit containing spscimena showing the characteristic lesions 
of the dangerous commauicable diaeaaes would be of great aasiatanise to physicians in 
making diagnoeea. Such a coUectioa would b» invaluable in the study of post-mortem 
-conditions in donblfnl or disputed cases of typboid fever and yellow fever. 

TaB Act affrovbd Maxoh :2d, 1S95 (see page G03 of Cinular 84), provides 
that every physician shall report to the local board of health, in writing, the name, 
age and preiiae location of every person sofiering from any daogeroos commauicable 
disease The law does not compel local boards to furnish blanks to physicians for 
this paipose, bat donbtlcss phjaiciaos wonld be much accommodated if blanks were 
snpplied to them. On page 611 of Circular 31 a form ia suggested for the considera- 
tion of local beards. If blanks of this description are printed, they should be ordered 
and be paid for by the local board. The State Board of Health is not aathoriied by 
law to famish blanks for this purpose.

It is ns«d by phyeiciaDS, noTMa, health officials, suhool officers and by house owners 
after an outbreak of one of the dacgeioas commniuaahle diseases. When ntlered hy 
some parsons it eignifiei (when imall-poi hae prevailed, for inBtanae) that the patient 
is seeuraly iaoUled; that all eipoeed persooi have been vaeeinated ; that all infected 
baggage, clothing and hoonhotd goods have be«D treated in a steam disinfecting 
chamber, oi subjected to prolonged boiling, or destroyed by fire ; that all infected 
apartments, carpets, furniture and vehicles have been thoroaghty wetted with a 
Bolutioa of the bichloride of mercury (I to 1,000), and afterward well washed with 
pure water. 

When the same words are spoken by some other pereaos, tbey may be intended to 
cover up the true conditions and to lead to a belief that no danger Deed be feared that 
the disease will spread, while in reiCity the preeautiont taken may be, perhaps, as 
follows: A few live coals are placed upon a shovel, and upon theee is placed a 
teaspoonful of powdered sulphnr. This is hastily carried through the house by the 
coughing and half-suffocat«d operator. A dollar or two is then expended in baying 
lome advertised "disinfectant," and with this liquid the floor is sprinkled. Perhaps 
a dozen eaucers containing carbolic acid or chloride of lime may be placed about the 
house, and a lot of old rags may be buried in the back yard, for some vagabond to 
disinter and appropriate to his own personal use, or to sell to a junk dealer. A 
waaherwomon will than be paid an extra sum to go into the house and clean up. 

Instead of saying that " all precautions have been taken," let us fall into a habit of 
stating definitely just what haS been done.

Thb tbbv DUiBFfOTiov signifies the destruction of the bacteria which cause infec- 
tious diseases, by the use of chemicals. Sterilisation is employed to indicate the de- 
struction of bateria by heat.

Sp«eimaii» 
for eZBDuaatioii ibonld be Mnt only in the paekagee provided by Mi laborktorj. 

Hydrophobia — Tho poieon of thii duewe ie found moit leadily in the brua of 
affected animali, and it ii thii organ whicb ii lelacted for examination. As sooa w 
poMible after the death of the iiupeated animal, the brain ihonld be removed, with 
aaeptic precantione, wrapped in moiit bichloride gaoia, placed in a water-tight venel 
(a glas! preaerve jar ii conTenieDt for this porpoee), packed in ice, and forwarded to 
the laboratory. (Tbeee Bpecimsni ihoatd, in every ca*e, be eant by meeaeoger.) 

Tubtreulont. — Uilk f(om soapected betda or from individnal oowb may be picked 
in ice and tent t« the laboratory by eiprwe oc by meaeenger. 

I^demie txdbreaki of whatever character, whether of diaeaiaa peculiar to man or 
to the tower animala, will be inveatigated, and a diagnoeia given when poaaible. 

Inqairica will b* mad* into the character and parity of the animal prodaeta in nee 
in thii State for prophylactic and remedial purpose*; concerning the canaee of whol*' 
aale poiaoning dae to anwboleeome food, and into the germicidal valaa of tha varioat 
■nbstancee employed in aanitsry oparationi. 

Water-mpplieB will be examined when they ara far public nae. 

Undar no circnmitancea will investigation a of a private nature be nndertakan, and 
phfeicianB are leqneitsd not to aend eactiona of tamon, &\, to the laboratory, as the 
Board will not maha eiaminatiana of enoh enhstancee. 

The laboratory haa been located in Princeton, opon the UDiveraity grounds, and it 
will be wholly devoted to the advancemant of the pnblio health interest* of the 
SUta. The Board bu lecored the services of Uaiyck F. Ravenel, M.B., aa director, 
and it is confidently eipacted that the quality of the work performed will b« eicellait

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT 
OF VITAL STATISTICS. 



The tuA approved February IStfa, 1888, goveros the oolIeoUoD of 
vital stadstios, and the enforoement of the law ia plaoed in the hands 
of local boards of hsalth. Under former laws relating to this seryice^ 
certificates of marrisgea, births and deaths were required to be trans- 
mitted to the Seoret«ry of State, and in cities the city clerk was the 
officer to whom the returns were delivered by physicianB and others. 
Under the present law, city clerks may still receive the oertificatoa nn- 
lees the local board of health shall have appointed a registrar of vital 
statistics. Section 4 of the'act above referred to reads as follows ; 

" 4. And be it enacted, That any certificate of marriage or birth re- 
quired to be made by the first and second sections of this act shalt^ 
in any <nty, borough, town or other local mnnioipat government, be 
transmitted to the r^istrar of vital statistics, if there be enoh officer, 
and if not, then to the clerk of the city, borough, town or other mu- 
nicipal government in which such marriage or birth shall oocur; and 
in any townshii^ every snnh certificate shall be transmitted to the as- 
sessor of the township in which such marriage or birth shall oocur, or 
if there be no assessor in office, then to the township clerk." 

Section 5 provides that deatb oerti&oatee shall be delivered to the 
same officer. It will thns be seen that local boards of health may, if 
they so desire, take ohai^ of the collection and local r^istration of 
vital statistics, and that the only act required by law to place this 
servioe nnder the direction of local boards is the appointment of a 
T^istrar of vital statistics. Inasmuch as the local b(»rds are lespon- 
sible for the enforoement of the law, and because these vital &ots form 
the foundation of sanitary administration, and because every local 
health board should have these records available, and in form to fur- 
nish information oonoeming the healthfulnees of the various portions- 
of the territory included within the municipal limits, it is very- de- 
sirable that there shall be a registrar of vital statistios appcunted b^

4be board of health of every muaioipality. If the city clerk is at 
{iresent performing the doty, and if hb tervioe is satiafaototy, he may 
TeceiTe the appointment. The clerk or secretary of the board is 
the officer who is moat frequently ohosen to sbrve in thia oapadty. 
An act approved Mardi I8th, 189S, provides that in all cities of the 
second clan, the city clerk shall be the registrar of vital statistics. 
Attention is called to the following provisions of the laws referred to : 
L The penalty for neglect to certify marriages, births and deaths \b 
420. 

II. Section 3 gives aathority to the assessor in every township, and 
to the clerk or other person acting as registrar of vital statistics in 
«very municipality, to provide and send to each phyaiolan twelve pre- 
paid envelopes every year for the monthly return of births, the ex- 
penses to be paid by the disbursing oEBoer of the city or towiuhip. 
Bat the ftilnre of any snoh offitier to provide these envelopes does 
not excuse the physician for making no returns. 

III. Section 3 makes it lawful in cues where there baa been and* 
-den death without medical attendance, oi where the medical attendtnt 
ia aick or absent, for another physician to give the certificate. This 
provision ia only intended for nnuaaal caeea, and the &ct of inability 
to secure from the attendant the ordinary oertificate muat be stated. 
"See, also, section 6, 

ly. Section 5 allows an undertaker, forhis own convenience, to pro- 
-cure a permit for burial (when this is repaired for burial instead of 
the certificate of death), in the town in which he lives or where the 
burial ia to be made, but, as in such cases the person ^ing as registnir 
-of vital statistics mnat mail the oertificate of death to the assessor of 
the township in which the death may have occurred, the undertaker 
is required to pay postage. 

y. Section 8 gives the same privilege in caaes where the body is to 
be removed from the State and the undertaker finds it more con- 
venient, to get a permit in the town in which he lesidea instead of 
obtaining it from the assessor in the township in which the death 
occurred. 

yi. Section 9 requires the keeper of every incorporate cemetery to 
keep a record of interments open at all proper times to the inspection 
of the local board of health, and the agents of the State Bureau of 
yital f 
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Local boards should notify the sapenntendeut of each cemetery of 
this law, 

Vlt. Section 15 makes it the dnty of the health inspector, regis- 
trar of vital statistics and members of local boards of health to enforce 
the law.
